K-E-L-L-Y.” Kevin was on his feet waving his arms, as his voice was 
rising. “Sean!” Kevin called the bartender over. “This bloody eejit says 
there is no flippin’ “k” in Irish and bet me a Guinness on it.” 

“Aye, now, me job is tending bar, Kevin, not refereeing arguments. If I 
had to settle every argument in this pub, would I never be having time to 
pull a pint?” Sean was not going to be drawn into the disagreement. At this 
point most of the patrons were listening. “Hey, here comes Seamus 
O’ Higgins through the door, and if anyone knows it would be him. Seamus 
teaches Celtic studies at the university.” 

The little man stopped about halfway to the bar, aware that everybody 
was looking at him. 

“Sweet Jaysus, Lads,” Seamus announced holding his arms away from 
him. “Is me fly open or have I turned orange or what?” 

Kevin turned to Eddie, “Agreed that whatever Seamus says will settle 
the argument?”

“Sorry Seamus, but we need you to settle an argument about Irish.” 

Seamus was dwarfed by nearly everybody. Kennedy, Kearny and two 
Kavanaghs had moved in close to get into the argument.

I am sorry but Eddie is 
right. And not only that, Kevin, K-E-V-I-N,” Seamus spelled out, “but 
there is no “v” in Insh*either,* Nor‘is there any Sq?y “w", “x°s “9 or 
oe eo eels 

“Yer daft, Man,” Kevin charged. “I am named after one of the most 
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famous Irish saints.” 

A big man behind Kevin stepped forward. “Me name is Kavanagh. So 
like in Kevin, where would the k and v be coming from?” 

“Its English, Lads,” Seamus answered, and instantly knew he should 
have couched his answer a bit, as the pub broke into an uproar. 

“Are you saying I’m English?,” Kavanagh roared. “I paid for your 
bleedin’ beer to be told I am English, you wanker. Would you be liking a 
knot on your head? My family has been Irish since before there was an 
Ireland.” 

“Would you be telling me that Sweeney is English because there is no 
“w’”’ in Irish,” Donald Sweeney demanded with a bit of a threatening sneer. 
In the background Sean was calling for everybody to settle down and be 
calm, but nobody was listening. 

“T didn’t say the names were English, only that the spelling is,” Seamus 
shouted. “Listen to me lads, listen, and I will try to explain.” But it was a 
while before the turmoil settled down. 

“Ye better not be telling me MacSweeney is English,” threatened 
Sweeney. 

“Oh, Sweet Jaysus,” Seamus mumbled. “Sweeney is neither English 
nor Irish. The Sweeneys came from Scotland.” Noticing Sweeneys face 
was become very red, Seamus hurried on. “The Sweeneys were hired as 
mercenaries by the Irish Tirconnel lords because they were the toughest, 
meanest, most feared, and finest professional warriors of their time. They 
probably originally came from Ireland in the late 5" century, then returned 
in the 14" century as soldiers, and stayed. Their name in Irish is spelled M- 
a-c S-u-i b-h-n-e. The “bh” sounds similar to a “w’’, so the English adjusted 
the spelling to phonetically reflect the way they heard it.” The “toughest, 
meanest, most feared, and finest professional warriors of their time” did the 
trick, and Sweeney let the blood drain out of his face. He knew his people 
were tough and hardy. 

“Some people say that Kevin and Kavanagh have the same origin. 
There is no doubt that the given name Kevin was taking from the saint, but 
Kavanagh is from Caomhanach, a name with a similar root, but slightly 
different. Kennedy is from O’Cinnéide, which, incidentally means ugly 
head.” This drew a big laugh and everybody agreed that Kennedy was 
named right, even though he was a rather good looking man. 

“ These are all great old Irish names,” Seamus continued. “It is only 
the spelling that has gone astray. I imagine that there are at least a hundred 
different spellings of Kavanagh, and there are even more C spellings around 
the world than any other, but if you live in Ireland today you would argue 
that. Today the spelling is not really important because everybody has to be 
called something, and English scribes and emigration clerks have 
thoroughly confused most of our names.” 

“Oh, yeh? Well how would you like it if the English changed your 
name from O’Higgins to O’Piggins or O’Hoggins? What was wrong with 
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our Irish names, anyway?” 

“The main thing wrong with our names was that they were Irish, and 
everything Irish was detested by the English. The English believed that by 
anglicizing our names, manners, customs and laws they could make us 
better English subjects, but what happened is that most of the English 
adopted the more pleasing Irish ways and became “more Irish than the 
Irish”, as historians love to say. But also, Irish names were difficult for the 
English mind to grasp. Take Sullivan for example. The Irish spelling is 
O’Stileamhain, with the mh similar to a v sound. Such names were hard 
for the English scribes to pronounce, so they phonetically adjusted the 
spelling to suit themselves. 

“And also,” Seamus continued, “you have to remember that the 
English passed laws that made it illegal to be Irish!” 

“Yer taking the mickey out of me now,” countered Kennedy. “How can 
you make someone not what he is?” 

“They made laws that you couldn’t have an Irish name, or dress like an 
Irishman, and you couldn’t even wear green, or have an Irish haircut. In 
other words you couldn’t legally be Irish and you were supposed to make 
yourself into a proper Englishman.” 

“So why didn’t our ancestors change their names back to the original 
Irish when they left Ireland?”, Kavanagh asked. 

“Actually, a lot of them are doing just that today. Like your name, 
Kavanagh. Most people in Ireland spell it with the anglicized K, except 
over around Birr, but the most common spelling in the States and Canada is 
Cavanaugh. Sometimes you even see the old spelling Caomhanach 
reappear. A lot of people in Ireland are changing their names back to the 
original Gaelic, especially women. But the fact remains that the spelling is 
not too important today, because no matter what history has done to our 
names, we know that we descend from wonderful Irish families with 
fascinating and honorable traditions and histories.” 

“So Eddie is right, then? There is no “k” in Irish?” 

“Ah, forget it Kevin,” Eddie replied. “Buy Seamus another Bud Lite 
and call it even. My name starts with a K too, and it really doesn’t bother 
me what the English did.” 

“Say, Eddie,” Kennedy called over the shoulder of Kevin. “Just what 
is your last name anyway. I never got it.” 

Eddie looked at his glass and quickly gulped down the last bit of beer 
as he headed towards the door. He turned around about half way. “My 
name has probably always been spelled with a K, and I don’t think the 
English ever did anything to it. My name is Kowalski,” and he ran for the 
door.

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Jim Cavanaugh is a member of the Board of Directors of Clans of 
Ireland and former Chairman of that organization.. He is currently 
membership secretary of Clan Cavanaugh/Kavanagh (Clann 
Chamomhanach). He has encountered the same problem with Cavanaugh as 
we have in our research with Clan Carnahan. He graciously agreed to share 
with us his explanation of the multiple spellings of Irish names, especially 
those spelled with C and K. He further explains: 

“As a result of illiteracy, ignorance, the lack of education and the 
improper pronounciation we have many different spellings. This is mainly 
due to the individual not being able to write his own name and was 
therefore unable to correct whoever was recording the document. Quite 
often, during the life of the individual, the name could be written and 
recorded on documents in 4 or 5 different spellings. You will often find that 
the individuals descendents at some state were better educated and have 
“corrected” the spelling to what they believed to be “correct” and from that 
state on, the spelling becomes more constant within that particular family 
line. 

When you consider the mass depostations and emigrations, the number 
of different countries and languaged adopted, the variations are vast and 
understandable. You must always remember that the majority of those 
deported to imprisonment or slavery were illiterate or were not allowed to 
sign their name. The records were entered and kept by people who were 
using a method of phonetic spelling. Add to this the problems of foreign 
officials using their own language principles to write an Irish pronounced 
name. The variations are endless.” 

Jim suggests the only way to authoratively prove relationship is by 
DNA testing of the males in the family. He also mentions the “use with 
caution” caveat because of the ancient Irish custom of fosterage.

Anyone who undertakes a study of Irish genealogy, even a casual one, 
needs to be acquainted with a bit of history. How do we know certain 
facts? Where does the information come from? 


An old Irish proverb says: 


“If you’re lucky enough to be Irish, 
You’re lucky enough”.

Lucky for us, the Irish have kept a record of their ancestry since long 
before written records. 

The earliest records of Irish history were handed down in the form of 
oral traditions, without need for written documents. Each member of a family 
unit was required to memorize his or her lineage up to the moment of the 
recitation. Kings had in their retinue, genealogists whose only job was to recite 
the royal lineages. At one time, there were no less than 150 separate kingdoms 
in Ireland, each with individual genealogies and epic poems depicting history. 
From these poems, we are able to gain a wealth of information about the kings, 
chiefs, heroes and other members of the clans. Woe to the family member, who 
misspoke his or her lineage as every other king, relative and clan member, was 
waiting to pounce on that hapless soul. A misspoken genealogy or epic would 
have been a terrible disgrace to the king of that line and no doubt would have 
resulted in banishment or death to the perpetrator. 

Druids were members of an order of priests in ancient Ireland and were 
an intellectual class made up of philosophers, educators, judges, doctors, 
historians, seers or soothsayers, astronomers and astrologers. The earliest 
references to Druids show they were an important part of the social structure 
prior to the 2" century B. C. Julius Caesar and Pliny the Elder both mention 
druids in their accounts of the Gauls. Druids held a status in ancient Irish 
society, equal in rank to the nobility. They were a learned caste and the highest 
degree among them was the Ollam, or high priest. It was a system somewhat 
similar to the ranks of clergy we see in church society today. To become a druid 
required strenuous schooling usually starting in childhood and lasting well into 
middle age. The Ollam was a very wise and very old man. His mantle was 
passed down only to a deserving successor. 

In addition to Druids, there were Seanchais or Storytellers. They would 
be comparable to the Elizabethan bard. They were educated in storytelling and 
arts. They too were under very strict scrutiny by other Seanchais to be sure their 
stories were accurate. 
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Scholars suggest that the Celtic civilization was certainly advanced 
enough to have invented written words, long before they were recorded as doing 
so. However, that would not have been in the best interest of the Druids who 
were seen as the seat of knowledge. Had the everyday man been able to read of 
the wondrous knowledge held by the Druids, their power and mystique would 
have been compromised. Thus, knowledge was kept by oral traditions until 
much later than would have been expected of such an advanced civilization. 

The Irish were never invaded by the Romans and thus were able to 
keep their culture in tact much longer than other civilizations, which under the 
yoke of the Romans were forced to give up their individual societal 
organizations. The independence of the Irish enabled them to carry on their Celt 
traditions many centuries longer than other cultures. 

In the third century A.D., King Cormac Mac Art, High King of all of 
Ireland, ordered the history of the Irish to be compiled in a great book, The 
Psalter of Tara. This was the first of many attempts to get all of Irish history 
committed to writing. 

The collapse of the Roman Empire in Europe (478 A.D.) opened up 
Europe to the invasions of the Goths, the Huns, the Vikings, the Vandals and 
other uncivilized groups of Barbarians. Their subsequent destruction of 
civilization as it was then known, commenced the period known as the Dark 
Ages. The Barbarians burned the books and civilization was lost. Or was it? 

Christianity arrived in Ireland around the 5" Century. Zealous monks 
spent a lifetime, transcribing oral history and tradition to velum sheets. Many of 
these writings were beautifully ornate. The Book of Kells is one of the most 
famous of these texts. In 800 A. D., Vikings began raiding Ireland and 
destroyed many of her institutions. Monks and royalty hid as many of their 
treasures as possible from the Vikings. The Irish respected education and 
learning and considered the writings of the monks and the ancients to be every 
bit as valuable as gold and precious jewels. Thus, many of the ancient texts 
were preserved by the Irish to be resurrected later. At the same time, the 
invaders destroyed civilization and learning on the Continent and Britain, 
Ireland kept the flame of learning alive. The Irish, did in fact, save civilization. 

When the battle smoke had cleared and the Barbarians were on the run, 
it was the Irish who went to Europe, taking with them their precious texts, 
stories and learning. Many of these precious manuscripts were the poems of the 
ancients with the genealogies of the Irish royalty still in tact. It was from these 
texts and learning of the Christian monks that Europe was able to dig herself out 
of the Dark Ages and begin the Age of Renaissance. 

In the early 1600s, an event occurred in Donegal that would have far 
reaching and long lasting effects on the history of Ireland. Hugh O’Donnell and 
his wife Lady Nuala, brought Franciscan monks to Donegal where they set up a 
community to minister to the spiritual needs of the area. In the 1600s, Brother 
Michael O’Cleary began his work on the Annals of the Four Masters. A group 
of monks, the exact number is unknown, toured all of Ireland for at least 15 
years, gathering up all of the oral traditions and the written texts of the country. 
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It took It took four years (1632 — 1636) to transcribe these traditions to text. It 
was done by hand. When they finished, they had a full account of Gaelic 
Ireland from what they believed to be its birth until the Flight of the Earls in 
1607.

Ancient Irish texts are hand written in old Latin and highly ornate. 


Those of us lucky enough to be Irish can trace our genealogy back to 
the beginning of human habitation, back to Adam and Eve, thanks to the many 
Seanchais, Druids, Monks, Kings and everyday men and women who were 
proud of their heritage. We can also thank those who spent lifetimes sorting 
through the manuscripts of ancient Ireland and translating them to modern 
language. The Rev. Jeoffry Keating, D. D., studied at University in Spain for 23 
years. Upon his return to Ireland, he undertook to write an inclusive history of 
his native land. Although he was conversant in several languages, including 
English, Dr. Keating wrote in the ancient Irish language. Dr. Keating’s General 
History of Ireland is still considered the bible of Irish history. This author 
procured a copy of Dr. Keatings great work, published in Dublin in 1857, and 
references to it are seen throughout this work. Any serious student of Irish 
history and genealogy must read Keating and the works of The Four Masters. 
Keating is out of print, but used copies can be found, albeit quite pricey. 

Of course, there is always the question of the accuracy of the early 
genealogies. Scholars who have spent years studying and comparing the various 
manuscripts agreee for the most part, that the genealogies are accurate. Of 
course, what king might not like to embellish a bit of his history and 
background. If you were King, who would seriously question your authority? 
Perhaps some of the Seanchais embellished history to curry favor. Therefore, 
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we cannot say that these genealogies are 100% accurate, but it is agreed that 
they are an excellent source of pedigrees. Scholars have compared the various 
texts and have arrived at some compromises. Some still argue their cases for 
one thing or another, but most agree on the veracity of the manuscripts, with but 
few changes. 

Another source of potential error is the translations from ancient Gaelic 
to Latin. Classical Latin, being a dead language, does not always translate to 
contemporary languages. Many of the words in use in ancient Ireland can not be 
translated into modern language. Historians and translators of the Celtic 
Classics have had to take some liberties. 

The LDS Library, a wonderful repository of genealogy, has a history of 
accepting all genealogical references, without requesting any proof or 
documentation. Unfortunately, that has led to many lineage errors by modern 
amateur genealogists who accept the LDS data as gospel. Prudence dictates that 
you must prove your data and not simply accept what is presented. (Remember, 
earlier scholars compared many manuscripts before stating that the data was 
correct.) The LDS libraries have virtually unlimited reference material. Use it 
to prove your data. Compare and cross check your work. 

The Internet is full of genealogical sites, both good and bad. The good 
is that it is easily accessible and offers access to virtually unlimited data. The 
bad is that it is host to many amateur genealogists who do not research their 
facts. They add data without proving it. Some is good. Some is grossly 
erroneous. These errors assume a life of their own and the error becomes 
accepted fact, misleading yet more unskilled genealogists. | Genealogy is 
tedious business. It is easy to accept the works of others rather than continue a 
search that may even be futile. The truth, however, is worth the effort. 

As more information becomes known, more facts surface that can be 
used to add to genealogies and to correct errors that have crept in over the years. 
Future genealogists may find information that may either prove or disprove 
earlier historians. The authors of this book will happily work with future 
Cearnachain genealogists and share our early research to facilitate future 
researchers tasks and make them more fruitful. If we have errored in any facts 
stated herein, we would be very happy to view the proof and correct any 
misstatements. Any errors that may have crept into our data were inadvertent or 
facilitated by inaccurate records. 

This is offered as a very short illustration on how Irish genealogy has 
been ascertained. There is still much to be done and we leave that to future 
generations. We hope our efforts facilitate those who continue the search. 
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THE CELTS 
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Who were the mysterious Celts that we Irish claim as ancestors? 
Recent discoveries are leading us to a better understanding of these people who 
gave so much to modern civilization. 

Sometime around six thousand years ago, after the retreat of the last ice 
age, emerged a race of people who made decorated pottery and built great 
megalithic structures. Stonehenge in Britain is one such monument. In Ireland, 
Newgrange stands as mute tribute to their feats of over five thousand years ago. 
Many more megaliths are being excavated and hopefully will yield even more 
information. 

Newgrange is a monumental hill, awesome to see, even from a 
distance. It is even more ancient than Stonehenge. Newgrange was so designed 
that the entrance chamber leads straight to the burial chamber at the end of the 
long passage. During the midwinter solstice, sunlight travels down this passage 
to illuminate the burial chamber. The passageway roof is intricately lined with 
brackets supporting the arched roof. Newgrange has some stones which are 
richly carved with double-spiraled motifs which have been found on later pieces 
of bronze jewelry excavated from ancient Celtic graves in Austria and Germany. 
Some of these stones weigh many tons. We do not understand how the ancients 
were able to move such stones. Not only did they move the huge stones, but 
positioned them exactly where they wanted them. 

From a distance, Newgrange is spectacular for the white quartz wall 
surrounding the hill. It shines like a beacon for miles. Quartz is not native to 
the immediate area and had to have been carried long distances to the site. 
Newgrange and other megalith sites are close to Tara, the traditional site of the 
Irish kings. 

For the moment, it is only theoretical that the ancients who built 
Newgrange and Stonehenge were ancesters to the Celts, but is known with 
certainty that the direct ancestors of the Celts lived in an area nowknown as 
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Southern Germany, Austria and Switzerland. Remains of cremated dead were 
found with jewelry with similar decoration to those in Newgrange. Ireland is 
just now excavating other similar mounds and we hope they will reveal more 
about the ancient Celts. 

History from BAOTH (Ancestor to the Milesians) tells us that BAOTH 
fathered three sons. BAOTH was Ancestor to the Milesians. Fothachta was 
ancestor to the Partholan, Nemedians, Firbolgs and the Tuatha-de-Danans. 
Ibaath, who was apparently lacking of the same wanderlust as his brothers, 
was ancestor of the Amazons (Turks, near the Black Sea) and his descendants 
eventually founded Smyrna, Ephesus and other cities in Asia Minor, and the 
Bacterians (peoples east of Prussia and the Parthians (Persians). 

Partholan and his followers, called Muintir Phartholain, meaning 
“Partholan’s People’, were the first peoples to colonize or plant Ireland. Their 
genealogy is: MAGOG; Fathochta, second son of MAGOG; Fraimaint, his 
son; Easru, his son; Sru, his son; Seara, his son. Seara (The Syrian) had two 
sons, Tait and Partholan. 

Partholan married Dealgnait, from Sicily and had issue: Rughraidhe, 
Slainge, Laighline, Er, Orbha, Fearon and Feargna. One story is that he 
murdered his father and mother. Because of this, his people rose up against 
him forcing Partholian and his clan to flee the country. They left on stolen 
ships and after many wanderings reached Ireland. 

Partholan’s people spoke the old Celtic language and it has been shown 
that the Milesian branch of the Celts, even though they had been separated for 
thousands of years, could understand each other. These people of Partholan, 
the first to colonize Ireland, came to Ireland during the time of Abraham of 
old. (Abraham was born 292 years after the deluge, according to some 
historians or 313 years according to others and others show his age as 185 
years after the building of Nineveh by Assur, son of Shem, grandson of 
NOAH.) They came from Scythia and planted themselves chiefly in Ulster at 
Inis-Saimer (probably the Inniskillen peninsula) in Donegal and in Leinster at 
Ben Edair (Hill of Howth) in County Dublin. 

After they had been in Ireland for about three hundred years, five 
thousand men and four thousand women, which were nearly all the Partholan 
people, perished by a plague in one week. Thousands of them were buried in a 
common tomb in Tallaght, a place near Dublin. The name Tallaght means Tam- 
Laght, or the Plague Sepulchre. The island was nearly deserted for thirty years 
until the Nemedians arrived. 

Interesting to note, that just west of the city of Dublin, exists a large 
field, which contains at least 18 prehistoric sites. The best known are Dowth, 
Knowth and Newgrange. Newgrange and Knowth have been excavated, while 
Dowth is just being worked now. The earliest tombs date from the Stone Age 
(3000 B.C.), but the area has proven to be used up until the early 14" century. 
Newgrange is of such historical significance that it has has been designated as a 
World Heritage Site. We know that Newgrange was built in the fourth 
millennium B.C. with some 250,000 tons of stones that were brought to the site 
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by people with only a primitive knowledge of architectural technology. No one 
knows how they transported the thousands of stones, but it is believed that the 
grave may have been one of the world’s earliest observatories. The geometric 
designs on some stones at the center of the chamber continue to baffle experts. 
Tara, ancient seat of Irish Kings’ power is just a stone’s throw from Newgrange 
and is part of the cluster of prehistoric sites. Could this be the work of 
Partholans’s people?

From archeological finds, we do know that the early Celts introduced 
bronze casting. They manufactured wagon wheels and finely made swords with 
intricately decorated handles. They made body armor and shields as well. They 
lived in log cabins, boiled meat in great metal cauldrons and drank mead and 
beer from bronze drinking cups. They wove intricate designs into their clothing 
and wore metal bracelets, brooches and other ornate jewelry. These people are 
called the Urnfield people as they buried their cremated dead in urns. 

From the Urnfield people, emerged the Celts, as we know them. They 
formed loosely knit, Celtic-speaking confederations. They loved being at war, 
and were feared by most of their neighbors. When not warring, they were 
farmers and cattle owners. The Celts eventually occupied most of temperate 
Europe (Ireland, Britain, Belgium, France, Austria, Switzerland, Germany and 
Hungary). These Celts inherited the bronze artisanship from the Urnfielders 
and were highly skilled in mining and forging of iron. They introduced these 
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skills to Central and Western Europe. These skills led to social stratum that ran 
the gamut from wealthy aristocracy to the farmer and cattle keeper. With this 
society, the Celts rose to dominance of Central and Western Europe around 650 
B.C. 

The name Celt was derived from the ancient Greek word, Keltoi. The 
Greeks coined the word from the name that the Celts called themselves. The 
Romans, who followed the Greeks, called the Celts Galli. The Romans had first 
found the Celts in France, which they knew as Gaul. From this is derived our 
word Gaelic. Julius Caesar hired Celts as mercenaries to accompany his legions 
and referred to them as Celtae. 


Earliest Documented Celts 


The earliest documented reports of Celts, is from a sixth century B. C. 
sea journey diary kept by mariners that departed from the Greek colony of 
Massilia (now Marseilles, France) through the Pillars of Hercules (the Rock of 
Gibraltar) into the Atlantic. The journey mentions Celts being found along the 
coasts of Spain and France. Hecataeus, in 500 B.C., described the Greek colony 
of Massilia stating that it was near the land of the Celts. In 450 B.C., 
Herodotus, well-known Greek historian, wrote that the Celts were inhabitants of 
Spain, the Danube Valley and most of Western Europe. We now have 
archeological evidence showing that the Celts and Greeks had been trading 
goods long before any written accounts. 

The above sea journey, in the sixth century B. C., is the first account of 
two islands off the coast of France. These islands are now known as Ireland and 
Britain. Herodotus referred to these two islands as the “Tin Islands west of the 
known world from where the tin comes to us”. Tin was a highly prized 
commodity during the Bronze Age, used as an alloy in making bronze. The 
Greeks traveled throughout Ireland and wrote that the people were miners of tin 
and iron and worked those metals, as well as bronze. They noted that the people 
were also spinners of wool, weavers of cloth and that they made fine pottery. 
The Greeks also described the Celts as keepers of large herds of cattle and sheep 
and noted that they farmed wheat. The Greeks also noted that due to the wet 
climate, the Celts must have gleaned and milled their wheat inside buildings. 
The Greek writers recorded that the Celts exported their metals, and were quite 
civilized and fond of strangers. 

The early Romans and Greeks thought that Ireland was the edge of the 
world and traveling beyond the islands would result in falling off the world into 
a huge abyss. The Celts had no such fears or misconceptions and readily took to 
sea in their little boats. Records show that St. Brendan set sail with a few monks 
and reached a new world, probably the North American continent in the 6" 
Century. Recent archealogical excavations confirm that Celts were in North 
America long before the Vikings. 
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How Did the Celts Look 


The writers of early history were the Greeks and Romans, 
Mediterranean people of small stature and dark countenance. To them, the 
Celtic men were remarkable for their size, muscularity, fair skin, blue eyes and 
blond and red-gold hair. Obviously, not all Celts were giants, but archeological 
evidence has unearthed Celts who stood six and one half feet tall. Their large 
bones show that they were not only tall, but also of powerful build. In battle, the 
Celts enhanced their size by their attire, wearing bronze helmets with tall crests. 

- The Celt men of two thousand years ago wore huge, drooping 
moustaches, and torcs (heavy neck rings, made of gold, silver or bronze). The 
Romans reported that Celtic men were careful about their physical condition and 
warriors who became overweight were fined. They also wore very colorful 
clothes, purple, crimson, green, speckled and striped. Some had fringes sewn on 
them. The Celtic men were described as being of haughty bearing, loving war 
and fearless in battle. The Celtic women were equal to the men in stature and 
strength. They used decorated bronze mirrors and wore make-up (mascara, 
rouge and lipstick). They painted their fingernails, wore finger and ankle rings 
and braided their hair, which was sometimes piled up on their heads in elaborate 
styles. They embroidered their clothing with gold and silver thread. They were 
seen as equals to the men, owned property, held high roles in society and awed 
their enemies with their prowess in battle. Until Christianity forbade women to 
fight in battle, they readily fought along side their men and were admired for 
their heroic deeds. 

Not only were the Celts of large stature, they were robust people. They 
enjoyed a good and varied diet. They cared for their appearance. Doctors 
studied for many years, were high-ranking members of their society and sat at 
the king’s table. In addition to their knowledge of herbs and healing practices, 
Celtic doctors were skilled in surgical procedures including everything from 
stitching wounds to cesarean sections and complex brain operations. 
Cleanliness and fresh air were part of their medical remedies. 

Their houses were simple and floors were made of rushes with refuse 
discarded among the rushes. When the floor became worn, another layer of 
rushes was added, without benefit of cleaning. Most houses were wattle and 
daub. In areas where wood was scarce, buildings were constructed of 
unmortised stone. A tribute to their skills, many of these ancient stone buildings 
still stand and are in use today as barns, etc. 


The Celt Nation 


The ancient Celts never united as a state, but remained in small 
independent chieftainships, spread over their vast territories. This fierce 
independence would eventually lead to their downfall. They could not envision 
subservient cooperation that was essential to a strong central government. 
They never tried to make a working empire out of their vast territories. They 
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operated in small groups or clans and eventually kings. Even so, they were able 
to conquer most of Europe, even a bit of Asia. 

In 390 B. C., the Celts sacked Rome and remained in control for some 
forty years. The Roman envoys, sent to a peace negotiation with the Celts, 
committed a fatal mistake. They took advantage of their diplomatic status to kill 
a Celtic Chief. The Celts, seething from the insult, marched eighty miles in four 
days to reach Rome. The Roman legions met the Celts near the city. The Celts 
were so feared that many of the Romans officers threw down their weapons and 
shields and they and their men fled at the first sound of the Celtic war cry. 

In 279 B. C., the Celts pillaged parts of Greece and maintained control 
of those areas for some fifty years. In 278 B. C., they invaded Turkey, in Asia 
Minor. 

The strength of the Celt nation depended on their natural superiority. 
Ultimately they had to give way to the organization and military might of the 
Roman machine. In 51 B. C., Caesar had conquered all of Gaul, except Ireland. 


The Irish Kings and Clan System 


During the period between the fifth and twelfth centuries, it is 
estimated that there were no less than 150 kings in Ireland. Since the total 
population of Ireland at that time was well under 500,000, it is remarkable to 
have had so many kings, roughly one king for every 3,000 persons. No wonder 
they Irish were always at war! There were so many clans and kings, that in the 
seventeenth century, Sir James Ware was knighted for his work in codifying the 
Irish clans in later times. 

Each king ruled over a tuath. A Tuath translated as ‘a people” and is 
now translated as a tribe, clan or sept. Obviously, this also meant that there 
were approximately 150, more or less, clans in Ireland during this time. 
Originally, the kings were conquerors from outside of Ireland, but eventually 
their power broke down into smaller clans, adding up to the 150 or so. It was 
the poets and bards of Ireland that were responsible for any cultural unity of the 
country. The Christian clergy and the poets and bards enjoyed a legal status 
outside the confines of their own tuath that was enjoyed by no one else. 

Laws were the preserve of the filid, not the king. The filid, made up of learned 
free men, made the laws and the kings kept order. The tribal king had few 
governmental duties other than acting as leader in times of war and presiding 
over fairs and other popular assemblies. 

Early Irish society has been described as ‘tribal, rural, hierarchical, and 
familiar’. It was familiar in that every free man and woman belonged to a clan 
or family. The clan held the vested property rights and upon membership in the 
clan, the man or woman was then entitled to property rights of the clan. It was 
familial in that the king was responsible for the well being of clan members, 
righting wrongs, providing for widows and widowers, providing food in times of 
dire straits and so on. It was hierarchical in that rights, privileges and 
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responsibilities of each individual varied in accordance with their social status in 
the clan. The man or woman who lacked ties to a clan was considered an 
outlaw. 

Although the Irish considered cattle more valuable than land, they were 
rooted in the soil. The druids, the eldest and most learned members of the clan, 
jealously preserved tribal law and custom. The king was not a fountain of 
intellect or justice, but presided over the annual fairs, political assemblies and 
hostings (any excuse for a party). In return for his powerful sword and 
representation of his clan, members of the clan supported a king physically and 
financially. He entered into contracts with other clans that were binding to all 
members. Hostages were taken in war to be traded later or used to cement 
contracts and legal contracts were confirmed by pledges and guarantees. 
Enforcers of these contracts, collections, etc. were the lords who owed 
allegiance to the king. In his retinue, a king had mercenaries available for war. 
Many of these mercenaries were not fighting for money, but for the relationships 
cemented in fosterage arrangements, which we will explore later. 


An eighth-century law tract describes the weekly duties for a proper 
king: 

Sunday for drinking ale; Monday for legal business; Tuesday for chess; 

Wednesday for watching greyhounds hunting; Thursday for marital 

intercourse; Friday for horseracing; Saturday for judgements. 


Irish kings were originally believed to be of divine descent and the 
king’s senachais were required to be able to recite his pedigree back to divine 
intervention. It was not uncommon for a pedigree to be grafted on to the stem 
of one descended from divinity. Primogeniture was not recognized for kingship, 
but seniority in the male line was normal criteria. Other qualities were taken 
into consideration. Thus, often an eldest son was made a noble or a church 
authority and a younger son was made king if the younger was the stronger and 
more suitable for kingship. 

On the death of a king, land was usually divided up equally among his 
sons or next of kin if he had no sons. Kingdoms eventually became smaller and 
more numerous. No kingdom was an island. All kingdoms were linked 
together into a sort of federation, dependent on each other in times of war and a 
loose kinship during times of peace, sort of a ‘kissing cousin” relationship. 

In the seventh century, politics and invasions deemed that clans become 
more allied and able to repel attacks from outside. The Irish High King united 
several smaller kingdoms into allegiances for self-protection. There didn’t seem 
to be any set number of smaller tuaths or clans required to become high king and 
it varied from as few as 3 to all of Ireland under Brian Boru. 

Were Cearnachains kings? Were they aclan? As we shall see later, 
there is no doubt that they were both. 


Celtic Religion 
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We do not have much information about the Celtic religion. The 
Continental Celts did not develop a written language. The Druids, although 
highly educated, did not write and transmitted their lore orally to specially 
selected disciples. Certainly, had they chosen to do so, the Druids could have 
developed writing, and committed their learning to text, but doing so would 
lessen the magic of their learning. Their rituals were practiced outdoors, 
usually in groves of their sacred tree, the mighty oak. Theirs was a complex 
faith with a pantheon of gods governing every aspect of life. The functions of 
the Celt gods closely resembled those of the Greeks, Romans and Norse 
pantheons. They had a strong belief in immortality of the spirit and in 
reincarnation. 

The Celts held a strong belief in life after death. Death was only the 
“mid-point of a long life” according to Lucan, a Roman poet. The burial mounds 
of their aristocrats were elaborate. Ordinary people were buried with some 
pottery and their sword and/or spear beside them. Aristocrats took much more. 
They were buried with gold and amber, fine jewelry, lavish food, and wine to 
quench their thirst. Some tombs even had entire wagons and equipment for their 
horses. For some reason, horses were not buried with their masters, only 
equipment for horses on the “other side”. 


Golden Age of Celtic Art & Inventions 


Celtic art began around 700 B.C. The early pieces of their art were 
found in Hallstatt Austria. They reached a pinnacle around 500 B.C., in an area 
named La Tene, after the site in Switzerland where so much work was 
recovered. This art survived the fall of the Roman Empire and continued into 
the seventh and eighth-centuries A. D. due to the fact that the Romans never 
conquered Ireland. (In fact, no one ever conquered Ireland in its entirety, not 
even the British!). The most famous pieces of Celtic art surviving are: the 
eighth-century Ardagh Chalice, pronounced by experts as one of the greatest 
pieces of metalwork of all time; the eighth-century Tara Brooch, the ninth- 
century illuminated Book of Kells, and the tenth-century Irish high crosses 
sculptured in stone. 


Ardagh Chalice Tara Brooch 
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The Ardagh Chalice is made from silver and dates from about the 
eigth century. It is a cup, with two handles (the handle is facing reader). The 
rivets holding the handles are disguised by studs. It is decorated with panels of 
gold filigree, gilt bronze and millifiori studs. The glass studs have each been 
individually cast. It is further decorated with red enamel poured into the design. 
Finally molten blue glass was applied over the studs. The bands of filigree run 
around the cup with large areas of silver which give it great contrast. The 
Apostles names are lightly inscribed below the band, with the name of Judas 
missing. It is made up of no less than 354 pieces and stands seven inches high. 
The cup is 9.5 inches in diameter and the foot is 6.5 inches in diameter and will 
hold 3 pints of liquid. 

The Tara brooch is a circle of cast silver gilt covered with sheets of 
gold foil. It is beautifully decorated with beads, twisted and plaited wires of 
gold, amber and glass studs with stylized animals and spirals. All of this 
artwork is incorporated in a piece less than two inches in diameter. 

The Celts built roads that are still in use today. They invented chain 
armor, the double-edged broadsword used by the Roman legions, horseshoes, a 
mechanical harvester, the iron ploughshare and a hand rotary flourmill. They 
perfected the spoke wheel for speed and invented a seamless iron rim that made 
for a better ride and lasted far longer than a wood rim. They invented a four- 
wheeled war chariot, far superior to the two-wheeled chariot used by the 
Romans. They were among the first to use fertilizer and crop rotation. They 
invented soap. They were skilled in enameling. The Celtic knight led to the 
Age of Chivalry, appropriate for a society that respected women. Whiskey was 
invented by the Celts in the twelfth century when they invented the still. (The 
Irish word “whiskey” is an Anglicization of the Celtic words meaning “water of 
life”). Not to be forgotten, the Celts gave us Halloween! 

The Celts exported much to Rome and the Mediterranean, such as: 
corn, livestock, metals, leather, slaves, hunting dogs, ivory, jewelry, bronze- 
fitted furniture, silver tableware, coins, the broadsword and wine They made 
beautiful horse harnesses and metal chariot fittings, mainly for their own use. 
There are even reports of chariots covered in silver. 

The ancient Celts did have a form of writing, Ogham. It was primarily 
used on monuments depicting stories of great warriors or battles or other 
important events. However, almost all of their stories, history and lore were oral 
tracts memorized by Druids, poets, storytellers , bards and harpers. 


Traditional Celtic Hospitality 


Cato the Elder wrote that the two things the Celts most valued were 
“glory and wit.” The best way to display both was the traditional Celtic 
banquet. The Romans, who were famous for their own opulent banquets, were 
impressed with the Celtic banquet and wrote about it. 
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The Celtic banquet was one way the kings and chieftains could return a 
bit of society’s largess back to the people. It was also a way to celebrate 
important visitors, to celebrate a victory, or just to have a party. 

Reports of Celtic banquets showed they enjoyed the entertainment of a 
minstrel who sang tragic songs of love and of death in battle. A bard entertained 
by singing or reciting the oral traditions of their people, and was a professional 
historian. He also sang the praises of the host and his bold deeds. Sometimes 
the bard even satirized the host or other worthy nobles. 

The menu included pork or beef boiled in large bronze caldrons. The 
main course was accompanied by: fish, bread, honey, butter, cheese, game meat 
and wildfowl. The higher-ranking guests enjoyed wine with their meal. The 
ordinary people drank beer, passing around a common cup. The cup was filled 
and passed often. 

Strangers were welcomed at Celtic banquets and only after eating a 
meal were they asked to introduce themselves and state their purpose. 

Nobles and other important guests were seated according to strict 
protocol. The most illustrious guest was seated next to the host. The distance 
they were seated from the host measured the relative importance of the other 
guests. The choicest piece of meat, the boar’s thigh, was reserved for the bravest 
hero present, not necessarily the ranking dignitary. 

Picture a celtic banquet and feast. The table was made into a “U” 
formation, with the king and honored guests seated at the head table. Knights, 
lords, warriors filed in to fill their seats from outside the U. Shields and 
weapons were hung on pegs at the wall behind their seats. This arrangement 
made for easy access to weapons in the event of attack. The head table was 
farthest from the door so that an enemy attempting to attack a king and honored 
guests had to run the gauntlet of the warriors before they could get to the head 
table. Victuals and drink were served from the center, head table first and 
outward from there. Although there was usually a hearth and fire in the banquet 
hall, cooking was done in a separate hearth room. Banquets were targets for 
attack, as there was a collection of dignitaries and warriors, who were into their 
cups, and available for capture or slaughter. This gave an advantage to the 
attacking forces. 

One Celtic banquet, hosted by a Celtic king in France is the most lavish 
recorded. He built a one-and-a-half-square-mile enclosure, which he filled with 
vats of expensive liquor and so much food that for many days, all who wished 
could enjoy the feast, all they could eat and drink, and served non-stop! 

Celtic hospitality extended down to the lowest member of the clan. No 
matter the rank, a good Celt was expected to show hospitality to all who came to 
his hearth. Should a stranger arrive and complain of lack of hospitality, the 
welcoming host would offer to cut off the head of the offending clan member 
and give it to the offended guest! There was nothing so offensive as the lack of 
hospitality to a stranger. 
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Fearsome Warriors 

In battle, the Celts bravery and valor are legendary. They were 
notorious for their fearsome enthusiasm for the fight. Their great height and 
muscular build alone struck fear into the hearts of their enemy. Prior to battle, 
they were known to practice ritualistic imitations of battle, shouting insults, 
challenging each other to mock duels, dancing, leaping and shouting to heat up 
their battle lust. In battle, they would make a furious rush of horsemen and 
horse-drawn chariots. The battle chariot was a four-wheeled affair. The 
horseman in the front managed the horses. The platform behind him carried a 
warrior and his spears or javelins. When the warrior had depleted his supply of 
spears, he would jump from the chariot, into the thick of the fray to engage in 
hand-to-hand combat with his broadsword. The horseman would pick up 
another warrior and another supply of spears and return to the battle. The Celt 
cavalry rode two to a horse. The front man managed the horse, while in the rear, 
sat the fighter. They ran into battle, screaming their battle cries, which further 
instilled fear into their enemies. Their charge to the battle was accompanied by 
banging their swords against their shields and armor to further rout the enemy 
with their noise. Their practice of cutting off the heads of their enemies and 
attaching them to the necks of their horses, struck even more fear into the 
enemy. Later these heads would be embalmed in cedar oil and displayed as 
trophies in their houses. Even the poets and bards joined the battles, right in the 
thick of the killing, yelling encouragement and reciting legends of valor to their 
warriors. There are accounts of Celt enemies simply laying down their swords 
at the sound of the approaching warriors. Recall the sack of Rome! 

Clan Cearnachain was known for their valor among a people 
whose mere presence caused the Roman army to tremble! 

Stairways in Irish castles were built for fighting and favored the 
defender. Most warriors were right handed and stairways curved clockwise 
giving the defender the best position to fight with the right hand. Stairways 
were also uneven, again giving advantage to defenders who were familiar with 
the pattern. The attacker, fighting a defender above him, had to fight against the 
curve of the stair, and was forced to watch his footing as well on the uneven 
stairs. 

The Celts fought barefoot. Their battlefields were so covered with 
blood and gore that the ground would become very slippery. Leather soled 
shoes were out of the question. The Celt mercenaries who returned from 
Scotland in later years were called “red shanks” so named for their bare legs 
from knee to foot. Exhiled Irish offered themselves as mercenaries to fight the 
Scot Red Shanks, such as Clan Sweeney, and were employed by the Scot 
landlords in later years. 

The Romans battled the Celt tribes of Scotland for centuries. By 81 
A.D., Julius Agricola had subdued the Southern Scottish tribal clans. However, 
the Romans were unsuccessful in defeating the northern Scottish clans. Hadrian 
became Emperor in 117 A.D. and visited Britain in 122 A.D. He was so 
concerned about the northern Scottish tribes, (the Celts) whom the Romans 
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failed to defeat, that he ordered a wall to be built to keep the northern tribes out 
of Britain. Much of the wall remains today and stands as a tribute to the Roman 
engineers and the valor of the Celt warriors. The wall was actually a complex 
structure, of mounds, ditches and finally a wall. The wall was primarily built of 
brick and stone, 10 roman feet wide at the beginning and narrowing to eight 
Roman feet at the end. The width of the complex was roughly 500 feet. It was 
fortified each Roman Mile with Milecastles, with two lookout turrets between. 
Each Milecastle could garrison up to 32 men. Eventually the Romans built forts 
_ at strategic points along the wall. The complex consisted of: from the south, an 
earth mound, then a ditch and another mound, then a open area on which a road 
was built to allow easy access to all parts of the wall, the main wall and just to 
the north of the wall, still another deep ditch. The wall complex stretched from 
Solway Firth in the West to the River Tyne in the East. 


Customs and Manners 


Despite their prowess in battle, the Celts had a strict code of conduct. 
The ideals of an Irish-Celtic warrior and aristocrat embodied: courage, honor, 
physical beauty, deep respect for women, unmatched arrogance and a total 
disregard for death. The base of their society was the family. All members of 
the family owned land equally. The family avenged wrongs done to any 
member. Clan was, and still is, family. 

Their king was elected from the eligible members of the ruling family. 
Only the freemen were eligible to vote. The king was judge, war leader, but not 
lawmaker. Laws were decided at the meetings of the associations of the 
freemen. Rightful kings were descended from the ancestor-god and their 
heritage insured fertility and contentment to the country. An unjust or usurping 
king brought famine, pestilence and war. Genealogies were of the utmost 
importance. 

A king could not be disfigured. He must be a whole man. Those who 
wished to depose a king or disenfranchise a successor, maimed him...a needle 
through the eye, a limb severed. Kings and their loyal followers went to great 
lengths to keep a king whole. Airgeadmhair (550 B.C.) was known as “Of the 
Silver Finger”, having a lost digit replaced with a silver one so as to remain 
whole in body. Nuadh Airiothlamh (1467 B. C.), King of the Tuatha de Danaan, 
was known as “Silver Hand” because of a lost hand being replaced by a silver 
one. 

A king was responsible for the well being of his people. Should a 
woman lose her husband to battle, disease, or for any other reason, a king was 
responsible for her care until another husband could be found. In return for the 
allegiance to the king, and willingness to support the king in time of battle, the 
king owed benevolence to his people. 

Territories conquered were left unmolested to go about their business, 
but were required to pay tribute to the conquering leader. 
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Roving scholars were free to roam about the country and were 
welcomed everywhere as they brought education. By the first century B. C., it is 
estimated that one-third of Irish men were either teachers or poets. There were 
no schools, but the teacher took his students with him in his rambles. 

The Celts enjoyed a practice called “fosterage”. Both boys and girls 
were sent off at an early age to live with foster parents who were responsible for 
their care and education. The bonds of these relationships were often stronger 
than the ties of blood family. These bonds lasted a lifetime and the foster child 
was responsible for the adoptive parents in their old age. The practice of 
fosterage does mislead genealogists as the foster children referred to their 
adoptive parents as father and mother. Foster siblings were brothers and sisters. 
These fosterage arrangements helped cement alliances between clans. 

Harpers, court bards, were freemen and just below the rank of a poet. 
(Historical reports show that Cearnachains, after the apex of their power 
waned, were Harpers to the O’Donnels.) The chief harper was considered 
gentry. 

Craftsmen were respected for their skills. Metal smiths worked in gold, 
bronze, iron, wood and stone. 

Along with their love of battle and the arts, the Irish-Celt loved the 
outdoors and animals. They bred the spectacular wolfhounds that the Romans 
described as being “big as an ass”. These dogs became much sought after 
throughout Europe for sport hunting. They also had beagles for hunting hares, 
greyhounds for racing and lapdogs for the aristocrat women. The horse was a 
Celtic passion. The Irish-Celts rode them from their earliest years. A prince 
was given his first horse when he reached the age of seven years. Horses were 
their friends for life. They rode them and they raced them. Their graves 
included horse tack or the afterlife, but they did not slaughter a horse to 
accompany the deceased. 


King Arthur, a Celt 


Much has been written about the myth of King Arthur and the Round 
Table. Many question whether he even existed. Since King Arthur was 
supposedly a king of England in early times, he would have existed before there 
was a written language in England. 

Based on historical evidence, the legend of King Arthur is more than a 
myth. Arthur was a Celtic leader of Britain. He was a staunch Christian. He 
became a hero for his stand against the pagan Saxons and other Germanic 
invaders. The Annals of Ulster state the case for King Arthur, including his 
pedigree. 

Kalends of 467 A.D. “Death of Uter Pendragon, king of England to 
whom succeeded his son, King Arthur, who instituted the Round Table.”

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The legend of Arthur grew due to the imaginative Celts that kept the 
legend alive in their heroic ballads. Over the years, the legend grew and became 
one of Europe’s most famous tales, and was quoted by Winston Churchill during 
England’s stand against the Nazi invasion. Today, even with the many 
embellishments attached to the legend of Arthur, it still resembles the classical 
warrior-hero of Celtic society. 


The Scot Celts 


As early as the third century A. D., Irish seafaring chieftains and their 
warriors defied the Romans and routinely raided western Britain. Saint Patrick 
was one of the many slaves brought back to Ireland by these Celt raiders. The 
Irish also formed kingdoms in Wales and Scotland. 

In the fourth century A. D., the Romans knew the Irish Celts as Scotti. 
These Celts invaded Britain’s far north where they set up permanent settlements. 
They founded their kingdom of Dalriada. Eventually they gave their name to 
the land known as Scotland. Many Scots today still speak Gaelic, the ancient 
language of the Celts. 


The Celts Loved to Travel 


While the Romans considered Ireland to be the edge of the world, the 
Celts had other ideas. They had arrived in Ireland as a result of a long and 
precipitous sea voyage. They had seafaring technology and an adventurous 
spirit. 

A seventh-century Latin text describes the journey of a Celtic monk, St. 
Brendan. In the sixth-century, he sailed from Ireland into the unknown Atlantic 
in search of the Land of Promise of the Saints. The text described St. Brendan 
and a crew of fellow monks reaching and returning from a distant land, which 
many believe was America. The voyage took seven years and the text describes 
whales, volcanic eruptions (such as occur in Iceland) and icebergs, which are 
found along the northern coast of North America. There has been archeological 
evidence found in New England and further inland North America, that Celtics 
constructed megaliths there long before Columbus sailed in 1492. European 
explorers used St. Brendan’s text in planning their voyages to the New World. 

Further facts that lead us to believe that St. Brendan may have in fact 
made the voyage nine hundred years before Columbus are: The Celts were great 
boat builders; Caesar praised the Celtic seafarers and purchased their boats; 
Ireland is a perfect jumping off spot for a sail to North America. A replica of 
St. Brendan’s skin-covered boat was constructed in modern times and sailed 
from Ireland to North America by Timothy Severin and crew. 
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End of the Celt Warrior 


Gunpowder brought an end to the epic Celt Warrior. Traditionally the 
Celts had believed in “rule by the strong arm”. In the 1600s, the English 
_ brought guns to Ireland and ushered in a new era. No longer did it take a big 
man to wield the traditional broadsword. Guns made every man an equal, 
regardless of talent, training or size. Cearnachains, who had traditionally 
survived by the might of the strong arm, were finished, as was the traditional 
Celt way of life. 


A Couple of Good Reads and a Movie 


If you are looking for a good, quick and entertaining read on Irish and 
Celtic history, this author highly recommends Kevin Duffy’s book, Who Were 
The Celts? At the time of publishing, it was available through Barnes and 
Noble, the publisher, ISBN 0-7607-1608-0. Obviously a 250 page book cannot 
even begin to do justice to the mighty Celt culture, but is is a wonderful start, 
easy to read, and well documented. Another excellent book, explaining how the 
Irish saved their documents and virtually preserved civilization is How the Irish 
Saved Civilization. Many think the expression is a joke directed at the fun 
loving nature and reputation for taking to the drink, however, despite their love 
of battle, fun and drink, the Irish truly saved civilization and the story is 
fascinating. 

To appreciate the old Celt way of life as well understand what 
happened during the British plantations, an excellent movie is Rob Roy, starring 
Liam Neeson. It is not a film for the squeamish, but is a rather good depiction 
of life in the Highlands of Scotland, which was a reflection of what happened in 
Celtic Ireland.

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Genealogy — Adam and Eve 
To 
Cearnachain 


1. ADAM (b. 4004 B.C. at Olaha, Shinehah, d. 3070 B.C. Olaha, 
Shineha) was created on the sixth day of the world's age. ADAM and Eve had 
three sons named Cain, Abel and (2) SETH, as well as two daughters, Calmana 
~ and Delbora and probably many other children. When ADAM and Eve were in 
the fifteenth year of their age, Cain and his sister Calmana were born. When 
ADAM and Eve were in the thirtieth year of their age Abel and his sister 
Delbora were born. When they were in the 130th year of their age SETH was 
born. The Bible says that Adam and Eve had sons and daughters. (Islamic 
writings say that Cain's twin sister was named Aglima and Abel's twin sister was 
named Labuda, and that each brother married the other's twin sister). ADAM 
lived to be 930 years of age. 

(Archeologists, seeking the site of the Garden of Eden, have recently 
concluded that it was located under the north end of the Persian Gulf, according 
to Dr. Juris Zarins, of Southwest Missouri State University in Springfield.) 


2. SETH, (b. 3874 B.C. Olaha, Shinehah, d. 2962 B.C. Cainan, East 
Eden) (1) ADAM and Eve's third son, lived to be 912 years of age. He was 
105 years old when his son (3) Enos was born. As the men began to multiply and 
had many daughters, the sons of God (Angels), took the daughters of men and 
their descendants who were giants and wickedness began to emerge which 
displeased God and this is probably why God later destroyed the Earth by flood 
in the time of Enos. 


3. ENOS, eldest son of (b. 3769 B.C. Shulon, East Eden, d. 2864 B.C. 
Cainan, East Eden) (2) SETH, lived to be 905 years of age. ENOS was 90 years 
of age when his wife Batenosh bore their son (4) CAINAN. Hebrew writings tell 
us that in the time of Enos, the mountains became barren and the faces of men 
became apelike, and they were the first people on earth to practice idolatry. 


4. CAINAN, (CANEIN, KENAAN) eldest son of Enos, (b. 3679 B.C. 
Shulon, East Eden, d. 2769 B.C. Cainan, East Eden) (3) ENOS'S son, lived to 
be 910 years of age. CAINAN was 70 years of age when his son (5) 
MAHALALEEL was born. 


5. MAHALALEEL, (MALALIEL) (b. 3609 B.C. Cainan, East Eden, d. 
2714 B.C. Cainan East Eden) (4) CAINAN'S son, lived to be 895 years of age. 
MAHALALEEL was 65 years of age when his son (6) JARED was born. 


6. JARED, (JARAD) (b.3544 Cainan, East Eden, d. 2583 B.C. Cainan, 
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East Eden) (5) MAHALALEEL'’S son, lived to be 962 years of age. JARED was 
162 years of age when his son (7) ENOCH was born. 


7. ENOCH, (b. 3382 B.C. Cainan, East Eden, d. 2582 B.C. Zion, East Eden) (6) 
JARED'S son, whose wife's name was Batenosh, did not die but was “ 
translated by GOD at the age of 365”. He ascended to heaven in a fiery chariot 
drawn by fiery charges. ENOCH was 65 years of age when his son (8) 
METHUSELAH was born. 


8. METHUSELAH, The Prophet (b. 3317 B.C. Zion, East Eden, d. 
2348 B.C. Shulon, East Eden) (7) ENOCH'S son, lived to be 969 years of age. 
METHUSELAH was 187 years of age when his son (9) LAMECH was born. 
Methuselah died in the great flood. 


9. LAMECH, (b.3130 B.C. Zion, East Eden, d. 2353 B.C. Shulon, E. 
Eden) (8) METHUSELAH'’S son, lived to be 777 years of age. LAMECH was 
182 years of age when his son (10) NOAH was born. Nir was Lamech's second 
son and Nir's wife was named Sophonim. 


10. NOAH, (b. 2948 B.C. Shulon, East Eden, d. 2344 B.C. Salem 
(Jerusalem), Canaan) (9) LAMECH’S son, lived to be 950 years of age. 
NOAH was 498 years of age when he took a woman by the name of Titea as his 
wife, He was 500 years of age when he and his wife had sons Shem (Shem's 
wife's name was Olla who bore him 77 sons, three of which were Arphaxad, 
Ashur, and Persius. The Hebrews were descended from Shem), Ham (Ham's 
wife's name was Olliva who bore him 30 sons, two of which were Cush and 
Canaan), and (11) JAPHET. NOAH was 600 years, 2 months, and 17 days old 
at the time of the deluge and the deluge occurred 1656 years from the time of 
ADAM. 

The Rev. Jeoffry Keating, DD, considered the greatest Irish Historian, 
quotes an ancient Irish poet: 

"From the sixth day, when Adam first was form'd,‘Till God's avenging 

wrath drown'd all the world, Was fifty-six and sixteen hundred years." 


Another author of great antiquity agrees in his verse according to Keating: 
"Six hundred and a thousand years, And fifty-six, it plain appears, Was all 
the time the world had stood from the Creation to the Flood." 


Islam writings say that one of Noah's sons stood at the side of the Ark and 
was drowned by the deluge because he refused to enter when Noah called. 

After the flood, NOAH planted a vineyard, and from the grapes, he 
learned to make wine. At one point, he lay naked and intoxicated in his tent 
when Ham came into the tent and saw him without any clothes on. Ham went 
and told his brothers, Shem and Japhet, what he had seen. Shem and Japhet took 
a garment and placed it on their shoulders and walked backward into the tent, to 
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keep from seeing their father's nakedness, and covered him. When NOAH 
awoke, he found out about what Ham had done and he cursed Ham's son Canaan 
and proclaimed that Canaan would be servant of servants to his brothers. 
Because of the good deed that Shem and Japhet had done, he blessed Shem and 
proclaimed that Cannan would be his servant. He divided the world amongst his 
three sons as follows: To Shem he gave Asia, within the Euphrates, to the Indian 
Ocean; to Ham he gave Syria, Arabia, and Africa; and to JAPHET he gave the 
rest of Asia beyond the Euphrates, together with Europe to Gades (Cadiz). Noah 
_ lived 350 years after the flood. 

A legend recorded in the ancient Books of Lecan, The Book of 
Leinster, The Book of Invasions and the Book of Fenagh, and referred to by 
the "Four Masters" states that NOAH had another son named Bith who was a 
half brother to Shem, Ham, and JAPHET. Bith and his colony came to Ireland 
before the flood. Ceasair, daughter of Bith, came to Ireland forty days before the 
Deluge with a colony of fifty damsels and three men, Bith, Ladhra, and Fintan. 
Because Bith and Ceasair abandoned the true God, Noah refused them a place in 
the Ark. After being refused to enter the Ark, they, along with Ladhra and 
Fintan, consulted with each other, and upon Ceasair’s recommendation, they 
consulted an idol, who told them to build a ship. The idol, however, could not 
tell them at what time the Deluge was to take place. They then built a vessel and 
stored it with enough provisions for the journey. Bith, Ladhra, and Fintan, 
together with three women, Ceasair, Barran and Balva, who were accompanied 
by their handmaids, then put to sea. They were at sea for seven and a quarter 
years when they landed in Ireland. 

After fifteen days of the Moon, and forty days before the Deluge, they 
landed in the barony of Bantry, County Cork. From Bantry the colony proceeded 
to where the rivers Suir, Nore, and Barrow join below Waterford, where they 
parted. Fintan took Ceasair and seventeen of the damsels; Bith took Barran and 
seventeen more; and Ladhra took Balva and the remainder of the damsels to 
Ard-Ladhra (The hill of Ardmine) in County Wexford, where he died, being 
“the first man that died in Ireland." After Ladhra's death, Balva and her 
handmaids returned to Ceasair, and Fintan and Bith divided the damsels between 
them. Bith soon after died at Sliabh-Beatha (Slieve Beagh- a mountain located 
in the counties of Fermanagh and Monaghan) and later the mountain was named 
after him. He was buried there in Carn Sliabh Beatha. Fintan became so alarmed 
at the prospect of taking care of the large family left in his charge, that he 
deserted them and fled to the territory of Aradh (Ara), near Loch Deirgdheire 
(Lough Derg- an expansion of the river Shannon, between Killaloe, in county 
Clare, and Portumna in county Galway), where he died. From Fintan is named 
Feart Fintan, i.e., Fintan’s Grave. After being abandoned, Ceasair and her band 
of women returned to Cuil Ceasra where she died of a broken heart, and was 
buried in Carn Ceasra, on the banks of the river Boyle, in Connaught, near Cuil 
Ceasra.” 

Another very ancient Irish legend as told by their poets says that their 
country was peopled even before the flood. They say, in this well-known legend, 
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that the Lady Cesair came with her father Bith and their following to Ireland, 
hoping to escape the flood-but in vain. 

Yet, another legend tells that one of the Lady Cesair's parties did 
escape, namely, Finntann, a grandson of Bith. He had kept afloat during the 
deluge and lived afterwards, seemingly immortal, at Dun Tulcha in southwestern 
Kerry. Finntann reappeared in Irish history, on an important occasion several 
thousand years later in the reign of Dairmuid MacCarroll, in the sixth century 
A.D. This old man turned up at Tara to settle a dispute, by giving testimony 
taken from his long memory, about the limits of the Royal Demesne. There was 
great awe and wonder at the King's palace when the old man arrived as he was 
preceded by nine companies of his own descendants, and followed by another 
nine. To prove the fitness of his memory by testifying what had or had not been 
from the founding of Tara downward, he gave the wondering King and his 
people some idea of his age when he told them the following story: "I passed 
one day through a wood in West Munster. I brought home with me a red berry 
of the yew tree, which I planted in the garden of my mansion, and it grew there 
until it was as tall as a man was. I then took it out of the garden, and planted it in 
the green lawn of my mansion, and it grew in the centre of that lawn until a 
hundred champions could fit under the foliage, and find shelter there from the 
wind, and rain, and cold, and heat. I remained so, and my yew tree remained so, 
spending our time alike, until at last it ceased to put forth leaves, from old age. 
Afterwards, I thought of turning it to some profit so I cut it from its stem and 
made from it seven vats, seven keeves, seven stans, seven churns, seven 
pitchers, seven milans, and seven medars, with hoops for all. I remained with 
my yew-vessels until their hoops all fell off from decay and old age. After this, I 
re-made them, but could only get a keeve out of the vat, a stan out of the keeve, 
a mug out of the stan, a cilorn out of the mug, a milan out of the cilorn, and a 
medar out of the milan. I leave it to Almighty God that I do not know where 
their dust is now, after their dissolution from me, from decay." 

Keating disavows the veracity of the above tale saying that the 
"antiquaries that are best acquainted with the history of Ireland, rejecting the 
fables”. He further states: "As for such of them, who say that Fiontan was 
drowned in the Flood, and afterwards came to life, and lived long to publish the 
antediluvian history of the island, what can they propose by such chimerical 
relations, but to amuse the ignorant with strange and romantic tales, to corrupt 
and perplex the original annals, and to raise a jealousy that no manner of credit 
is to be given to the true and authentic chronicles of the kingdom". 

Keating was very opinionated about this legend further saying: 
"Besides, supposing it were possible that this Fiontan could preserve himself in 
the Deluge, and live after it, how came it to pass that no authors of any character 
have transmitted an account of it to posterity; that no philosophers and men of 
universal learning of this nation, who were curious in discovering the antiquities 
of their own country, should omit taking notice of so memorable an event, and 
pass it over in silence and unregarded? The whole account, therefore is no more 
than a spurious legend, and a poetical fiction, designed to surprise persons of 
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low capacities, and to impose upon the superstitious vulgar, of too weak a 
judgment to apprehend to detect the falsehood of it." 

Keating cites The White Book, called in Irish Leabhar dhroma 
sneachta, saying that the eldest of these sisters was called Banba, who gave the 
name to the whole kingdom. After them, came three men and fifty women who 
arrived on the island. One of them was named Ladhra, who gives us the name of 
Ardladhan. They lived forty years in the country and all died of “ a certain 
distemper”. From the time of their death, the island was uninhabited for 200 
-years, until the flood. 

Keating cites other antiquaries who say that the first who inhabited the 
island were three fishermen that were driven ashore by a storm. The fishermen 
were from the coast of Spain. They were pleased with their discovery and 
resolved to return but agreed to return to Spain for their wives. On their return, 
the waters of the Deluge drowned them. The names of the three fishermen were 
Capa, Laighne, and Luasat. An ancient poet says: 

"Twelve months before the Flood, the noble Isle of Banba first was 
seen, by Capa, Laighne, And Luasat, men of strength and fit for war." 

From yet another ancient poet we learn that Noah, the monarch of the 
universe, divided the world among his three sons: 

"Shem over Asia did the scepter bear, Ham governed Africa for heat 

severe, And Japet ruled in Europe's cooler air." 


Rev. Keating says that Japhet fathered fifteen sons. " The posterity of Japhet 
inhabited most of the northern countries of Asia, and all Europe." 


11. JAPHET (Japheth) was the eldest son of (10) NOAH. His wife was 
named Ollivana and some records say she bore him fifteen sons, amongst whom 
he divided Europe and part of Asia, which his father had allotted to him. The 
Bible gives the names of seven of those sons, namely: Gomer, (12) MAGOG, 
Madai, Javan (or Lauan), Thubal, Meshech, and Thiras. Some say this was about 
2250 B. C. Most of the nations of the world are descended from these seven 
sons, but we have been unable to determine the ancestor of the Chinese and 
other Eastern Asian nations. The Northern European tribes were descended 
from Gomer. 


12. MAGOG: whose descendants colonized Ireland, had three sons: 
(13) BAOTH, Fothachta, and Ibaath. (Interestingly, in those days the term 
"Planted" and "Planters" were used for our term "Colonized" or "Colonizers"). 
In context of time, MAGOG and his sons lived during the same era as Nimrod 
and Assur, also named in the Bible as grandsons of Noah. At the beginning of 
Nimrod's kingdom, the Tower of Babel was built. Nimrod's brother, Assur, 
founded the city of Nineveh. In Genesis chapter 10, it is recorded that the "isles 
of the Gentiles" were divided among the grandsons of Noah, one of whom was 
MAGOG. According to the Irish chroniclers, all the early colonizers, or planters, 
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of their "isle" were originally Scythians. The Greeks believed the Scythians 
descended from the god Zeus. 

Scythia was the area of Europe encompassing a region north of the 
Black Sea, between the Carpathian Mountains of present day Romania to the 
Caspian Sea. These lands were distributed to the grandsons of NOAH as 
mentioned in Genesis, Chapter 10. Scythians had a language called BEARLA- 
TOBBAI, which was common amongst them all before they had migrated in 
different directions across European coastlands and islands. To illustrate this 
fact, it will be pointed out later that Ithe, of the Milesians, could communicate 
with the Tuatha-de-Danans, one of the original planters of Ireland, without an 
interpreter, even though these people had not been in contact with each other for 
hundreds of years. The Milesians, Tuatha-de-Danans, Firbolgs, Fomorians, 
Menedians and Partholans were all descended from MAGOG and the Scythian 
nation. The Scythian culture was very advanced during the seventh through Ist 
centuries B.C. While they left no written records, they did leave ornaments and 
vases and gold with animal decorations. Their vast royal burial mounds often 
contain horse skeletons. From these burial mounds, archeologists are able to 
piece together their civilization. 

Keating agrees that " Magog, one of the sons of Japhet, was the great 
ancestor of the Scythians and the several families that invaded the kingdom of 
Ireland after the Flood, before the Milesians made a conquest of the island...” 
However, Keating also believes that there is much controversy over who really 
first inhabited Ireland. Keating cites an ancient poet: 

“ The three fair daughters of the cursed Cain, With Seth, the 
son of Adam, first beheld The Isle of Banba’’. 

Another story of MAGOG relates to his second son, Fathochta and his 
descendants. Partholan, 4th generation descendant of MAGOG, murdered his 
father and mother. Because of this, his people rose up against him, forcing him 
and his clan to flee the country. They set sail in stolen ships. After many 
wanderings, they reached Ireland. Partholan’s people spoke the old Celtic 
language. These people were said to be the first to colonize Ireland, and arrived 
at the time of Abraham, about 292 years after the deluge. (There is some 
dispute about the arrival time, but it is aggred to have been between 313 and 185 
years after the flood). Partholan and his group came from Scythia and planted 
themselves chiefly in Ulster at Inis-Saimer, in Donegal, and in Leinster at Ben 
Edair (Hill of Howth), in the county of Dublin. After they had been in Ireland 
for about three hundred years, five thousand men and four thousand women, 
who were nearly all the Partholan people, perished in one week from a plague. 
Thousands of them were buried in a common tomb in the Plague Sepulchre. 
The island was nearly deserted for thirty years until the Nemedians arrived. 

We digress from direct Carnahan genealogies here to interject a bit of 
the ancient history of Ireland, which is important to the early history and 
genealogy. 

The Nemedians colonized Ireland about 350 years after the birth of 
Abraham. Their genealogy is from the line of Seara, great-great grandson of 
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Fathochta, second son of Magog. The Nemedians came from Scythia and 
colonized Ireland about 300 years after Partholan and remained there for 217 
years. Nemedh, son of Adnamhain, son of Paim, Son of Tait, Son of Seara 
(who was the second son of MAGOG) married Macha “Of the Red and Gold 
Hair” who died twelve days after arriving in Ireland. Their issue were: Stairn, 
Larbhainiel Faidh the Prophet, Ainnin, Fergus, Leathdhearg and Art. 

The Nemedians were located chiefly in Ulster at Armagh, in Derry, in 
Donegal and in Leinster at the Hill of Uisneach, a few miles from Mullingar, in 
~ County Westmeath. Memedh died of a plague along with three thousand of his 
people on Barrymore Island, near Cork, in Muster. After being oppressed and 
devastated by the Fomorians, they were reduced to slavery. Some thirty people 
of this race escaped and their posterity regrouped calling themselves Firbolgs, 
returning to Ireland after a period of about 200 years. 

The Fomorians were mostly sea plunderers, very troublesome to the 
whole world, and lived by “pyracie and spoile of other nations”. According to 
O’ Donovan, the name “Fomorians” was given by the ancient Irish to the 
inhabitants of Finland, Denmark, and Norway. But according to Connellan, 
those people are considered to have come from north of Africa, from a place 
called Lybia or Getulia and to have been some of the Feine or Phoenicians, 
whose descendants afterwards there founded the city of Carthage and in Spain 
the cities of Gahdir or Gades (Cadiz), and Kartabah (Cordova). As Sidon in 
Phoenicia was a maritime city in the time of Joshua, and its people expert 
navigators, the Phoenicians in those early ages were celebrated for their 
commercial intercourse with Greece, Italy, Gaul, Spain and Britain. There is 
nothing improbable in that a colony of them could have sailed from Africa to 
Ireland. Their commerce with other nations may have led many people to 
consider them as “pirates”. Possibly the Fomorians here mentioned were the 
Erithneans, who were Phoenicians and a colony of them settled in Ireland at a 
very early period in the world’s history. 

Fomorians were a race of giants and were celebrated as having been 
great builders in stone. They were located principally along the coasts of Ulster 
and Connaught, mostly in Antrim, Derry, Donegal, Leitrim, Sligo and Mayo and 
had as their chief fortress Tor Conaing (Conang’s Tower) on Tor Inis (Island of 
the Tower), now known as Tory Island, off the coast of Donegal. As sea-going 
pirates, they preferred to live on islands rather than the mainland. They ranged 
as far north as Scandanavia from their base at Tory Island. They had another 
fortress at the Giants’ Causeway, which was called Cloghan-na-Fomoraigh, or 
the Causeway of the Giants as it was supposed to have been constructed by these 
people. Because of their great strength and stature, they were called giants, 
hence the term “Giants’ Causeway”. 

Giant’s Causeway is a natural curiosity of volcanic origin, situated on 
the seacoast of Antrim consisting of countless numbers of basaltic columns of 
immense height. The regularity of their formation and arrangement has the 
appearance of a vast work of art and were supposed to have been constructed by 
giants. The basalt columns fracture in such a way that they leave a “ball and 
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socket” formation. The causeway points directly to Scotland, easily seen from 
the site, giving even more credence to the story of a causeway. 

After the Fomorians became masters of the country, the Nemedians 
were reduced to slavery and compelled to pay a great annual tribute on the first 
day of every winter, consisting of corn, cattle, milk and other provisions. The 
place where these tributes were received was named Magh Ceitne, signifying the 
“Plain of Compulsion” and so called from these circumstances. The plain was 
situated between the rivers Erne and Drabhois, between Ballyshannon and 
Bundrowes, on the borders of Donegal, Leitrim and Fermanagh, along the 
seashore. Three bands of Nemedians escaped Ireland with their respective 
captains. One party wandered into the north of Europe where they learned many 
things to improve their life, such as agriculture, metal smelting and government. 
They eventually returned to Ireland as the tribe of the Tuatha de Danans. The 
Tuatha de Danans heard that the Firbolgs had returned to Ireland and this caused 
them to go back also. Another group took refuge in either Scotland or England 
with their leader Briottan Maol (from whom the Irish Annalists say Britain gets 
its name). The third party made their way to Greece where they were enslaved 
once again and obtained the name of “Firbolgs”, or bagmen, from the leathern 
bags, which they were compelled to carry.

Recall that the Firbolgs (Nemedians who had escaped slavery 
in Ireland and fled to Greece) were also Scythians who had come from 
Greece. They escaped Greece in captured ships of their masters. They | 
landed in Ireland on the northwest coast of Connaught on Broadhaven 
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Bay in county Mayo. They were at various times invaded by the 
Fomorians who had secured a foothold and established their 
hadquarters on Tory Island. The Firbolgs were the first peoples to 
establish a monarch rule in Ireland. They divided Ireland amongst the 
five sons of their leader Dela Mad Loich Slainge, who was the first 
Firbolg king. It has been said that he was the man that first raised Tara. 

One hundred and fifty Monarchs would eventually reign from 
Tara from that period until its abandonment in the reign of Diarmod, 
son of Fergus Cearrbheoil, who was the 133rd monarch of Ireland and 
King of Meath. Descendants of the Firbolgs did rule over county 
Connaught because of the unusual battle at Southern Moytura, 
described below, down to the third century, when King Cormac Mac 
Art, the 115" Monarch of Ireland, attacked and defeated the forces of 
Aodh or Hugh, son of Garadh, King of Connaught, who was the last 
King of the Firbolg race in Ireland. The sovereignty of Connaught was 
then transferred to the Milesians of the race of Heremon and 
descendants of King Cormac Mac Art. The Firbolg race actually ruled 
over Ireland for only thirty-six years, though their contributions of 
monarchy rule and establishment of Tara lived on. With the invasion 
of the Tuatha de Danans, however, the once great rulers were reduced 
to the ranks of farmers and peasants. However, they were still very 
numerous and to this day, a great many of the peasantry, particularly in 
Connaught, are considered to be of Firbolg origin. In A Guide to Irish 
Roots, William and Mary Durning state, “They are called ‘The Old 
Race’, and were farming folk. Their ancestors left Ireland because of 
Fomorian oppression and returned to their original homeland north of 
Greece. Forced to live on the poorest land, later generations rebelled 
and returned to Ireland”. 

_ The Tuatha de Danans (the people of the god Dan, whom they 
adored), also of the Scythian family, invaded Ireland thirty-six years 
after the plantation by the Firbolgs. After settling for a time in Greece, 
they migrated to the Scandinavian countries. From there, they came to 
North Britain and then passed on to Ireland. They landed at Ulster and 
proceeded on to Briefny and then to Connaught. They were located 
chiefly at Tara in Meath, at Croaghan in Connaught and at Aileach in 
Donegal. It has been said that the “Lia Fail” or “Stone of Truth” was 
brought to Ireland by the Tuatha de Danans and placed at the Hill of 
Tara. The story is that the stone would make a sound whenever a true 
king stood upon it. Monarchs of Ireland were installed on this stone at 
Tara for many centuries. In the late thirteenth century, the stone was 
sent to Scotland at the crowning of an Irish King who had established a 
kingdom there. The stone later wound up at the Church of Scone in 
Scotland. In 1296, King Edward I of England stole it and had it placed 
in the Coronation Chair at Westminster Abbey where the English kings 
were crowned thereafter. 
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The stone remained there until Christmas Day in 1950 when 
four Scots recovered the stone and eventually placed it in Arbroath 
Abbey in Scotland. It remained there until April 1951 when King 
George VI of England was able to have it recovered again and placed 
back in Westminster Abbey. In July of 1996, the English finally came 
to their senses and realized the stone did not belong to them and 
returned it to Scotland for good. (It should have been returned to 
Ireland, as Ireland is the rightful owner.) 

We previously mentioned the battle at Southern Moytura 
(Mayo-Galway border) and here it is. The Firbolgs sensing the 
superiority of the Tuatha de Danans employed every effort to delay the 
eventual battle. As the armies were poised to start the fight the Firbolgs 
refused to begin, stating they must have time to sharpen their swords, 
fix their spears, brighten their helmets and the wicker work in their 
shields must be made perfect as the outcome of the battle would have 
everlasting consequences. They insisted they were not going to be 
rushed into it until everything was perfect. Also, since their opponent 
possessed a superior kind of light spear, they must have time to make 
spears like them. 

To sound as if they wanted it to be a fair fight and on equal 
terms, they said that since they possessed the “Craisechs”, a heavy 
spear that wielded great destruction, the Tuatha de Danans should 
provide themselves with like spears. The Tuatha de Danans, not to be 
outdone, demanded that since their opponent had superior numbers, the 
laws of battle justice compelled them to fight with equal numbers, man 
for man, which terms were agreed to. Through all these cunning 
schemes, the Tuatha de Danans fussed and fumed until the battle got 
underway 105 days later. The battle raged for four days when as the 
Firbolgs were sensing defeat, they proposed halting the large 
encounters and pit 300 of their men against 300 of their opponent’s 
forces. Even though the Firbolgs were losing the battle, the Tuatha de 
Danans were so exhausted they made an offer to stop the fighting. 
They offered the Firbolgs that fourth of the Island where the battle took 
place, which is now Connaught. After the battle was over, however, 
many of the Firbolgs were forced into slavery. 

The Firbolgs’ king, Eochaid, was slain in the Battle at 
Southern Moytura along with ten thousand of his followers. Eochaid 
was buried under a cairn of large stones on the seashore near 
Ballysodare in county Sligo. The Tuatha da Danan king, Nuada, had 
his hand cut off in the battle by Sereng, one of his opponent’s greatest 
warriors. This handicap caused Nuada to lose his Kingship because 
under the Tuatha de Danan law, no king could rule who suffered a 
blemish. (This law carried over into later times in Ireland.) Nuada then 
went into retirement. His chief artificer, Creidne, who was a skilled 
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silversmith, forged him a silver hand to replace the one cut off by 
Sereng. This enabled Nuada to regain the throne. 

Breas, a great warrior of the Tuatha de Danans, the son of 
Elatha, a Fomorian chief, succeeded former King Nuada. Breas ruled 
for seven years and was hated and despised by his subjects. He 
indulged his kin, the Fomorians, in their undertakings. He was mean, 
ungenerous and inhospitable. It was said, “the knives of his people 
were not greased at his table, nor did their breath smell of ale at his 
banquets. Neither their poets, their bards, their satirists, their harpers, 
their pipers, their trumpeters, their jugglers nor their buffoons were 
ever witnessed in amusing them in the assembly at his court.” as 
reported by Keating. In other words, Breas served meat that had not 
been fattened for the feast, served no ale and offered no entertainment 
at his banquets, an unpardonable sin amongst the hospitable Irish. 
Breas finally committed the unpardonable sin of insulting the poet 
Cairbre when he came to visit. Cairbre was sent to a small, bare and 
cold room and served dry cakes on a platter instead of a lavish royal 
banquet deserving of a poet. 

Cairbre departed in indignation and composed a seething satire 
that would blight the King and his seed forever. The people were so 
outraged by Breas’ treatment of a sacred poet that they drove him from 
Ireland and the throne and reestablished Nuada Airgead (the former 
king, now with a silver hand) as king. Breas exiled himself to the 
Herbrides and with his father Elatha’s help, formed a great armada of 
ships of “sea robbers” and returned to recapture his kingship in Ireland. 
They battled the Tuatha de Danans at Northern Moytura in Sligo there 
the Tuatha de Dananas were again victorious, overthrowing the 
Fomorians forever. A Fomorian chief named Balor of the Evil 
Eye,whose headquarters were on Tory Island, slew Nuada, the Tuatha 
de Danan king. Baylor himself was slain by his own grandson Lugh, of 
the Tuatha de Dananas, who accomplished the act flinging a stone from 
a sling. The Tuatha de Danans were now in complete control of the 
country. A number of cairns and pillars are located at this battlefield in 
Sligo and it is named “The Plain of Towers “. 

After the last battle with the Fomorians, Lugh of the Tuatha de 
Danans became the undisputed King of Ireland. Lugh, the son of 
Manannan MacLir (sea god) had many of the so-called magical powers 
and was called Sab Ildanach (stem of the arts). Dagda, whose three 
grandsons succeeded him. 

When Lugh had first arrived in Ireland, he went to Eochaid, 
the Firbolg king at Tara to apply for an office. Since no one could be 
admitted unless he was master of some art or craft not already 
represented there, the doorkeeper asked of him to which he was 
applying. Lugh said he was a saer (carpenter), but they already had 
one. He then said he was a smith, but that position was also already

filled. Next, he said he was a harper, but they had one of those. Then 
he was a poet and antiquarian, but they had those as well. Then he said 
he was a magician, but they already had druids. Then he was a 
physician, but they had one named Diancech. Then he was a 
cupbearer. They had nine. Then he was a goldsmith, but they had the 
famous Creidne. “Then”, Lugh said with determination “go to your 
king and ask him if he has in his court any man who is master of all of 
these arts and professions. If he has, I shall not ask admittance to Tara. 
King Eochaid was overjoyed to find someone with all these talents and 
hired him as the chief professor of the arts and sciences (ard-ollam). 

The Tuatha de Dananas being highly skilled in the arts built 
the Round Towers of Ireland. The light, gay, joyous element of the 
Irish character may be traced to them. They were also a brave and 
high-spirited face and famous for their skill in what was then termed 
“magic”. In later ages, these wonderful people were considered to have 
continued to live in hills or raths as the “good people” so commonly 
referred to, and believed to be, fairies in Ireland. In reality, their 
“magic” consisted in the exercise of the mechanical arts of which those 
who had previously invaded Ireland were at the time ignorant of. It is a 
remarkable fact that weapons of warfare found in the cairns or grave 
mounds of the Firbolgs are of an inferior kind to those found in the 
cairns of the Tuatha de Danans, proof of the superior intelligence of the 
latter over the former people. 

The inventor of the Ogham Alphabet (an ancient manner of 
writing used by the Irish) was Ogma, father of one of the Tuatha de 
Danan kings. In McCartin’s Irish Grammer, it is stated that there were 
no less than thirty-five different modes of writing the Ogham and 
modern science has not yet been able to completely unravel all of its 
mysteries. The truth of our ancient history is strangely confirmed by 
the fact that the letters of this alphabet are all denominated by the 
names of trees and shrubs indigenous to Ireland. According to the 
Book of Leinster, it was “Cet Cuimnig, King of Munster, of the royal 
line of Heber, that was the first one that inscribed Ogham memorians in 
Erinn.” This extract gives a clue to the period when Ogham stones may 
first have been erected and why most of them are to be found in the 
Province of Munster. The Tuatha de Dananas ruled over Ireland for 
197 years during the reign of nine of their kings. 

The Milesians invaded Ireland and after defeating the Tuatha 
de Danans and they possessed and enjoyed the Kingdom of Ireland for 
2885 years, under 183 monarchs, until their submission to King Henry 
the Second of England in 1186 A.D. 

The Cruthneans (Picts) were also Scythians and according to 
ancient Irish historians, came from Thrace (north of the Agean Sea in 
Bulgaria) soon after the arrival of the Milesians. The Picts were so 
called after their custom of covering their bodies with colorful pictures 
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(tattoos). The Milesians would not permit them to remain in Ireland so 
they sailed to Scotland and colonized there. Later they returned to 
Ireland and settled in Ulster and located chiefly in the territories of the 
counties of Down, Antrim and Derry. 

The Danes and Norwegians (Scandinavians) a Teutonic race 
of Scythian origin, came to Ireland in great numbers in the ninth and 
tenth centuries. They were located chiefly in Leinster and Munster and 
in many places along the seacoast. Their strongholds were the towns of 
Dublin, Wexford, Waterford, Cork and Limerick. 


13.BAOTH was an ancient ancestor of the Gaels. Of the three 
sons of (12) MAGOG, he was the one from whom the Cearnachain 
Clan and Carnahan family descended. BAOTH, one of the sons of (12) 
MAGOG; and great-grandson of NOAH, inherited Scythia from his 
father, which was originally a part of Japhet's share of the earth as 
divided by NOAH. Some historians surmise that since BAOTH had 
inherited Europe and western Asia, and was probably in that location 
during the building of the Tower of Babel by Nimrod, he and his 
people had no part in its planning or construction and did not incur the 
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displeasure of God. Since the whole world at that time had the same language, 
their language was not affected and therefore the Irish tongue is directly 
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descended from what was spoken by Adam and Eve. BAOTH had a son, (14) 
PHOENIUSA FARSAIDH. 


14. PHOENIUSA FARSAIDH (or, Fenius Farsa, ancestor of the Gaels) 
“King of the Scythians in Syria — 1700 B.C. had sons Nenuall and (15) NIUL. He 
was a King of Scythia at the time that Ninus, son of Belus, son of Nimrod, and 
ruled the Assyrian 
Empire before 1700 B.C. PHOENIUSA, being a wise man and desiring to 
learn thelanguages that had not long before confounded the builders of the 
Tower of Babel,sought able and learned men to go among the dispersed multitude to 
learn their several languages. He sent seventy-two persons of learning, at his own 
expense, to several countries in the three parts of the world that were then inhabited. 
They stayed for seven years learning the languages and they returned to Scythia well 
skilled in what they went for. PHOENIUSAFARSAIDH, leaving his eldest son 
Nenual to rule in his place, set out for the plain of Shenaar, near the city of 
Aeothena, (Athens) with his learned youth to found a school of languages there. 
(Shenaar was on the plains in ancient Mesopotamia.) This was sixty years after the 
building the Tower of Babel and in the forty-second year of the reign of Ninus. 
From the words of an ancient poet we learn, as translated by Keating: 
“Thrice twenty well-told years had passed, 'Tis thus our sages tell the 
story, When Fenius from the north came down haughty Nimrod reared his 
tower.” 
Caei, son of Nemha, from Judea, and Gaodhal, son of Ethor, of the race 
of Gomer from Greece, along with PHOENIUSA, were the main directors of the 
school. Having continued there with his younger son (15) NIUL for twenty 
years, PHOENIUSA returned home to his kingdom and left Gaodhal in charge of 
the school. After his death, he left to his eldest son Nenuall his kingdom but to 
(15) NIUL he left no inheritance other than his learning and the benefit of the 
school he had built in Shenaar. PHOENIUSA was the inventor of letters of the 
Irish alphabet for the Celtic language. 


15. NIUL (Niall) “Of the Languages” was born soon after his father 
established his school in Shenaar, about 1817 years after Adam was created. (14) 
PHOENIUSA FARSAIDH stayed at the school for twenty years in order that 
NIUL could become well skilled in the various languages. NIUL then returned to 
Scythia and started other schools of learning, leaving Gaodhal, son of Ethor, 
installed as president of the school. Upon reports of his great learning, NIUL was 
invited to come to Egypt by Pharoah Cinchres, the King, to start a language 
school for their mariners, and was given the land of Campus Cyrunt near the Red 
Sea to inhabit, along with the Pharoah's daughter Scota, in marriage. Their 
posterity in later ages was called Scots and their future homeland (Ireland) was at 
times called Scotia, after his wife. 

In Egypt, NIUL and his people became rich and powerful, and resented 
the injustices of the later Pharoah. Because of these animosities, his descendants 
were eventually driven from Egypt and after long and varied wanderings, 
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described below, reached Spain. While there, they heard of Ireland and 
understood it to be the Isle of Destiny foretold them by Moses. According to the 
Four Masters, it was this NIUL that employed Gaodhal (Gael), son of Ethor, a 
learned and skillful man, to refine and adorn the Celtic language called Bearla 
Tobbai. This language was common to all NIUL'S posterity, and afterwards was 
called Gaodhilg (Gaelic), after Gaodhal. Because of this, NIUL called his own 
eldest son (16) "GAODHAL". 


16. GAODHAL (Gathelus), eldest son of (15) NIUL and Scota 
(Pharoah's daughter), was the ancestor of Clan-na-Gael, that is, "the children or 
descendants of GAODHAL". In his youth Gaodhal was stung in the neck by a 
serpent and was immediately brought to Moses, who touched the wound with his 
rod, instantly curing him. Afterwards the word "Glas" was to be added to his 
name, as GAODHAL GLAS (glas: Irish, green; Lat. Glaucus; Gr.glaukos), 
because of the green scar, which the word signifies. Throughout his life, the 
green scar remained on his neck after the wound was healed. GAODHAL 
obtained a further blessing from Moses, namely, that no venomous beast could 
live any time where his posterity inhabited. This has come to pass, for in Ireland 
and other places that his posterity inhabited no venomous creatures can be found. 
The Irish chroniclers affirm that from this time, GAODHAL and his posterity 
painted the figures of Beasts, Birds, etc., on their banners and shields, to 
distinguish their tribes and septs, in imitation of the Israelites, and that a 
"Thunderbolt" was the cognizance in their chief standard for many generations 
after this GAODHAL. 


17. ASRUTH, (Esru) after his father (16) GAODHAL'S death, 
continued in Egypt and governed his colony in peace during his lifetime. 


18. SRUTH, (Sru) soon after his father (17) ASRUTH'S death, was set 
upon by the Egyptians, because of animosities toward his predecessors for 
having taken part with the Israelites against the Egyptians. These animosities, 
suppressed for many years, eventually flared up to such a degree that after many 
battles and conflicts, most of his colony lost their lives. SRUTH was forced with 
the few remaining to leave the country. With the crews of his four ships, each 
containing thirty men, he departed from the mouth of the Nile, across the 
Mediterranean Sea, to Crete where they lived for a time, and he died there. It 
seems, according to ancient historians, there was no venomous reptiles could 
dwell in Crete as promised by Moses. 


19. HEBER SCUT, (Eber Scott) after his father SRUTH'S (18) 
death and a year's stay in Crete, most of the colony departed, leaving some of his 
people to inhabit the Island. Some of their posterity probably still remain because 
"the island breeds no venomous serpents ever since". He and his people soon 
arrived in Scythia, (Asia Minor), where his cousins, the posterity of Nenuall (15) 
(eldest son of Fenius Farsa (14), above mentioned), refused to allot a place of

habitation for him and his colony. Warfare broke out between them and their 
kinsmen for the sovereignty of the country and lasted for seven years. They 
fought many battles and eventually Refloir, the king of Scythia, was killed (with 
the assistance of some of the natives who did not like their king). HEBER SCUT 
thus won the territory and settled with his colony in Scythia, continuing there for 
four generations. The epithet Scut, "a Scot" or a "Scythian," was applied to 
HEBER, in honor of his ancestor, Scota the daughter of Pharoah. Heber Scut was 
afterwards slain in battle by Noemus, the former King Refloir's son. 


20. BEOUMAN (Beogaman), king of Scythia. 
21. OGAMAN, king of Scythia. 


22. TAIT (Tat, Taut) was also a king of Scythia. (20) 
BEOUMAN, (21) OGAMAN, and TAIT were in constant war with the 
natives. Tait had two sons, AGNON and Eber. 


23. AGNON (Agnomon), son of (22) TAIT. AGNON had 
three sons: Ellod, Lamglas, and LAMHFIONN. A war broke out in 
Scythia over the sovereignty of the country and lasted for seven years 
until Agnon killed his cousin Refloir, the king. Refloir's sons, Nenuazll 
and Refill, collected an army to banish AGNON and his followers from 
the country. Because of this, Agnon and his brother Eber and their 
followers passed through the country of the Amazonians (Turkey), then 
to the sea where they wandered and coasted upon the Caspian Sea and 
landed on an island in the Caspian where they stayed for a year, in 
which time Agnon died. 


24. LAMHFIONN (Liamfionn) and his fleet, led by six 
chieftains forming the crews of three ships, left the island. Each ship 
had sixty persons aboard and every third man had a wife with him. They 
sailed westward along the strait leading from the Caspian to the 
Mediterranean. When they reached the sea, a storm came up and they 
were driven onto an island where they stayed for one year and three 
months. Here Eber, Agnon's brother died. They left this island, led by 
Lamhfionn and three other chieftains, and while at sea, near Sicily, they 
met Mermaids, or Sirens (fabled sea nymphs) who began to sing soft 
music to them. The mermaids’ intent was to enchant them where they 
would forget everything else and finally die from lack of food and 
water. Their magician, or Druid, Caicher, found a remedy for this 
danger by melting wax to put in everyone's ears to prevent them from 
hearing the music of the sorceresses. This story of the sirens, which 
dwelt in a small island off Cape Pylorus, Sicily, was universal during 
these ages among all peoples such as the Latin’s, Greeks, and 
Phoenicians. It was then that Caicher foretold to them that there would 
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be no end of their wanderings and travels until they should arrive at the 
Western Island of Europe (Ireland) which was the place destined for 
their future and lasting abode and settlement. He foretold that not they, 
but their posterity, after three hundred years should arrive there. After 
many traverses of fortune at sea, this little fleet with their leader at last 
landed at Gothia or Getulia (Lybia), where Carthage was later built. 
Here Lamfinn's son Heber Glunfinn was born, and here LAMHFIONN 
himself died. His people stayed in this country for one hundred and 
thirty years. 


25. HEBER GLUNFINN (Eibhear Gluinfhionn) (Heber of the 
white knee) was born in Getulia, where he also died. His posterity 
continued there to the eighth generation; and were kings or chief rulers 
there for one hundred and fifty years, some say three hundred years. In 
overview, although we are only halfway through the wanderings, the 
wanderings of the Gaels from Egypt were as follows: Egypt to Crete, 
from Crete to Scythia, from Scythia to Gothia, and further detailed 
below--from Gothia to Spain, from Spain to Scythia, from Scythia to 
Egypt, from Egypt to Thrace, from Thrace to Gothia, and from Gothia 
to Spain, and from Spain to Ireland. 


26. AGNAN FIONN (Adhnon Fionn). 

27. FEIBRIC GLAS (Febhric Glas). 

28. NENUALL (Neanual). 

29. NUADHAD (Nuadha Nuagatt, Niagatt). 
30. ALLADH (Alldod, Alluid) 

31. ARCADH (Earcada). 


32. DEAG. (Deagahatha) Of the preceding seven men, they 
all lived and died kings, chiefs, or rulers in Gothia. 


33. BRATH (Bratha) was born in Gothia, or Gaetulia 
(Lybia). Remembering the Druid's prediction and his people had 
considerably multiplied during their abode in Gaetulia. They departed 
from there with a numerous fleet to seek out the country destined for 
their final settlement as prophesied by Caicher, the Druid above 
mentioned. Leaving the country with four ships and four chieftains, 
each ship containing fourteen couples and six soldiers, they eventually 
landed upon the coast of Spain. By strong hand, he settled himself and 
his colony in Galicia, in the north of Spain. After landing in Spain, 
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they fought three battles with the inhabitants of the country, who were 
the posterity of Tubhal, son of (11) Japhet. After this, there came a 
sudden plague upon the sons of one of the chieftains and many of them 
died. However, the colony soon multiplied again and (34) 
BREOGHAN, son of Brath was born. 


34. BREOGHAN (“The Son of Fire”, also called Brigus) was 
King of Galacia, Andalusia, Murcia, Castile, and Portugal, all of which 
he had conquered. He had ten sons: Breoga, Fuad, Murthemni, 
Cuailgni, Cuala, Bladh, Ebleo, Nar, Ith, and (35) BILE. BREOGHAN 
built Breoghan's Tower (Brigantia, later called Corunna, in Galacia 
Spain), the city of Brigansa (Braganza in Portugal), which was called 
after him, and the kingdom of Castile was later called Brigia, after him. 
It is surmised that the name "Castile" came from the figure of a castle, 
which BREOGHAN, also called Brigus, bore for his Arms on his 
banner. Brigus sent a colony into Britain, which settled in the territory 
of the counties of York, Lancaster, Durham, Westmoreland, and 
Cumberland and, after him, were called Brigantes. His posterity gave 
formidable opposition to the Romans at the time of the Roman invasion 
of Britain. (Irish Annalists say Britain gets its name from “Briottan 
Maol", the captain of one of the three bands of the Nemedians who 
escaped Ireland after the invasion. His band of Nemedian followers 
took refuge in either Scotland or England, and it is said that St. Patrick 
was descended from this clan. A second band wandered into the north 
of Europe; and the third one made their way to Greece). 


35. BILE the eldest son of (34) BREOGHAN was King of 
those countries after his father's death. He had sons named Ithe and 
(36) MILESIUS (also called Galamh, or Galav, depending on the 
translator), who succeeded him. 


36. MILESIUS, (35) BILE'S son, had eight sons: Heber, Ir, 
(37) HEREMON, Amergin (who died without issue), Donn, Colpaf, 
Arech Februadh, and Arannon (the youngest). In his youth, some say 
about 1050 B.C., and during his father's lifetime, MILESIUS traveled 
into Scythia, probably a little curious about the land of his ancestors. 
He was kindly received by the king of that country, who gave him his 
daughter Seng in marriage, and appointed him General of his forces. In 
this capacity, MILESIUS defeated the king's enemies, gained much 
fame, and the love of all the king's subjects. Seng died a short time after 
their second child was born. However, MILESIUS’ growing greatness 
and popularity caused the king to be jealous of his victorious deeds. 
Fearing the worst, that he might try to take over the kingship, the king 
decided to get rid of MILESIUS, even though MILESIUS was his own 
son-in-law. Openly, he did not dare to attempt the job but began 
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making the arrangements by secret means. When told of the king's 
intentions for his future, MILESIUS slew him. Thereafter, MILESIUS 
assembled his own faithful followers, leaving Scythia for Egypt with a 
fleet of sixty ships, landing at the mouth of the Nile. 

Pharaoh Nectonibus, being informed of his arrival, requested his 
presence. When he met the Pharaoh, he was welcomed and granted a 
territory for him and his people to live. Because of MILESIUS”' great 
valour, wisdom and conduct in arms the Pharaoh made him General of 
all his forces against the king of Ethiopia, who was then invading his 
country. Here, as in Scythia, MILESIUS was victorious. He forced the 
enemy to submit to the conqueror's own terms of peace. Because of 
these exploits, MILESIUS found great favor with the Pharaoh, who 
gave him his daughter Scota in marriage, as MILESIUS was a widower 
by now. (As MILESIUS was contemporary with Solomon, the Pharaoh 
that gave him his daughter Scota was probably the same Pharaoh that 
conferred on Solomon another of his daughters to marry.) Scota bore 
her husband two sons in Egypt, namely, Heber (Eber Finn) and 
Amerghin. Pharaoh kept MILESIUS eight years afterwards in Egypt. 
During his stay and for seven years, MILESIUS employed twelve of 
the most ingenious and able young men among his people to be 
instructed in the several trades of arts and sciences used in Egypt. Each 
of them became an expert in his own particular profession by the time 
of MILESIUS' departure from Egypt. He did this in order to have these 
arts and sciences taught to the rest of his people on his return to Spain. 

Remembering that the druid Caicher had, long before, 
prophesied to his ancestor Lamhfionn that Ireland was the land in 
which his posterity should obtain a lasting sovereignty, he fitted out 
three ships supplied with crews and left Egypt and his father-in-law, the 
Pharaoh. From the mouth of the Nile, he sailed into the Mediterranean 
and landed at Irena, an island near Thrace (Thrace, a territory north of 
Greece, was the original homeland of the Picts, descendants of Magog's 
brother Tiras). Here his son Ir was born. He then sailed to Gaethulighe, 
in the Straits of Gibraltar. There he stayed for some time and there, 
Scota bore him another son named Colpa (Swordsman). After several 
incursions inland and plundering those coasts, he landed at Biscay, a 
province in the northwest angle of Spain, bordering France. 

When he arrived, his kinsmen welcomed him with joy and 
related how they had been harassed by the rebellion of the natives and 
by the intrusion of the Gothi and other foreign nations that forced 
themselves in after his father's death and during his long absence from 
Spain. With these people, and those he often met, he fought fifty-four 
victorious battles where he routed, destroyed, and totally extirpated 
them out of the country. Afterwards, he and his kinsmen held the 
sovereignty of the greater part of Spain and he settled in peace and 
quietness in Spain. Scota bore MILESIUS sons Arannan and (37) 
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HEREMON in Gallicia. In all, MILESIUS had thirty-two sons. 
Twenty-four of the sons had been born to him by concubines, two by 
his wife Seng, and six by his wife Scota. In his reign, a great dearth and 
famine occurred in Spain for twenty-six years' duration. This was 
caused by the former troubles, which hindered the people from 
cultivating and “manuring” the ground, as well as the lack of rain to 
moisten the earth. As the famine continued, MILESIUS superstitiously 
believed the famine to have fallen upon him and his people as a 
judgment and punishment from their gods for their negligence in 
seeking out the country destined for their final abode. The time limited 
by prophesy long before foretold by Caicher their Druid for reaching 
the place destined for their future and lasting abode was now nearly, if 
not fully, expired. To expiate his fault and to comply with the will of 
his gods, MILESIUS, with the general approval of his people, sent his 
uncle Ithe and Ithe's son Lughaidh (Luy), and one hundred and fifty : 
stout men to bring them an account of those western islands. Ithe | 
arrived at the island, since then called Ireland landing in Munster. He | 
left his son with fifty of his men to guard the ship, taking the rest with | 
him to travel about the island. He found, among other things, that the | 
three sons of Cearmad, Tuatha-de-Danans called Mac-Cuill, 
MacCeacht, and MacGreine, had been ruling and governing the Island 
for 30 years, each for one year, in his turn. Also that the country was 
called after the names of their three queens--Eire, Fodhla, and Banbha, 
respectively, one year called "Eire", the next "Fodhla", and the next 
"Banbha", as their husbands reigned in their regular turns. (Afterwards, 
the island was most commonly called "Eire", because MacCuill, the 
husband of Eire, ruled and governed the country, in his turn, the year 
that the Clan-na-Mile (sons of MILESIUS) arrived and conquered 
Ireland after learning the results of Ithe's ill-fated expedition described 
below.) After being informed that the three brothers were then at their 
palace at Aileach Neid in the north part of the country, Ithe managed to 
engage himself in the settlement of some disputes concerning their 
family jewels. Ithe sent orders to his son to sail about with his ship and 
the rest of his men, and meet him there. When Ithe arrived where the 
(Danan) brothers were, he was honorably received and entertained by 
them. They found him to be a man of great wisdom and knowledge and 
referred their disputes to him for decision. His decisions met their 
entire satisfaction, and he exhorted them to mutual love, peace, and 
forbearance, praised their delightful, pleasant, and fruitful demeanor, 
took his leave to to his ship, and sailed back to Spain. 

No sooner was he gone, than the brothers began to reflect on 
the high commendations, which Ithe gave of their Island. Suspecting 
Ith intended to bring others to invade it, they resolved to prevent him, 
and pursued him with a strong party. They overtook him, fought and 
routed his men and killed Ithe (before his son and before the rest of his 
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men left on shipboard could come to his rescue) at a place called Magh 
Ith (named afterwards in his honor), or the "plain of Ithe" (an extensive 
plain in the barony of Raphoe, county Donegal). Ithe's son, having 
found his father in that condition, brought his dead and mangled body 
back into Spain, and there exposed it to public view, mostly to excite 
his friends and relatives to avenge the murder. 

The exposing of the dead body of Ithe had the desired effect. 
MILESIUS made great preparations in order to invade Ireland, as well 
to avenge his uncle's death, and in obedience to the will of his gods, as 
foretold by the prophecy of Caicher. Before he could complete his 
plans, he died, leaving the care and charge of that expedition upon his 
eight legitimate sons by his two wives before mentioned. MILESIUS 
was a very valiant champion, a great warrior, and he was fortunate and 
prosperous in all his undertakings. The name "MILESIUS" was given 
him from the many battles (some say a thousand, which, the word 
"Mile" signifies in Irish as well as in Latin), which he victoriously 
fought and won in Spain and in all the other countries, and kingdoms 
he traversed in his younger days. Keating quotes an ancient poet: 

“The valiant Gallamh, who was called Milesius, And fought a 
thousand battles with success...” 

MILESIUS of Spain bore three Lions in his shield and 
standard. In his travels during his younger days into foreign countries, 
he killed three lions in one morning by his cunning and valor, while 
passing through Africa. Afterwards, in memory of so noble and valiant 
an exploit, he always bore three Lions on his shield. His two surviving 
sons, Heber and (37) HEREMON, and his grandson Heber Donn, son 
of Ir, after their conquest of Ireland, divided the three lions on his 
shield as they did the country. Each of them bore a lion on his shield 
and banner, but of different colors, which the chiefs of their posterity 
continued, some with additions and differences, others plain and entire 
as they inherited it from their ancestors. 


37. HEREMON 1034 B.C. was the seventh son of (36) 
MILESIUS but the third of the three sons who left any issue. 
HEREMON'S first wife was named Odhbha who bore HEREMON 
sons Muimne, Luigne and Laighean. Odhbha later died in Ireland of 
grief from being repudiated by her husband for Tea. She was interred at 
Odhbha in Meath where her children raised a mound to her memory. 
His second wife named Tea, (the daughter of Ludaigh, son of Ith), 
whom he married before arriving in Ireland was also on the voyage 
with Odhbha. Their only son, Irial, was born in Ireland. Tea requested 
of her husband that she be buried at Tara in Meath. This was to become 
the place of the King's palace for many hundred years to come. He had 
issue four sons; Muimne, Luigne, Laighean, and (38) IRIAL FAIDH, 
all of which reigned as Monarchs of Ireland. HEREMON and his 
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brother, Heber, jointly were the first Monarchs of Ireland, and reigned 
for one year in 1699 B.C. 


HEREMON ruled as the 2nd Monarch alone after his 
brother's death. Soon after his father (36) MILESIUS's death, 
HEREMON and his seven brothers, being neither forgetful or negligent 
in the execution of their father's command, set forth with a fleet of 
thirty ships, each carrying thirty warriors, not counting their wives and 
attendants (Scota, widow of MILESIUS, was also on this voyage, as 
well as both of HEREMON's wives), well manned and equipped, from 
Breoghan's Tower or Brigantia (Corunna) in Galicia, Spain, and sailed 
prosperously to the coasts of Ireland (Inis-Fail). They met many 
difficulties and various chances before they could land. The Tuatha-de 
Danans, who occupied the Island, used diabolical arts, sorceries, and 
enchantments to obstruct their landing. By their magic art, they 
enchanted the island so to appear to the Milesians in the form of a Hog, 
and no way to come at it (the island, among the many other names it 
had before, was called Muc-Inis, or "The Hog Island"); and withal 
raised so great a storm, that the Milesian fleet was thereby totally 
dispersed and many of them cast away, wherein five of the eight 
brothers lost their lives. 

That part of the fleet commanded by the surviving brothers, 
Heber, HEREMON, Ameregin, and their nephew Heber Donn (son of 
Ir, a brother lost in the storm), overcame all opposition. Following 
tradition, as the expedition was nearing the Irish shore, it was 
announced that the person who first touched the land should be lord of 
the territory. Nial (one of the ancestors of the Hy Nial, or O'Neill line) 
who was in one of the boats, fearing a rival would land first, seized a 
hatchet, cut off his left hand, and flung it ashore, thus first "touching" 
and securing the territory. Hence, the Red Hand, sinister, gules, with 
the monograph O, has always been the armorial sign of the Province of 
Ulster, the land of the O'Neills. 

On the third day after the expedition landed, they fought and 
routed the three Tuatha-de-Danan Kings at Slieve-Mis. At this battle, 
Scota, the widow of MILESIUS, was killed. She was interred in the 
valley of Gleann-Scoithin, Clahane, Parish of Annagh, in County 
Kerry. The Milesians pursued and overtook their enemies at Tailten 
(Teltown, County Meath), where another bloody battle was fought and 
the three Tuatha-de-Danan Kings and their Queens were all slain. The 
Tuatha-de-Danan army was so utterly routed and destroyed that they 
could never again give any opposition to the Milesians in their new 
conquest. Having sufficiently avenged the death of their great uncle 
Ithe, the Milesians gained the possession of the country foretold them 
by Caicher in ages past. This invasion, or conquest of Ireland by the 
Milesians, took place in the Year of the World (A.M.) 3500 (recorded 
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by contemporary historians as 1698 B. C.)’. This was one year after 
Solomon began the foundation of the Temple of Jerusalem. According 
to the Irish computation of time, this agrees with the Septuagint, 
Roman Martyrologies, Eusebius, Orosius, and other ancient authors. 
HEREMON and Heber, the chief leading men remaining of the eight 
brothers, divided the kingdom between themselves and their brother 
Amerghin, who was their Arch-Priest, Druid, or magician; and to their 
nephew Heber Donn, and to the rest of their chief commanders. They 
became jointly the first of one hundred and eighty-three Kings or sole 
Monarchs of the Gaelic, Milesian, or Scottish Race, that ruled and 
governed Ireland, successively, for 2885 years from the first year of 
their reign, A.M. 3500, to their submission to King Henry the Second, 
the King of England who was also of the Milesian Race, being lineally 
descended from Fergus Mor MacEarca, first King of Scotland, who 
was descended from HEREMON. The succession can be said to 
continue in the Milesian Blood from 1698 B.C. down to the present 
time. 

HEREMON and Heber jointly reigned over the kingdom of 
Ireland only one year. Their wives did not get along very well and this 
resulted in causing the families to quarrel and fight. In addition, Heber's 
wife insisted on building a house in Heremon's half, which caused 
additional conflict between the brothers. A dispute arose between the 
brothers over three celebrated hills, Druim-Clasach (a long hill between 
Lough Ree and River Suck), Druim-Beathaigh (a ridge across the plain 
of Maenmagh near Loughrea in County Galway), and Druim-Finghin 
(a long ridge from Castle-Lyons in County Cork to Ringoguanach on 
the south side of the Bay of Dungarvan). A battle was fought at 
Ardcath (Geashill, near Tullamore in the King's County) where Heber 
was slain by HEREMON. About two years later, Amerghin, who 
claimed an equal share in the government, was slain by HEREMON in 
another battle fought between the two brothers at Billywood, parish of 
Moynalty, Barony of Lower Kells, and County Meath. After this, 
HEREMON became sole Monarch and then divided the land amongst 
his comrades and friends. The south part, now called Munster, he gave 
to his brother Heber's four sons, Er, Orba, Fernon, and Fergna; the 
north part, now Ulster, he gave to Ir's only son Heber Donn; the east 
part or Ciugeadg Galian, now called Leinster he gave to Criomthann- 
sciatg-bheil, one of his commanders; and the west part, now called 
Connaught, he gave to Un-Mac-Oigge, another of his commanders; and 
a part of Munster to Lughaidh (son of Ithe, his uncle), amongst his 
brother Heber's sons. 


: Chronologies of the world were not recorded B. C. and A. D. until later dates. Earlier 
history was recorded as A. M., History of the World. 
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During the time of HEREMON'S reign a certain colony called 
by the Irish CRUTHNEANS (Picts) arrived in Ireland and requested 
HEREMON to assign them a part of the country to settle in, which he 
refused. He did give them as wives the widows of the Tuatha-de- 
Danana who were slain in battle. He sent them, with a strong party of 
his own forces, to conquer the country then called Alba (Scotland), 
conditionally, that they and their posterity should be tributary to the 
Monarchs of Ireland. HEREMON died at Rath-Beothaigh (County of 
Kilkenny) over Eoir in Argat-Ross and was succeeded by three of his 
four sons, named Muimne, Luigne, and Laighean, who reigned jointly 
for three years, and were slain by Heber's sons who assumed the throne. 
From HEREMON, the youngest of the three brothers who left any 
issue, were descended one hundred and fourteen sole Monarchs of 
Ireland; the provincial Kings and Heremonian nobility and gentry of 
Leinster, Connaught, Meath, Orgiall, Tirowen, Tirconnell, Clan-na- 
boy, the Kings of Dalriada, all the Kings of Scotland from Fergus Mor 
MacEarca down to the Stuarts, and the Kings and Queens of England 
from Henry the Second down to the present time. 

(SEEMING CONTRADICTION NEEDS TO BE SORTED 
OUT AND CONFIRMED: Heremon's three sons were killed by 
Heber's. Did they assume the throne? Irial is said to assume the throne, 
yet it is said he slew his "predecessors" two years before his death. If he 
built 7 palaces and fought four remarkable battles, how could he do that 
in 2 years? Did he reign for 10 years, or for two years? , 

In addition, is "monarch" a single ruler over all Ireland? If so, 
how could he be the 10th? Heremon's 3 sons ruled together and 
possibly Heber's 4 sons ruled together, as well as Heber and Heremon 
ruling together. If you count all these together, the number 10 is what 
Irial is, but is monarch the right word? Is High King the right word, 
because if 2,3, or 4 people are ruling at the same time, are they 
collectively the high king or separately the high king. Is this the proper 
numbering system?) 


38. IRIAL FAIDH “The Prophet”, (37) HEREMON'S son, 
was the 10th Monarch of Ireland He slew his predecessors, Er, Orba, 
Fearon, and Fergen, who were the sons of Heber, in the battle of Cuil- 
Marta. This was a very learned King. He could foretell things to come, 
and caused much of the country to be cleared of the ancient forests. He 
built seven royal palaces at Rath Ciombaoith, Rath Coincheada, Rath 
Mothuig, Rath Buirioch, Rath Luachat, Rath Croicne, and Rath 
Boachoill. He won four remarkable battles over his enemies. The first 
was at Ard Inmath, at Teabtha, where Stirne, the son of Dubh, son of 
Fomhar, was slain; the second battle was at Teanmhuighe, against the 
Fomhoraice, where Eichtghe, their leader, was slain; the third was the 
battle of Loch Muighe, where Lugrot, the son of Moghfeibhis, was 
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slain; and the fourth was the battle of Cuill Martho, where the four sons 
of Heber were defeated. [RIAL FAIDH died two years after this battle 
at Magh-Muaidhe (probably in the county of Galway), having reigned 
ten years, and was buried at Magh Muagh.) 


39. EITHRIAL, son of (38) IRIAL FAIDH was the 11th 
Monarch of Ireland. He reigned for 20 years EITHRIAL was also a 
learned King. He wrote with his own hand the History of the Gaels 
(Gadelians). In his reign seven large woods were cleared and much 
advance made in the practice of agriculture. He was slain by Conmaol, 
the son of Heber Fionn, at the battle of Soirrean, in Leinster B.C. 


40. FOLL-AICH (Follain), son of (39) EITHRIAL, was kept 
out of the Monarchy by Conmaol, the slayer of his father, who usurped 
his place. 


41. TIGHEARNMAS (Tigernmas, Tiernmas) 900 B.C., son of 
(40) FOLL-AICH, was the 13th Monarch of Ireland some say 900 B.C. 
He slew his predecessor Conmhael in the battle of Aenach-Macha (near 
Armagh). He is said to have reigned 77 years, but, according to 
Keating, he reigned only 50 years. He fought twenty-seven battles with 
the followers of the family of Heber Fionn, all which he won. In his 
reign, gold was first mined near Liffey and skillfully worked by 
Inchadhan. This King also made a law that each grade of society should 
be known by the number of colors in its wearing apparel: the clothes of 
a slave should be of one color; those of a soldier of two colors; the dress 
of a commanding officer to be of three colors; a gentleman's dress, who 
kept a table for the free entertainment of strangers, to be of four colors; 
five colors to be allowed to the nobility (Chiefs); and the Royal Family, 
as well as the Druids, historians, and other learned men to wear six 
colors. 

He was the first Irish king to smelt gold. TIGHEARNMAS 
died on the eve of Ist of November, with two-thirds of the people of 
Ireland, at Magh Sleaght (Field of Adoration), barony of Mohill, in the 
county of Leitrim, as he adored the famous idol Sun God, Crom Cruach 
(crooked heap) he had set up. This idol was worshipped up to the time 
of St. Patrick, by whom it was destroyed. The sun worship was that of 
the Magi, or wise men of the East, as described in the Bible, who were 
led to Bethlehem by divine inspiration to see the Infant Jesus. Some 
historians say this Monarch was the first who introduced image worship 
in Ireland. Ireland was without a King for seven years after 
TIGHEARNMAS died. 


42. ENBOATH (Eanbothadh), son of (41) TIGHEARNMAS, 
did not ascend to the Monarchy of Ireland. It was in this Prince's 
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lifetime that the Kingdom was divided in two parts by a line drawn 
from Drogheda to Limerick. 


43. SMIOMGHALL (Smiorgioill), son of (42) ENBOATH, 
also did not ascend to the Monarchy. In his lifetime, the Picts of 
Scotland were forced to abide by their oath, and pay homage to the Irish 
Monarch. Seven large woods were cut down during his time. 


44. FACHA LABHRAINN (Lamhraein), son of (43) 
SMIOMGHALL was the 18" Monarch of Ireland, and reigned for 24 
years. He slew his predecessor Eochaidh Faobharglas, the 17th Monarch 
of Ireland (of the line of Heber) at the battle of Carman (Wexford). 
During his reign, all the inhabitants of Scotland were brought in 
subjection to the Irish Monarchy. The conquest, which was secured by 
his son (45) AONGUS OLMUCACH, brought that country under Irish 
rule. FACHA LABHRAINN died in the battle of Bealgadain (county 
Limerich) at the hands of Eochaidh Mumho, of Munster, the son of 
Moefeibhis, of the race of Heber Fionn. 


45. AONGUS OLLMUCACH “The Big Headed One’, son of 
(44) FIACHA LABHRAINN, was the 20th Monarch of Ireland. He 
slew his predecessor Eochaidh Mumbo in the battle of Cliach (County 
Limerick). In his reign, the Picts again refused to pay the tribute 
imposed on them 250 years earlier by Heremon. AONGUS 
OLLMUCACH went with a strong army into Alba and in thirty pitched 
battles overcame them and forced them to pay the required tribute. He 
was later slain by Eana Airgtheach in the battle of Carman. 


46. MAIN (Maoin), son of (45) AONGUS OLLMUCACH, 
was kept out of the Monarchy by Eana Airgtheach, of the line of Heber 
Fionn. In his lifetime, silver shields were given as rewards for bravery 
to the Irish militia. 


47. ROTHEACHTACH (Rotheacta) 991 BC, son of (46) 
MAIN, was the 22nd Monarch of Ireland. He slew his predecessor Enna 
Airgtheach in the battle of Raighne. Silver shields were made and four 
horse chariots were first used in Ireland in the reign of this Monarch. 
He was slain by Sedbe (Seadhna), of the line of Ir in at Cruachain 
(County of Rosecommon). 


48. DEIN, (Deman) son of (47) ROTHEACHTACH, was kept 
out of the Monarchy by his father's slayer. In his time, gentlemen and 
noblemen first wore gold chains round their necks, as a sign of their 
birth. Also, golden helmets were given to brave soldiers during his 
lifetime. Also, during his lifetime the Triennial Parliament of Tara was 
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established. The records of each Prince, Lord, Chief, and Family were 
entered in the "Psalter of Tara", or Book of Record, at these assemblies. 
At this time, snow fell with the taste of wine, which blackened the 
grass. 


49. SIORGHNATH SAOGHALACH “The Long Lived One” 
804 B.C., son of (48) DEIN, was the 34th Monarch of Ireland. He 
obtained the name SAOGHALACH because of his extraordinary long 
life. He reigned for 150 years and lived to be 250 years of age at his 
death. He was slain by Rotheachta, of the line of Heber Fionn, at Aillin. 
Rotheachta usurped the Monarchy thereby excluding SIORGHNATH'S 
son from the throne. 


50. OLIOLL OLCHEOIN was the son of (49) 
SIORGHNATH and was excluded from the Monarchy by Rotheachta. 


51. GIALCHADH (Giallcadh) 787 B.C., son of (50) OLIOLL 
OLCHEOIN, was the 37" Monarch of Ireland. He slew his predecessor 
Elim Oillfinshreachta. Snow fell during during his time having the taste 
of wine. He was slain by Art Imleach (his successor), of the line of 
Heber Fionn, at Magh Mauidhe (county of Galway). 


52. NUADHAS FIONNFAIL “The Fortunate One’, son of 
(51) GIALCHADH, was the 39th Monarch of Ireland. He slew his 
predecessor Art Imleach. He was slain by Breas Rioghachta, of the line 
of Heber, who succeeded him. 


53. AEDAN GLAS, son of (52) NUADHAS FIONNFAIL. In 
his time, the coast was infested with pirates, and there occurred a 
dreadful plague (Apthach), which wiped out most of the inhabitants of 
Ireland. 


54. SIMEON BREAC, son of (53) AEDAN GLAS, was the 
44th Monarch of Ireland. He inhumanly caused his predecessor, 
Seidnae Innaraidh (43 Monarch), of the line of Heber, to be torn 
asunder (Slain). After a reign of only six years, he met with a like death, 
by order of Duach Fionn, son of the Murdered King. "Simeon Breac, 
while visiting Jerusalem, at the time of its siege, became acquainted 
with and married Tea-Tephi, daughter of Zedekiah. Then Jeremiah, an 
elderly, white-haired patriarch, referred to as a "Saint", came to Ireland. 
Along with him were Simeon Breach and his wife Tea-Tephi and their 
12-year-old son. Besides the Royal entourage, Jeremiah brought with 


” There is no explanation in the texts to explain this phenomenon. Blackened grass could 
possibly be caused by a hoar frost.

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them a harp, an ark, and the wonderful stone called "Lia-Fail" or Stone 
of Destiny, which was later referred to by the English as the "Stone of 
Scone", and sometimes as "Jacobs Pillar Stone". 


55. MUREDACH BOLGACH, son of (54) SIMEON BREAC, 
was the 46th Monarch of Ireland. He slew his predecessor, Duach Finn 
in the battle of Magh. He had two sons, Duach Teamhrach, and Fiacha. 
Eadhna killed him. 


56. FIACHA (Fioachaidh) TOLGRACH 596 B.C., son of (55) 
MUREDACH BOLGACH was the 55th Monarch of Ireland. He slew 
his predecessor, Art. His brother Duach Teamhrach had two sons, 
Eochaidh Framhuine and Conang Beag-Eaglach, who were the 51st and 
53rd Monarchs of Ireland. FFACHA TOLGRACH was killed by the 
sword of Ilioll Fionn, son of Art of the line of Heber Fionn at Boirinn 
(county of Clare). 


57. DUACH LADHRACH 545 B.C., son of (56) FIACHA 
TOLGRACH, was the 59th Monarch of Ireland. He slew his 
predecessor, Airgeathmhar at Aine (county of Limerick). Lughaidh 
Laighe, his successor, who was the son of Oilioll Fionn 737 B.C., killed 
him. 


58. EOCHAIDH BUADHACH (Buaidhaig) “The Ruler of 
Aileach”, son of (57) DUACH LADHRACH was kept out of the 
Monarchy by his father's slayer. In his time, the Kingdom was twice 
visited with a plague. He was ruler of Aileach. 


59. UGAINE MOR “The Great King” 421 B.C., son of (58) 
EOCHAIDH BUADHACH was the 66th Monarch of Ireland. He slew 
his predecessor Reachtaidh Righdhearg (who had also slain his foster 
mother Macha). He was contempary with Alexander the Great, and is 
stated to have sailed with a fleet into the Mediterranean, landed his 
forces in Africa, and also attacked Sicily. He proceeded to Gaul, and 
was married to Caesair, daughter of the King of the Gauls (in France) 
and by her had issue of twenty-two sons and three daughters. In order to 
prevent these children from encroaching on each other he divided the 
Kingdom into twenty-five portions, allotting to each his, or her, distinct 
inheritance. By means of this division, the taxes of the country were 
collected during the succeeding 300 years. 

All the sons died without issue except two; Laeghaire Lorc, 
ancestor of all the Leinster Heremonians; and (60) COBTHACH 
CAOLBHREAGH, from whom the Heremonians of Leath Cuinn 
(Meath, Ulster, and Conacht) derive their pedigree. He was called Mor 
because of his extensive dominions. He was sovereign of all the Islands 
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of Western Europe. UGAINE MOR was slain at Tealach-an-chosgair in 
Bregia by Badhbhchadh, who served as Monarch only one and one-half 
days when he was slain by order of Laeghaire Lorc, one of UGAINE 
MOR'S sons, in revenge for his father's death and who became the 68th 
Monarch of Ireland. UGAINE MOR was buried at Cruachan in 
Connaught. 


60. COLETHACH CAOL-BHREAGH (Cobthach Caol 
bHreagh), son of (59) UGAINE MOR, was the 69th Monarch of 
Ireland. It is said that he slew his predessor Laeghaire Lorc, his own 
brother at Carman (Wexford) to secure the Throne. After a long reign, 
he was slain by Labhraidh Loingseach (Maion), his nephew and 
successor at Dinn-Righin with 30 of the princes of the nobility. He was 
buried at Cruachan in Connaught. 


61. MELG MOLBHTHACH, son of (60) COLETHACH 
CAOL-BHREAGH, was the 71% Monarch of Ireland. He slew his 
predecessor Labhraidh Loingseach. He was slain in the battle of Claire 
(County Limerick) by Modhchrob, who was his successor and the son 
of Cobhthach Caomh, of the Line of Heber Fionn. At the time of his 
death, Loch Melghe burst forth over the land in Cairbre (County Sligo). 


62. [ARAN GLEOFATHACH, son of (61) MELG 
MOLBHTHACH, was he 74th Monarch of Ireland. He slew his 
predecessor Aenghus Ollamh. He was a King of great justice and 
wisdom, very well learned and possessed of many accomplishments. He 
was slain by Fear-Chrob, son of Modh-Chrob. 


63. CONLA CAOMH (Connla Gruaidhchealgach), son of (62) 
IARAN GLEOFATHACH, was the 76th Monarch of Ireland. He slew 
his predecessor Fear-Chrob. He died a natural death at Tara. 


64. OLIOLL CAS-FIACHLACH 291 BC, son of (63) 
CONLA CAOMH, was the 77th Monarch of Ireland. He was slain by 
his successor, Adhamhar Foltchaion, of the line of Heber. 


65. EOCHAIDH ALT-LEATHAN “The Long Hair”, son of 
(64) OLIOLL CAS-FIACHLACH, was the 79th Monarch of Ireland. 
He was called "The Long Hair" and he slew his predecessor Adhamhar 
Foltchaion. He was slain by Feargus Fortamhail, his successor. 


66. AONGUS (AENEAS) TUIRMEACH-TEAMRACH 226 
BC, son of (65) EOCHAIH ALT-LEATHAN, was the 81st Monarch of 
Ireland. He slew his predecessor Feargus Fortamhail. His son, Fiacha 
Firmara (so called from being exposed in a small boat on the sea) was

ancestor of the Kings of Dalriada and Argyle in Scotland. AONGUS 
died quietly in his bed at Tara. 


67. ENNA AIGNEACH “The Hospitable” 193 B.C., the 
legitimate son of (66) AONGUS, was the 84" Monarch of Ireland. He 
slew his predecessof Nia Sedhamain. He was of a very bountiful 
disposition, hospitable, and exceedingly generous in his donations. This 
King lost his life by the hands of Criomthan Cosgrach at the battle of 
Ard-Crimhthainn. 


68. ASSAMAN EAMHNA, son of (67) ENNA AIGNEACH, 
was excluded from the Throne by his father's murderer, Criomthan 
Cosgrach. 


69. ROIGHEN RUADH, son of (68) ASSAMAN EAMHNA, 
in his time, most of the cattle in Ireland died of murrain. It was said that 
the murrain was so bad that only one bull and one heifer survived the 
whole kingdom in a place called Gleann Sawasge. 


70. FIONNLOGH 85 B.C. was the son of (69) ROIGHEN 
RUADH. 


71. FIONN, son of (70) FIONNLOGH, married Benia, 
daughter of Criomthan. They had two sons. 


72. EOCHAIDH FEIDLIOCH, son of (71) FIONN was the 
93rd Monarch of f Ireland. He slew his predecessor Fachtna Fathach. 
He married Clothfionn, daughter of Echaidh Uchtleathan, who was a 
very virtuous lady. By him she had three children at a birth; Breas, Nar, 
and Lothar (the Fineamhas or Finenians) who were slain at the battle of 
Dromchriadh. The The three brothers were chief of the fierce fighting 
Fianna, an army of hand-picked and specially trained, daring warriors 
whose duty was to carry out the mandates of the high king. After their 
death, a melancholy settled on the Monarch, hence his name 
“Feidhlioch”. He also had six daughters of which Maedhbh (Mab, 
MAEVE) who was queen of Connaught who married Oilioll Mor. She 
is remembered as "Queen of the fairies in Ireland". Two of the other 
sisters were named Deirbhre and Clothra. These three sisters were 
buried at Cruachan in Connaught.This Monarch caused the division of 
the Kingdom by (59) UGAINE MOR into twenty five parts to cease, 
and ordered that the ancient Firvolgian division into Provinces should 
be resumed into five provinces: two Munsters, Leinster, Conacht, and 
Ulster. He also divided the government of these Provinces amongst his 
favourite courtiers: Conacht he divided into three parts between 
Fiodhach, Eochaidh Allat, and Tinne, son of Conragh, son of Ruadhri 
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Mor, of the line of Ir; Ulster (Uladh) he gave to Feargus, son of Leigne; 
Leinster he gave to Ros, son of Feargus Faire; and the two Munsters he 
gave to Tighernach Teadhbheamach and Deagbadah. 

After this division of the Kingdom EOCHAIDH proceeded to 
erect a Royal Palace and a great rath in Connaught called Rath- 
Cruachan, after his queen, Curachan Croadheirg, mother of Maud, the 
celebrated queen of Connaught. This he built on Tinne's government in 
a place called Druin-na-n Druagh, now Craughan (from Craughan 
Croadheirg, Maedhbh's mother, to whom she gave the palace), but 
previously, Rath Eochaidh. About this time he bestowed his daughter, 
the Princess Maedhbh on Tinne, whom he constituted King of Conacht; 
Maedhbh being hereditary Queen of that Province. Maedhbh would 
wear a golden crown, seated in her gilded war chariot, and surrounded 
by several other war-chariots, command her Connaught forces in the 
memorable seven years' war against the Red Branch Knights of Ulster, 
commanded by King Connoir MacNessa. After many rears reign Tinne 
was slain by Maceacht (Monaire) at Tara. After ten years' undivided 
reign, Queen Maedhbh married Oilioll Mor, son of Ros Ruadh, of 
Leinster, to whom she bore the seven Maine. 

Oilioll Mor was at length slain by Conall Cearnach, who was 
soon after killed by the people of Conacht. Maedhbh was at length slain 
by Ferbhuidhe, the son of Conor MacNeasa (Neasa was his mother); 
but in reality, this Conor was the son of Fachtna Fathach, son of Cas, 
son of Ruadhri Mor, of the line of Ir. This Monarch, EOCHAIDH, died 
at Tara about 130 B.C. He was the ancestor of the O'Connors of 
Connaught. (The Banquet of Dun Na N-Gedh claims Conall Cearnach 
was a hero of the Red Branch and is the ancestor of several tribes of 
Irish including the seven tribes of Leix and many other families in 
various parts of Ireland.) (The Battle of Magh Rath cites Connal 
Cearnach as being in in a battle at the Hill of Howth in the county of 
Dublin. He fought on the side of the people of Leinster against 
Mesgeghra King of Leinster and his people. Here Conall Cearnach 
slew Mesgeghra and took out his brains and carried them off as a 
trophy.) (The Battle of Magh Rath lists Conall Cearnach as one of the 
twelve kings of Ulster and King of the Laeghaire the Victorious.) 


73. BRESSNAR LOTHAR was the son of (72) EOCHAIDH 
EIDLIOCH. He was slain in the battle of Dromchriadh. In his time, the 
Irish first dug graves beneath the surface to bury their dead. Previously 
they laid the body on the surface and heaped stones over it. He had also 
been named Fineamhnas. He was buried at Cruachan in Connaught. 


74. LUGHAIDH SRIABH-N-DEARG, son of (73) BRESS- 


NAR-LOTHAR, was the 98" Monarch of Ireland. He entered into an 
alliance with the King of Denmark, who gave him his daughter, 
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Dearborguill, as his wife. He killed himself by falling on his sword 
about 8 B.C. 


75. CRIMTHANN-NIADH-NAR 4 AD, son of (74) 
LUGHAIDH ARIABH-N-DEARG, was the 100th Monarch of Ireland. 
CRIMTHANN was called Niadh-Nar (the abashed hero as he was 
ashamed of his birth.) He was a son of his brother LUDHAIDH, by 
their common mother. He slew his predecessor Conchobhar 
Abhradhruadh. He was styled "The Heroic". It was in his reign that 
Jesus Christ was born. 

He was married to Nar-Tath-Chaoch, daughter of Laoch, son 
of Daire, who lived in the land of the Picts (Scotland). This Monarch 
made expeditions to Britain and Gaul, and assisted the Picts and 
Britains in their wars with the Romans. CRIMTHANN was married to 
Baine, daughter of the King of Alba, the mother of (76) FEREDACH 
FIONN FEACHTNACH CRIMTHANN. He died at his fortress "Dun- 
Crimthann" (now the Hill of Howth) after his return from an expedition 
against the Romans in Britain, from which he brought to Ireland various 
spoils; amongst other things, a splendid war chariot, gilded and highly 
ornamented; golden-hilted swords and shields, embossed with silver; a 
table studded with three hundred brilliant gems; a pair of greyhounds 
coupled with a splendid silver chain estimated to be worth one hundred 
cumal (maid servants), or three hundred cows; together with a great 
quantity of other precious articles. In his reign, the oppression of the 
Plebeians by the Mileaians came to a climax. 

During three years, the oppressed Attacotti saved their scanty 
earnings to prepare a sumptous death-feast, which after 
CRIMTHANN'S death, was held at a place called "Magh Cro" (field of 
blood), near Lough Conn, in the county of Mayo. To this feast they 
invited the provincial Kings, nobility, and gentry of the Milesian race in 
Ireland, with a view to their extirpation; and, when the enjoyment was 
at its height, the Attacoti treacherously murdered almost all their 
unsuspecting victims. Eochie mac Lughta reigned as King of North 
Munster at the time of the birth of Christ. His body was exhumed in 
A.D. 1157. 


76. FEREDACH FIONN-FEACHTNACH “Of the White 
Cows”, son of (75) CRIMTHANN, was the 102nd Monarch of Ireland. 
The epithet "feachtnach" was applied to this Monarch because of his 
truth and sincerity. He was called Feredach the Fair and Righteous 
because justice and truth were upheld in Ireland during his reign. In his 
reign lived Moran, the son of Maom, a celebrated Brehon (chief justice 
of the Kingdom). It is said that Maom first wore the wonderful collar 
called "Iodhain Morain", which possessed a wonderful property; if a 
judge wore it and attempted to pass a false judgment it would 
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immediately contract and nearly choke him to death, but if he reversed 
such a false sentence the collar would at once enlarge itself, and hang 
loose around his neck. Those who acted as witnesses also wore this 
collar so as to test the veracity of their testimony. This Monarch died a 
natural death at the regal city Tara. Most of the cows during his reign 
were white. 


77. FIACHA FIONN OLA, son of (76) FEREDACH, was the 
104th Monarch of Ireland He was named Fionn Ola (white cow) 
because a greater part of the cattle in Ireland during his time were 
white. He slew his predecessor Fiatach Finn.He was married to Eithne, 
daughter of the King of Alba. FACHA FIONN OLA was slain by 
Eiliomh MacConrach, a provincial King in Ulster of the race of Ir, who 
succeeded him, in 56 A.D. at the slaughter of Magh-Bolg (Moybolgue, 
a parish in the southeast of county Cavan and extending into Meath). 
This was at the instigation of Aitheach-Tuatha. Just after the death of 
her husband, Eighne was delivered a son named (78) TUATHAL, who 
was their only son. 


78. TUATHAL TEACHTMAR 95 A.D. was the son of (77) 
FIACHA FIONN OLA and his mother Queen Eithne. He was the 106th 
Monarch of Ireland, the first to be crowned a Christian, and was 
married to Baine, the daughter of Sgaile Balbh, King of Finland. He 
slew his predecessor Elim in the battle of Aichill (Near Tara in County 
Meath). At an early age, he had been banished to Alba and when 
TUATHAL came of age, he applied to Agricola, the Roman general in 
Britain, to solicit his support in the recovery of the Kingdom of Ireland. 
He said that with one Roman legion and a few auxiliaries, Ireland could 
be subdued. With the Roman assistance and with what aid his 
grandfather, the King of Alba, gave him, he returned to Ireland and 
fought and overcame his enemies in twenty-five battles in Ulster, 
twenty-five in Leinster, as many in Connaught, and thirty-five in 
Munster. In the beginning of the 2nd century, having restored the true 
royal blood and heirs to their respective provincial kingdoms, he took, 
with their consent, a portion from each of the five divisions, or 
provinces, of Munster, Leinster, Connaught, and Ulster, a considerable 
tract of land which was adjoining Uisneach (where he had a palace); 
one east, another west, a third south, and a fourth on the north of it; and 
appointed all four tracts of land under the name of Midhe or "Meath" to 
belong forever after to the Monarch's own peculiar demesne for the 
maintenance of his table. On each of these he built a royal palace for 
himself and his heirs and successors; for every of which portions the 
Monarch ordained a certain chiefry or tribute to be yearly paid to the 
provincial Kings from whose provinces the said portions were taken. It 
was this Monarch that imposed the great and insupportable fine (eric) 
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of 6,000 cows or beeves, as many fat muttons, as many hogs, 6,000 
mantles, 6000 ounces of Uinge (Silver), and 12,000 cauldrons, or pots 
of brass, to be paid every second year by the province of Leinster to the 
Monarchs of Ireland forever, for the death of his only two daughters 
Fithir and Darina. This tribute was punctually taken and exacted, 
sometimes by fire and sword, during the reigns of forty Monarchs of 
Ireland for almost six hundred years, until Finachta Fleadhach, the 153“ 
Monarch of Ireland cancelled this payment. The annals of 
Clonmacnoise says the yearly tribute was: "150 cows, 150 hogs, 150 
coverletts, 150 caldrons, with 2 passing great caldrons in breadth and 
deepness, 5 fists, made for the king's own brewing, 150 couples of men 
and women in servitude to draw water on their backs for brewing, 150 
maids, with the king of Leinster's own daughter in bondage and 
servitude". 

TUATHAL erected a Royal Palace at Tailtean. Around the 
grave of Queen Tailte resumed the Fairs on La Lughnasa (Lewy's Day), 
to which were brought all of the youth of both sexes of a suitable age to 


be married. At the fairs, the marriage articles were agreed upon, and the ’ 


ceremony performed. TUATHAL married Baine, the daughter of 
Sgaile Balbh, King of England (some say she was daughter of Scal 
(King of Finland). At end of thirty years' reign, Monarch TUATHAL 
was Slain by his successor Mal, King of Ulster, of the line of Ir, about 
A.D. 106 at Magh-Lire (Hill of Grief on the Larne River in Kilwaughter 
Parish). 


79. FEDHLIMIDH (FELIM) RACHTMAR “The Law 
Giver”, son of (78) TUATHAL, was the 108" Monarch of Ireland. He 
slew his predecessor Mal. He was so called as being a maker of 
excellent and wholesome laws. These laws were established with 
firmness and steadfastness helping to keep the people in peace, quiet, 
plenty, and security during his time by requiring that a criminal should 
atone for their crimes by suffering a penalty similar to the injury he had 
done. After all his pomp and greatness, he died of “thirstabout’.. He 
was married to Ughna, daughter of the King of Denmark. He had three 
sons, Fiacha Suidhe, whose descendants include the O'Dolans, O'Brick, 
and O'Faelan; Echoidh Fionn-Fohard whose descendants include the 
Nolans, also Saint Briget was descended from him; and (80) CONN 
CEADCATHACH, whose mother was Baini, daughter of Scal, King of 
Finland. (At this time, the Irish called the Scandinavians from Norway, 
Denmark and Finland, the Formorians.) 


80. CONN CEADCATHACH “(Conn of the Hundred 
Battles” 177-212AD, son of (79) FEDHLIMIDH was the 110th 
Monarch of Ireland. He slew his predecessor, Cathir Mor in the battle 
of Magh h-Agha. Conn had three sons: (81) ART, Conla Ruadh, and 
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Crionna; and three daughters: Sadhbh who married MacNiadh (King of 
Munster), a descendent of Ith, who bore her one son. After his death, 
she married Ollild Olum who bore her nine sons, Saradh (Queen of 
Conaire II) who married Conan MacMogha Laine, and Maoin who was 
the mother of Fearghus Duibhdeadach who was King of Ulster, and 
later became Monarch of Ireland. Conn was so called from hundreds of 
battles he had fought and won: viz., sixty battles against CAHIR MOR, 
King of Leinster and the 109th Monarch of Ireland, whom he slew in a 
great battle in Meath and succeeded in the Monarchy; one hundred 
battles against the Ulsterians; and one hundred more in Munster against 
Owen Mor (MOGHA NUA-DHAD), their King, who forced Conn to 
share an equal division of the Kingdom with him. CONN'S two 
brothers Eochaidh Fionn-Fohart and Fiacha Suidhe murdered two of 
CONN's sons Conla Ruadh and Crionna in order that they might succed 
to the throne but ART EANFHEAR, CONN'S other son banished them 
to Leinster, and then into Munster, where they lived near Cashel. They 
were then seated at Deici Teamhrach (barony of Desee in Meath) and 
ultimately were expelled by Monarch (82) CORMAC ULFHADA, son 
of (81) ART EANFHEAR. After after various wanderings, they went to 
Munster. Here Oilioll Olum, who was married to Sadhbh, daughter of 
Conn of the Hundred Battles, gave them a large district in the county 
Waterford, a part of which is still called Na-Deiseacha, or the baronies 
of Desies. They were also given the country in the baronies of Clonmel, 
Upper-Third, and Middle-Third, in the county Tipperary, which they 
held until the Anglo-Norman Invasion. 

When CONN'S bothers Eochaidh Fionn-Fohart and Fiacha 
Suidhe heard that he had been preparing to hold a convention at Tara 
they sent a private message to Tibradi, king of Ulster, the son of Mal, 
son of Rochruidhe, to come and attack their brother, ART, by taking 
him by surprise. The murder of CONN was committed in Tara, when 
CONN was found alone and unattended by his guards. The men that 
accomplished this deed were fifty ruffians that were disguised as 
women whom the King of Ulster had employed for that purpose. 
CONN reigned for 35 years and died at the age of 100 years. O'Gnive, a 
Bard of O'Neill, wrote of CONN: "Conn of the Hundred Fights, sleep in 
thy grass grown tomb, and upbraid not our defeats with thy victories". 
He was buried at Cruachan in Connaught. This Pagan Monarch 
prophesied the introduction of Christianity into Ireland. 


81. ART EANFHEAR “The Lonely” 185 A.D., the 112th 
Monarch of Ireland was the son of CONN. His wife was Medb 
Lethderg who was the daughter of Conan of Cualann. He was called 
Eanfhear (Art the Solitary, or The Lonely One) because he was the only 
one of his brothers that survived when his two brothers, Conla and 
Crinna, were slain by Echoidh Finn (brother of CONN). When ART 
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became monarch, he banished his uncle, Eochaidh Finn Fothart and his 
sons from Meath because they had assassinated his brothers and were 
responsible for his father's death. Art was the ancestor of O'h-Airt, 
anglicized O'Hart. It is stated in the "History of the Cemeteries" that 
this Monarch believed in the faith. The day before the battle of Magh 
Mucroimhe, near Athenry, where he was slain by Lughaidh Maccon he 
predicted the spread of Christianity. It would appear also that he had 
some forewarning of his death because he directed that he should not be 
buried at Brugh on the (river) Boyne, the Pagan cemetery of his 
ancestors, but at a place then called Dumha Dergluachra (the burial 
mound of the red rushy place), at Trevait in the county Meath. 


82. CORMAC MACAIRT (Ulfada) 253 A.D., son of (81) 
ART EANFHEAR, was the 115" Monarch of Ireland, sometimes called 
Cormac of Corran. He slew his predecessor, Fearghus, the 114th 
Monarch, at the battle of Crinna. He was born in Corran, at a place 
called Ath-Cormac, near Keash in County Sligo. The mother of Cormac 
was Echtach. On the eve of the battle of Mocrumhi Cormac was 
conceived between the union of Art, his father, and Echtach, the 
Smith's daughter, who was the King's dowered mistress. It was the 
custom at this time in Ireland that whenever a king or nobleman had 
placed his affections upon a woman and wished to make her his 
concubine, he had a perfect right to get possession of her, and upon his 
presenting her with a sufficient dowry or marriage portion. It was by 
this way that Art acquired possession of Cormac's mother. Thus it was 
not this woman that was Art's wife but Medb Lethderg, daughter of 
Conan of Cualann. Cormac's wife was Ethni Ollamda, daughter of 
Dunlaing, son of Enna Niadh. She was the foster child of Buikedh 
Brugh, a wealthy grazier. 

He had issue ten daughters and three sons. A daughter was 
named Grainne, who eloped with Diarmuid; and a son (83) CAIRBRE 
LIFFECHAR, son Dari, and son Kellach. Dari was slain at Dubhros, on 
the Boyne, in the plain of Magh-Breagh, and Aengus Gaeith-Buailtech 
killed Kellach with a spear. During his reign, the celebrated military 
organization called the Fiana Eireann flourished for the defence of the 
throne. Their leader was Finn, son of Cumhail (Finn MacCoole). Finn 
was the husband of Albe, daughter of this monarch. CORMAC 
obtained the soverignty of Alba in the battle of Magh Techt. This 
monarch is said to have built a building at Tara large enough to hold 
1000 people, and had the chroniclers of Ireland come to Tara and write 
the Chronicles of Ireland from the remotest times to be recorded in one 
book (Psalter of Tara). In this book were entered the exploits of the 
Kings of Ireland with the kings and emperors of the world along with 
the Kings of the provinces. In about 265 A.D., he had an eye put out by 
Aenghus Gaebhnaibhheach with one thrust of a lance. He had resided at 
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Tara until he lost his eye, after which he resided at Achail in the Royal 
House of Cleitech, or at Kenannus, not far from Tara, because it was 
not acceptable for any king that was disfigured by a personal blemish, 
to reside at Tara. There he wrote a book, Regal Institutes, instructing 
how kings should act and comport themselves. When he moved from 
Tara, which was about seven years before his death, he was converted 
from his pagan religion to the Christian faith. He died at Cleiteach, 
(Boyne) while eating a salmon, when one of the bones stuck in his 
throat and choked him to death. He left instructions for his body not to 
be buried at Brugh, on the Boyne, where several Kings of Tara were 
interred, because it was a cemetery of idolaters and he did not worship 
the same god. He told them to bury him at Ros-na-Righ, near Slane (or 
Cruachain) in County Meath with his face to the east towards the rising 
sun. 


83. CAIRBRE LIFFECHAR 267 A.D. was the son of (82) 
CORMAC MACAIRT and was the 117th Monarch of Ireland. He was 
born near River Liffey. Cairbre had sons (84) Fiacha Srabhteine and 
Eocaidh Dublein. Eochaidh Dublein then had three sons, Carrell, 
Muredach, and Aedh who were named later the "THREE COLLAS". 
Cairbre was slain by Semeon, son of Kerb of Leinster in the battle of 
Gabhra-Aichle, near Tara (County of Meath). 


84. FFACHA SRABHTEINE 265 A.D., third son of (83) 
CAIRBRE LIFFECHAR, and was the 120th Monarch of Ireland. He 
was married to Aoife, daughter of the King of Gall Gaodhal (Foreign 
Gaels). This monarch was the ancestor of O'Neills. He was called 
Srabhteine was because he had been born at Dun-Srabhteine, in 
Connaught. FIACHA was slain by the three Collas, his nephews. The 
three princes, aspiring to the Monarchy, assembled powerful forces 
along with seven legions of the Firbolg tribe of Connaught fought the 
Royal Army in a fierce battle at Criogh Rois, south of Tailtean, in 
Bregia, where the Royal Army was defeated. Several thousand soldiers 
from both sides were killed along with Monarch FIACHA. This was 
called the Battle of Dubhcomar after the chief Druid of Monarch 
FIACHA. 


85. MUIREADACH TIREACH 331 A.D., son of (84) 

FIACHA SRABHTEINE, was the 122" Monarch of Ireland. During 
his reign as High King of Ireland, Ulster was despoiled and broken by 
his nephews, the Three Collas, who, on the ruins of the old kingdon of 
Ulada, founded a new kingdom of Origialla (Oriel) which was 
henceforth for nearly a thousand years to play an important part in the 
history of Northern Ireland. The designation “Colla” was imposed on 
them for rebelling and means “a strong man”. The ostensible cause of 
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their attack upon Ulster was the ancient grudge borne that province 
because many generations before, the Ulster King Tiobraide, had sent 
to Tara fifty robbers disguised as women who had slain Conn of the 
Hundred Battles and because a generation later, the Ulster Prince, 
Fergus Blacktooth, had by setting fire to Cormac Mac Art’s hair at a 
feast, put a blemish upon Cormac. This blemish disbarred Cormac 
from the throne, which Fergus then usurped. The Collas put the Ultach 
(Ulstermen) to complete rout. The Collas made themselves the new 
kingdom of Oirgialla (Oriel). In the fourth year of Colla Uais in the 
sovereighty of Ireland, Muireadhach Tireach expelled him and his 
brothers to Alba (Scotland) with three hundred followers. 

Having been instructed by a druid, the three Collas returned to 
Ireland and were forgiven by MUIREADACH for killing his father. 
The Three Collas, now led by their King Muirreadhach, gathered a 
great army for the invasion of Ulster. On the plain of Farney in 
Monaghan, they met the Ulstermen under their king Fergus and on 
seven successive days broke battle upon them, finally slaying Fergus 
and putting the Ultach (Ulstermen) to complete rout. Of the conquered 
portion of Ulster, from Louth in the south to Derry in the north and 
from Loch Neagh to Loch Erne, the Collas made themselves the new 
kingdom of Oirgialla (Oriel). MUIREADACH was married to 
Muirion, the daughter of Fiachadh, King of Ulster. He was slain by 
Caelbhadh, son of Crunn Badraei King of Uladh (in Ulster) at Portright 
(County Tyrone). 


86. EOCHAIDH MUIGH MEADHOIN, son of (85) 
MUIREADACH TIREACH, was the 124th Monarch of Ireland (357- 
A.D. 365). He slew his predecessor Caelbhadh. By his first wife, Mong 
Fionn, daughter of Fiodhach, and sister of Crimthann, King of Munster, 
EOCHAIDH had four sons, BRIAN, Fiachra, Olioll, and Fergus. 
Eochaid made slave raids several times on Roman Britain and on one of 
these raids he carried off Carthann, the daughter of the Celtic king of 
Britain and took her as his wife. By Carthann he had son named Niall 
Mor (Niall of the Nine Hostages) who later became the 126th Monarch 
of Ireland. Carthann was also the sister of Crimthann, King of Munster, 
and successor to the Monarchy of Ireland. 

Although Niall was EOCHAIDH'S favorite son, Mong Fionn 
who was a very ambitious and jealous woman plotted for her eldest son 
Brian to ascend to the throne. Finally Niall and his mother were cast out 
and Niall was made Mong Fionn's menial, carrying water to the court, 
etc. Torna, a poet of that time who reared and educated him, rescued 
Niall. In her plot for Brian's ascension to the throne, Mong Fionn tried 
to kill her brother Crimthann by poisoning him. She wanted this to 
happen so badly that she gave her own life in the process. To avoid 
suspicion she herself drank of the same poisoned cup, which she gave 
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to her brother. Even though she lost her life through this scheme, her 
expectations were not realized as Brian and her three other sons by 
EOCHAIDH were passed over and Niall, the youngest son, was 
preferred to the Monarchy. 

NIALL “Of the Nine Hostages” did ascend the throne. He was 
famous for his raiding and taking of hostages. On one raid to Britanny, 
in the kingdom of France, he seized a young lad and carried him back 
to Ireland. That young lad escaped and returned to the Continent, later 
to return to Ireland and become its patron saint, Patrick. Although not a 
direct ancestor, but a brother to Brian, Niall is related to the 
Cearnachain Clan and was responsible for bringing St. Patrick to 
Ireland. 


87. BRIAN, eldest son of (86) EOCHAIDH), was the first 
King of his sept in Connaught. He was ancestor of the O'Connors, 
Kings of Connaught; the MacDermotts of Moylurg, an ancient territory 
in Rosecommon; the O'Flahertys of West Galway; the O'Rourkes of 
West Brefney; the O'Reillys of East Berfney, and others. He had six 
sons (some say he had twenty four sons) but only four left any issue; 
(88) DUACH GALACH, Conall Orison, Arca-Dearg, and Aongus. All 
six of the sons together with many of his people were converted and 
baptized by St. Patrick on the plain of Moyseola in Roscommon. 

From Brian were descended the Kings, nobility and gentry of 
Connaught including Tirlock Mor O'Connor and Roderic O'Connor, the 
183rd Monarch of Ireland. EOCHAIDH MUIGH MEADHOIN died a 
natural death at Tara 365 A.D. All of the foregoing ancestors were 
pagans with possibly the exception of (81) ART EANFHEAR, the 112th 
Monarch and (82) CORMAC MACAIRT, the 115 Monarch of 
Ireland. 


88. DUACH (Teangumha) GALACH, 438 A.D., youngest 
son of (87) BRIAN was the first Christian King of Connaught. He was 
called Duach of the Brazen Tongue and referred to as the "valorous". 
He was the ancestor of the Hy-Briuin of Ireland. During the reign of 
Laegari Mac Neill, The sons of Brian flourished in Connaught. As St. 
Patrick was proceeding with his mission of blessing Ireland and 
spreading the faith, he arrived in their country. He went to visit Ecchen 
who was chief of these brothers and their clans. As Ecchen saw the 
saint approaching, he mounted his horse, and commenced to lash him 
with his whip, and commanded his brothers to do the same, and to show 
no leniency to the clerk. All the brothers did as they were told, except 
the youngest of them. 

Duach Galach. Duach Galach the youngest, remained afoot, 
and went to meet St. Patrick, and welcomed him and paid him respect 
and honor. After this St. Patrick went to the chieftain and demanded to 
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know if he was Ecchen, the chief. "If you are," he said, "I will deprive 
both you and your brothers, who are here with you, of good fortune and 
kingly power, with the exception of that youth who has shown kindness 
to me, and given me honor, for my Lord's sake." At this Duach said: "If 
I were either chieftain, or king, I would do the will of Patrick." St. 
Patrick replied: "If so, I give you a blessing. “You shall yet be a king 
yourself, and the kingdom of Connaught shall be possessed by your 
children after you". Duach had a daughter named Duiseach that was 
married to Muircheartach mac Earca. She caused her husband to battle 
against her father because he had made a prisoner of her foster father, 
Eochaidh Tirmcharna, in violation of her husband's guarantees. Duach 
was killed in A.D. 499 at the battle of Seaghais (near Boyle between the 
counties of Sligo and Roscommon). It has been said that Duach was the 
first to put genealogies in writing.

The foregoing is the genealogy of the name of Cearnachain, 
from Adam and Eve. Where dates were available, the time has been 
recorded in the genealogies based on the information available. 

These genealogies have been compiled from records found in 
the King James Bible, Keating’s History of Ireland, The Annals of the 
Four Masters and other ancient texts. We have not footnoted each 
entry for to do so would require as many footnotes as the facts reported 
and would double the length of the genealogy.

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The Family Crest 
& 
Coat of arms 


Kilts, plaids &

There seems to be an abiding need in all of us to locate our Family 
Crest and Coat of Arms. It gets to be almost obsessive, especially when one 
learns that they are descended from some sort of royalty. And so it is no 
different with the Clan Cearnachain. 

The right to claim a particular crest or coat of arms as one’s own, has 
been debated for centuries. Even the very earliest arms were the subjects of 
many disputes, many of them bloody! 

The “crest” is the portion of the arms that appears above the shield. For 
example, the previous arms show a crest that is a crown, a knight’s helmet with 
crown, and oak leaves. (The oak tree was a favored symbol on shield and crest. 
Recall, “The mighty oak”!) All of this is above the shield. Gaelic tradition 
permits family members to use the “crest” part of an entire coat of arms in a 
badge setting. All members of a given clan may use the clan badge on any of 
the means of displaying their heritage. This practice may have come from the 
idea of using the crest as sort of an identification badge since the crest was a 
relatively simple part of the arms. Most authorities on this subject claim that the 
crest was never intended to be used without the entire official coat of arms. 

Coats of arms belong to an individual. They could be passed down to 
another individual, usually only a direct descendent, and quite often the eldest 
son. However, there were times when a crest or standard was passed down to a 
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great warrior who had curried great favor with the chief, or clan leader. 
Officially there were never any recorded coats of arms for entire families. 
Perhaps the misunderstanding arose because the most eminent member of the 
family, usually the king, perhaps a prince or even a clan chief was the member 
who owned the coat of arms. This is why you sometimes see several different 
coats of arms with the same family name. 

Coats of arms usually began as simple colored banners and if they had 
designs, the designs were very simple. Succeeding generations added 
embellishments or made variations to the design, to make it uniquely their own. 
Marriages often resulted in combining two different family coats of arms to 
make a unique combination. If you can trace your genealogy back to a single 
ancestor, you might find a coat of arms for that individual. Those crests and 
coats of arms that are seen today as belonging to a family, such as the 
O’Donnels, actually belonged to one individual. The descendants of that 
individual, claiming to be family, have come to call it their family coat of arms 
and crest. Officially it belonged to a single person, not the family. 

Most countries, including the United States, have no regulations 
concerning the bearing of coats of arms. There is a huge proliferation of “family 
name” and family crest” companies offering to give you a history and coat of 
arms for any given surname. If you are really bent on having a coat of arms or 
crest, there is no reason you cannot enjoy what they send you. Hang it up as a 
decoration and enjoy it. However, remember, it is only a decoration unless it 
has been proven and recorded by the heraldic officials of Ireland or Great 
Britain, or your country of origin. 


Applying for a Grant of Arms 

According to the Office of the Chief Herald of Ireland, arms may be granted 
to: 

*Citizens of Ireland, male or female 

*Other persons normally resident in Ireland 

*Persons living outside Ireland but who have significant links with 

Ireland, either through ancestry or otherwise 
*Public authorities and other corporate bodies or other organizations. ' 


What does the granting of arms do for you? It creates a form 
of property, which is vested in the grantee, who may according to 
tradition display the arms ‘on shield or banner or otherwise according 
to the Laws of Arms’. It does not confer any rank or title or have any 
effect on the right of the person concerned to any other property, real or 
personal. A grant of arms made to an individual extends to his or her 
descendants of the name, not to a family as such.' 


' From the Office of the Chief Herald of Ireland, Applying for a Grant of Arms 
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There is a fee for a personal grant, which at the time of writing (2003) 
is €2, 794.00 (Euros). The sum of €254 is payable when the work on the design 
begins and the balance must be paid before the work on the actual grant of arms 
is put into the hands of the herald painter. Businesses and corporate bodies are 
charged a higher fee.

What about the Cearnachains? 


Did the Cearnachain Clan have a crest or a coat of arms? Based on 
early historians, there is every reason to believe they did. 

The Cearnachain Clan was known to be fierce warriors. If they were 
known for their valor in battle, no doubt they were in many battles. How else, in 
the thick of battle, could one tell friend from foe, but to look for their coat of 
arms on their shield, the color of the banner they carried, etc. Before you offed 
a head, you looked at the I.D. card, his crest, shield or banner of the intended 
victom. Mind you, it was probably only a quick glance! 

Armorial bearings are known much earlier than those of Europeans. 
Roman legions carried distinctive standards into battle, which bore symbols of 
the individual legions. The ancient Greeks, Egyptians and Hebrews also carried 
standards into battle.’ 

The epic battle of Magh Rath took place in 636 A.D. In John 
O’Donovan’s translation, he talks about standards and colors. 

“And the earth had almost quaked under his feet when his face reddened, his 
cheek blushed, and his eye sparkled, when he exposed his bright sword, when he 
adjusted his shield, and raised and exhibited to view his blue-headed warlike 
lance over his head aloft, under the variegated, streaming floating, star-bright, 
consecrated satin banner, about which are placed and ranged the lances and 
variegated banners of all the chieftains of Erin from every quarter;” and he 
(Dubhdiadh) said these words:” 
“The standards have been raised to the south; 

There is Domhnall in the battle; 

Thou wilt not be joyous, thou shalt leave thy head; 

Thou shalt see the mighty army of the men of Erin.”

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Thus, we know that in 636 A.D., “all the chieftains of Erin, from every 
quarter” carried “variegated” banners. No doubt, the Cearnachain Clan 
participated in the great Battle of Magh Rath. 


In another stanza of the poem, O’Donovan translates: 
“Oh the size of the expert blue sword 
Which is in his valiant right hand! 
And the size of his great shield beside it! 
The size of his broad green spear!” 


The sword and spear were painted colors, another battlefield 
identification by color of a clan. 


And yet another stanza: 

“The Clann Dalaigh of brown shields; 
To them by a sway which has not decayed 
Now belongs the hereditary chieftainship.”° 


An account of the Battle of Moyath (637 AD), translation by 
O’Mahoney, tells that the banner of the Prince of Ulster was a yellow lion on a 
green field. (This would have been the lion handed down from Milesius.) 
O’Doherty’s battle flag was described as a blade of golden cross on the 
chieftain’s banner, with a lion and bloody eagle standing on a glistening sheet of 
white. 

Jeoffrey Keating talks about the standards carried in the Battle of Magh 
Rath, 636 A. D. 

“For it is there read, that the whole host was wont to be placed under the 
command of one captain-in-chief, and that, under him, each division of 
his force obeyed its own proper captain; and besides, that every captain 
of these bore his standard his peculiar device or ensign...” 


In John O’Mahoney’s notes to the 1857 translation to Keatings history, 
he explains the standards further: 
“Device or Ensign; in Gaelic Sualthentas (soohentas). It is evident from all the 
ancient Irish accounts of battles that the Gaels carried standards to distinguish 
them in war, from the very dawn of their history; but it is not certain when they 
first adopted armorial bearings, though it is probable that they not only used 
banners, distinguished by certain colors and badges, at a very early epoch, but 
also armorial bearings or escutcheons...It is probable that the Irish families 
received the complex coats of arms they now bear from England; retaining on

the shield, in many instances, the simple devices which their ancestors bore on 
their standards...” 


O’Mahoney cites further examples of standards: 
“T see, borne valiantly over the plain, the flag of the race of the 
noble Finghin; ‘Tis his spear with a venomous adder 
entwined.”® 


Rev. Keating also talks of ancient poets who described the arms of 
King Milesius who carried on his shield three lions. He had earned the right to 
carry the three lions having slain three lions in Africa under heroic 
circumstances. After his death, his kingdom was split among his three sons 
who each took a lion for his shield. Thus they carried a single lion on their 
respective shields. Milesius is dated approximately 450 B.C. Keating’s history 
also addressed Gaodhal Glas and his posterity as carrying figures of beasts, 
birds, etc., on their banners and shields to distinguish their tribes and septs, in 
imitation of the Israelites and that a “Thunderbolt was the cognizance in their 
chief standard for many generations after this Gaodhal’”’ 

There are many other references to standards and colors carried into 
battle by the ancients. From these various accounts, we can assume that 
chieftains, kings and other notables and their respective followers all carried 
some sort of standards, shield markings, and even colors on their swords. The 
MacCarthys showed a stag on their arms, and so on. 

New information may become known that could show that the Clan 
Cearnachain carried standards and describe their colors and markings. 
However, as of this moment, there is absolutely no record anywhere that has 
been translated that alludes to Cearnachain’s standards. We know they were 
great warriors and we know they must have carried standards. What those 
standards were, we do not know. 

We have information on Clan Cearnachain in the Annals of the Four 
Masters and other classical texts, beginning around the seventh century A. D. 
However, the last mention of it by the Four Masters is the 13" Century. There is 
no mention of any colors, flags or armorial bearings for Cearnachain. We are 
certain they had them, but history has failed to tell us what they were. 

It is clear, that the use of personal standards, belonging to the clan 
chief, was passed to his successor and had been long practiced by the time of the 
Battle of Magh Rath in 636 A.D. The adoption of the English system of 
heraldry was simply the carrying on of a long-standing Gaelic practice. The 
Gaelic practice of heraldry pre-dated the Anglo-Normans of 1169 by at least ten 
centuries. The Gaels accepted the Anglo-Norman system of heraldry. However, 
they continued to add their special clan crests to the accepted heraldry. It was

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about this same time that Clan Cearnachain disappeared from historic 
references. This is one of the reasons there is no record of their arms and crests. 


The New Authentic Heraldry 


It seems that today, everyone with a heraldic computer program is 
offering to send you the authentic family crest and coat of arms of your clan. 
This writer personally has been presented with no less than five “authentic” 
crests and coats of arms, each accompanied by the same incorrect genealogical 
information. For the tidy sum of $29.95 (more or less) you too can purchase an 
“authentic” one that perhaps I have not seen yet, or maybe one of the ones I 
have on file. 

Some Carnahans may have purchased crests that were referenced in 
“Gentlemen’s Armory” by Grozier. According to the Chief Herald of Arms of 
Ireland, “Grozier’s Gentlemen’s Armory is not officially recognized and his 
work is unproven”. In his response to my inquiry, Michael O’Cormain, Herald 
of Arms of Ireland states: “Now I have consulted the index to the Register of 
Arms and a couple of unofficial sources and cannot discover that arms have ever 
been Granted or Allowed or even used without authority by anyone named 
Kernaghan, in any of its spelling variants. However, if you are a person of 
provable Irish descent, in the male or female line, you can apply for a Grant of 
Arms de novo”. In other words, if you have about $5,000 in spare change, you 
can apply for a Carnahan, or any spelling variant, a new official coat of arms. It 
will be authentic to you. It will have absolutely no historical value to the 
Cearnachain Clan. 


How Did Some Families Get Coat of Arms 


They didn’t! Many of the larger clans survived to modern times as 
power brokers, the O’Donnels, the Sweeneys, the O’Briens, etc. When the 
British began to record coats of arms and crests in the sixteenth century, these 
families were still in power. (By that time, most Cearnachains of record had 
fled to Scotland, as we will see later.) The large clan chieftains or clan leaders 
still had in their possession a coat of arms and/or crest. Thus it was recorded for 
that individual, not the family. The English were also good at selling or 
conferring titles on those they wished to bring into their fold. Some of the crests 
and coats of arms are from this later period. However, these arms belonged to 
the king or leader at the time and were not family crests or arms. Members of 
the king’s family claimed allegiance to that king and his arms. Today 
descendants of those leaders or clans have mistakenly called the crest of the one- 
time leader of their clan, a family crest. By rights, that crest or arms belongs to 
the present person who is the clan leader, a bit impractical in times of global 
scattering of clans. 
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Unfortunately, by the time of modern recordings of armorial bearings 
and standards, the Cearnachain Clan had disappeared from prominence and is 
not amongst those honored with recorded arms. The Cearnachain clan did not 
keep records of their original armorial standards nor were they awarded any in 
modern times. In simple terms, they lost out to the larger, more powerful tribes. 


The Cearnachain Coat of Arms 


There exists no Cearnachain (spelled any way you like) coat of arms. 
There has never existed any Carnahan coat of arms or crest that was recognized 
or recorded in historical texts or modern times. What is out there is simply 
someone’s fervent wish to have one. I do not imply that any of our clan 
members have deliberately attempted to dupe us, but think they may have been 
duped. This author has even been told of clan members who paid large sums of 
money for the “authentic” family crest. No doubt they did pay a lot of money, 
but it is not authentic by any stretch of the imagination. There is even a claim 
that someone saw the “authentic” family crest in a tapestry in a castle outside of 
Dublin or Belfast. It is possible they saw a name and some sort of display, but it 
was not an authentic crest or coat of arms. Others claim they have record of the 
family arms recorded in bibles, etc. Possibly so. However, these arms are of 
recent origin and have no basis on fact or history to prove their authenticity. 
Someone in the family purchased, imagined or heard about these arms, wrote it 
down in the bible or wherever, and has passed this myth down to future 
generations. Bibles have been used for centuries to record important family 
events and are a wonderful source of information. However, the information in 
these biblical annotations is not always accurate. The informant may have 
believed what he/she wrote was important historical fact, but in the absence of 
any proof, it may not be so. 


Kilts, Plaids and Tartans 


Under every kilt, there is a Celt, BUT the Irish did not wear kilts. The 
lowland Scot did not wear kilts. Only the highland Scot wore kilts. That is, until 
recent times. Now everyone wants to have a kilt! 

There are records of some Celts who fought naked. Perhaps these 
extraordinary warriors might be compared to our present day Rangers, SEALS 
or Special Ops soldiers. Ordinary Celtic warriors dressed for battle. Kevin 
Duffy in his book “Who Were the Celts?” says: 

“While the Romans wore the skirt-like toga, the Celtic cavalry and infantry wore 
trousers, colorful cloaks and tunics with gold or silver-plated belts around their 
waists.”

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Today, Scots are often seen dressed up in kilts. Until modern late 1800s, 
a respectable lowland Scot would not have been seen dead in a kilt, nor would 
any Irishman. It was only worn in the lowlands upon the Act of Union, when it 
was adopted as a mark of protest. It is a recent innovation to have persons of 
Celtic ancestry to wear kilts. 

The highland Scots, romanticized in books, songs and poetry, were very 
primitive people. They were pastoral and lived off the land, tending flocks of 
sheep and herding cattle. The tartan was worn for centuries by these primitive 
peoples. It was a versatile piece of cloth in the form of a rectangle about 5m (5 
¥, yd) long. It was not sewn. It was wrapped around the waist, belted or 
pinned to form the skirt. The remainder of the material was draped over the 
shoulder as a cape. 

The tartan was an “all purpose” garment. At night, it could be 
unwrapped and used as a blanket or sleeping bag. In inclement weather, it could 
be unwrapped and used as a cloak. It was not practical for use on horseback. 
The Scots adopted tartan tights, called trews. The Irish and lowland Scot were 
educated and moving into the industrial age. The highland Scot was uneducated 
and primitive in all ways. True to their Celtic roots, the Highlanders were very 
fierce in battle and were feared by their neighbors. They frequently made raids 
on the borders and were so successful that the Romans built a wall across the 
breadth of Scotland to keep the Highlanders out of Briton. 

Tartan is ancient, but clan tartans are of recent origin. There is little 
evidence that any clan tartans existed before 1745 and Bonnie Prince Charlie’s 
ill-fated rebellion. Some clans may have worn the same tartan, probably 
because there was no other choice due to the remoteness of many clans. 
Chieftains were known to equip their men with identical plaids for a particular 
situation. In the highlands, to keep the peace after the 1715 Jacobean revolt by 
the Highlanders, a local police force comprised of Highlanders was pressed into 
service. They were all issued the same dark tartan that gave them their name, 
The Black Watch. That tartan was passed on to the regular regiment of the 
Crown that replaced the recruits. 

It was the wool manufacturers such as Wilson’s of Bannockburn, who 
began taking orders for newly popularized kilts. In answer to the people’s 
question of which pattern to buy, it was Wilson’s who began the practice of 
naming particular plaids after specific Highland clans. In 1815 the Highland 
Society of London began to collect patches of existing tartans and approached 
various chieftains of Highland Clans to ask which plaid belonged to their clan. 
The Highland Society of London was absolutely amazed to learn that the 
chieftains had no idea. The confusion ended when two Bohemian brothers, 
claiming to be the illegitimate grandsons of Prince Charlie himself, proclaimed 
they had an “official” tartan pattern book, titled Vestiarum Scoticum. James and 
Carles Sobieski Stuart, as they called themselves, had collected seventy-five 
plaids. Each plaid was supposedly linked to a specific clan. They claimed this 
information came from a sixteenth-century manuscript that they claimed once 
belonged to Mary Queen of Scots’s father confessor. However, they never were 
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able to produce the manuscript when asked to prove their information. When 
the kilts became the rage to wear in Scotland, everyone, even Lowland 
aristocrats lined up to get a “true” pattern for their clan before all were taken. 

There are historical accounts of various overweight royalty showing up 
in their “authentic” Highland outfits. At one formal affair, a gentleman by the 
name of David Stewart of Garth went to King George IV’s chamber to review 
his “authentic Highland costume. He assessed the costume: ...’’Pleated tartan 
kilt with the pattern of the house of Stuart, trews or plaid tights, sporran bag in 
front, and feathered bonnet. Stewart looked at Goerge IV’s bloated red face, his 
enormous belly hanging over his kilt, and tights stretched skin-tight around his 
bulging, flabby thighs. Discretion dictated his next words. ‘Ye make a varry 
pretty figure,’ he told his monarch, and sent him out to greet his rapturous 
guests”.° 

Similarly, there is no tartan or plaid of the Cearnachain Clan. They 
were Irish. It is historically unfeasible that any Cearnachains had a tartan or kilt. 
There were many of the clan who migrated to and from Scotland. However, 
they were lowland Scot-Irish and did not profess to have a “family tartan or 
plaid”. They wore the modern clothing of the times. They would have been as 
out of place in a kilt as an elephant wearing a tutu! 

This plaid, tartan and kilt business is similar to that of the crest and 
coats of arms. Modern businesspersons have invented kilts, plaids and tartans 
for those who want to pay. Some registered plaids came into vogue, and have 
been registered such as the Black Watch. There were also many highland Scots 
who gained respectability, such as Campbell, and their tartans and plaids are 
recognized. Strictly speaking, there are specific rules for wearing plaids and 
tartans. The Scots are quite relaxed and no one makes any fuss over the matter. 
Anyone and everyone wears the tartan of choice and no one seems to care. 
Since specific clan tartans were unknown when the clans flourished, a serious 
attitude to clan-specific tartan wearing would be incorrect. 


No records exist that would lead us to believe that the Cearnachain 
Clan ever had a kilt, plaid or tartan. They were NOT Highlanders. There is no 
reason to believe that one ever existed. If any Cearnachain Clan member has a 
kilt, plaid or tartan, authentic to the Clan, it is a recent apparition. It is 
“authentic” only to the modern weaver who invented it, the merchant who sold it 
and to the purchaser who bought it. However, it is not an “authentic” ancestral 
artifact and as such has no standing in history. 


Now You Know the Real Story 
Now you know the truth about crests, coats of arms, plaids, kilts and 


tartans. And to those who say they have the “authentic” merchandise, you can 
simply say, “Prove it!” The proof is in the ancient texts, poems, ballads and

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records, not the receipt of a modern merchant. The proof says, “No”. If you can 
find records and prove your case, please by all means, take it to the Chief Herald 
of Ireland. He would truly love to have those record references and add them to 
the official records. Further, we could all enjoy knowing that the real arms have 
been found. It is a task, akin to searching for the Holy Grail. The Chief Herald 
of Ireland cautions those in search of a coat of arms, crest, etc. by referring back 
to Keating. He claims even Keating included this subject in his “use with 
caution” category. “By the 18" C. writers were attributing post-invasion 
customs to the Gaelic Irish. The Annals and numerous other Gaelic texts with 
translations are published with State subsidy...or used to be...and are/were 
extremely good value. Otherwise, use modern scholarship by people that have 
access to primary sources which is to say, are able to read Old Irish; they are 
few.”® In other words, be cautious in taking the word of modern scholars, who 


have only studied modern texts or translations. 

If you happen to have one of the newly minted crests, arms, etc., enjoy 
them. Display them and have fun. (We have one such coat of arms hanging on 
our wall, as a souvenir of our honeymoon trip to Ireland.) Maybe your coat of 
arms is somewhat like arms that the Clan Cearnachain might have displayed. 
Just do not get carried away, as you now know the truth.

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KING ARTHUR 


Much has been written about the myth of King Arthur and the Round 
Table. Many question even the existence of Arthur. Others believe he was a 
composite of many characters that have over the centuries become one myth. 
King Arthur represents the good we hope to find within ourselves. 
He was the epitome of good against evil. He was the knight in shining armour. 
He was the shining light in a sea of darkness. He was victorious in the perpetual 
fight of good against evil. Was he a legend? Was he a myth? Who was he? 
Was he only one man? Was he the composite of many men?

“Whatever King Arthur may have been, today he is considered largely a 
myth, a hazy shadow wrapped, as the Welsh bards put it, in the gray well of 
concealment”. ! 


However, Kevin Duffy, producer of award-winning TV documentaries, 
is quite firm in his opinion about King Arthur. In his well-researched and 
documented book, Who Were The Celts?, he states,’One of the few things known 
about the legendary King Arthur, based on scraps of historical evidence, is that 
he was a Celtic leader of Britain when it was still a Celtic Land. A staunch 
Christian, he was said to have fought twelve battles throughout Britain around 


King Arthur, Norma Lorre Goodrich, publisher Franklin Watts, Inc, 1986 
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500 A.D., becoming a Briton hero for his stand against the pagan Saxons...” 
Duffy goes on to say that no matter who embellished the story, Arthur remained 
the classic Celtic hero. 


The British claim he was English. The Scots claim he was Scot. The 
Irish claim him as a Celt. The Welsh claim him as a Celt. He could have 
belonged to the later three as the Scots, Welch and Irish were all Celts and 
traded back and forth freely. 

Based on historical evidence, the legend of King Arthur is more than a 
myth. Arthur was a Celtic leader. He was a staunch Christian. He became a 
hero for his stand against the pagan Saxons and other Germanic invaders. King 
Arthur and his Knights of the Roundtable became the epitome of chivalry. 
Chivalry was a code of behavior that included bravery, skill and honor, all traits 
of classical Celtic chivalry. 

Many claim King Arthur based on place names, such as Arthur’s 
Fountain in Lanark, Scotland. The extinct volcano in the center of Edinburgh, 
capital of Scotland, has been known as Arthur’s Seat for centuries. There are 
many others laying claim to Arthur’s crown. The search for the true King 
Arthur has proven to be as elusive as Arthur’s own search for the Holy Grail. 

The Irish have proof of the existence of King Arthur as written in the 
Annals of the Four Masters. The Annals of Ulster state the case for King 
Arthur, including his pedigree. 

‘“Kalends of 467 A. D. 

“3.Death of Uter Pendragon, king of England, to whom 
succeeded his son, King Arthur, who instituted the Round 
Table.”

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Legend says that the knights of old came convened at the Round Table. 
Each had a place designated at the table. On arrival, each knight would 
unsheathe his broadsword and lay it on the table, indicating his allegiance to the 
king and his trust in the brotherhood of Arthur’s knights. 

The legend of Arthur grew due to the imaginative Celts that kept the 
legend alive in their heroic ballads. Over the years the legend grew and became 
one of Europe’s most famous legends, even quoted by Winston Churchill during 
England’s stand against the Nazi invasion. Nevertheless, even today, with the 
many embellishments attached to the legend of Arthur, it still resembles the 
classical Celtic warrior-hero of Celtic society. 


THE CEARNACHAIN CONNECTION 


Some members of the Cearnachain family have carried a tale down 
through the generations of being related to a “White Knight”. Perhaps this is 
more than a family fable. 

According to the Annals of Ulster, Cearnachains are descended from 
King Airthir. 

Kalends of 912 
“3. Cernachan son of Duiligen, heir designate of Int Airthir, as 
put to death in Loch Cirr(?).° 


Thus, we have Cernachan, descendant of King Airthir. King Airthir 
(Arthur) did exist in 467 A.D. The second reference does not say how many 
generations existed between King Airthir and Cernachan. We are left again with 
the question of whether King Airthir was more than one man, or did our 
historian simply mention the most important of the descendants? We have proof 
that Cernachan was descended from King Airthir. However, we are still left 
with the question of: “Who was King Airthir?” 

There are various stories of the existence of Camelot, the castle and 
land of Arthur. There is much speculation as to the location of Camelot. As of 
the date of this book, it has only been found alive and well in Las Vegas, 
Nevada. The Excaliber Hotel commercial recreation of the King Arthur legend 
is named for his famous sword.

THE MAN, THE MYTH 
AND 
THE CONSEQUENCES 


What would Ireland be without the goodly St. Patrick? His effect on 
the island and her history is profound. The Irish have a saint for practically 
every day of the week, but of all of the saints of Ireland, St. Patrick is by far the 
best known and loved. Each year on March 17, everyone wants to be Irish. 
What do we celebrate on March 17? His birth date? His death date? No one 
knows for sure. However, celebrate we do. What is St. Patrick’s connection 
with the ancestors of the Cearnachain Clan? Read on! 


THE MAN 


There is very little known of St. Patrick: He was not a learned scholar, 
but a humble Christian. Apparently he did not lack for opportunity, as he was 
the son of a nobleman. His lack of education was somewhat self-imposed by 
lack of desire and furthered by the circumstances of his teen years. Much of the 
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facts we know are taken from his work, The Confession of St. Patrick, written 
in his late years, and from the works of the monks and Christian scholars who 
followed the Saint many years later. 

St. Patrick was born near Dumbarton in the most Northern Roman 
province of Celtic Britain or as some historians have stated, in the Celtic 
province of Brittany in France. The exact date is unknown. He was born into a 
relatively wealthy family. “I am Patrick, a sinner, most unlearned, the least of 
all the faithful and utterly despised by many. My father was Calpornius, a 
Decurion, son of Potitus, a priest, of the village Bannavem Taburniae; he had a 
country seat nearby and there I was taken captive.”’ His mother was Conchessa, 
a niece of St. Martin. 

He was approximately sixteen years old when, along with his two 
sisters Darerca and Lupida, he was captured during a raid of Niall of the Nine 
Hostages, King of Northern Ireland, and taken in bonds back to Ireland as a 
slave. (Niall of the Nine Hostages was related to the Cearnachain Clan as we 
have seen earlier in the genealogy from Adam and Eve.) After a three-day 
voyage, the party landed in Ireland. His sisters were taken to Muirthemne. He 
was enslaved to a local chieftain named Milcho (or Miliue), who lived in 
Dalaradia, County Antrim. There, St. Patrick was assigned to tend his herds and 
flocks on the isolated mountains at the valley of the Braid, along the foot of 
mountain Sliab Mis. His occupation as a herdsman had a profound effect on 
St. Patrick. He had abandoned God in his youth and followed the ways of sin. 
Spending days and nights alone with his flock awakened his spirituality. As 
God guided his way over the months and seasons when he led his flocks to 
pasture, he prayed fervently. His love and fear of God so inflamed his heart, his 
faith enlarged and his spirit augmented, he would pray “a hundred prayers by 
day and almost as many by night’. He “arose before day in the snow, in the 
frost, and in the rain, yet received no harm, nor was affected with slothfulness 
for the spirit of God was warm within him”. 

He spent seven years as a slave. Later writers would write that he 
lived on roots and herbs and through the harsh winters and wet summers. His 
only companions the animals, and his faith. Until the time of his kidnapping and 
isolation, he has not been particularly pious as he stated in his own words. His 
isolation and the harsh life apparently strengthened St. Patrick. He also came to 
love the land of his captivity. 

After seven years of slavery, his strength and resolve enabled him to 
escape and sail to the Continent. One night he had a dream wherein he was told 
to travel to the seashore at a certain place where he would find a ship to make 
his escape. At first, the captain turned him away, but later took him aboard. 
They sailed away ending his years as a captive. Even though he had come to

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Ireland as a foreigner, he left an Irishman, speaking the Irish language, and full 
of the Irish spirit. 

Although it had taken only three days to get to Ireland when he was 
captured, his return journey was so hectic it took them twenty-eight days, going 
through forests and deserts. Along the way, he was to perform the first of his 
miracles, finding food for his group when there was none by making a herd of 
swine appear from nowhere and thus feed his starving comrades. 

He was welcomed with a joyous reunion at his return and was quite 
glad to be home again. His kin promised to never let him leave their sight, but 
St. Patrick could not be at peace with himself. His thoughts were with Ireland 
and its people. His thoughts in the day and his dreams in the night were of the 
country and the people he had served as a slave. One night he had a vivid dream 
where it appeared that the people of Ireland were saying “Come to us, O holy 
youth, and walk among us”.* After these dreams and visions, St. Patrick left his 
home and people to study for the ministry. 

The history of his years spent in Europe is vague and contradictory. 
We do know that he studied for many years under holy men around the 
Mediterranean islands. He applied to Rome in 430 A.D. through Germanus, his 
mentor, to be commissioned to Ireland. Pope Celestine turned down his request 
as he had already sent Palladius to Ireland. Later news received by the Pope 
indicated that Palladius had died. St. Patrick, then around 60 years old, traveled 
to Rome carrying his recommendation of Germanus that Patrick be given the 
Irish commission. 

Traditions have told us that on his way to Rome, St. Patrick stopped at 
a new house of a young married couple who had children and grandchildren 
who were old and decrepit. The young couple lived on an island in the 
Tyrrhenian Sea. The couple had been married in the time of Jesus and had given 
him hospitality as he passed their way just after they had been married. Jesus 
blessed the young couple and their new house and told them that they would 
remain young and their house new, until the Judgment Day. He left in their care 
his staff, the famous Bachaiill Iosa, which is still preserved. He told them the 
staff should be kept for the day when Patrick would come their way and need be 
entertained. Upon Patrick’s arrival, the young man told him that God wanted 
him to go and preach in the land of the Gael and gave St. Patrick the staff that 
Jesus had left in their care to be held for St. Patrick. One never sees St. Patrick 
portrayed without his crooked staff. 

This time the Pope granted his request, and made him Archbishop for 
the Irish mission. Pope Celestine also conferred upon him the name Patricius, 
an old title conferred with the highest honor. Twenty priests and deacons were 
sent along with him to assist in his new undertaking. (There is some confusion 
as to the number of assistants, some say twenty, some say twenty-four). St. 
Patrick at the approximate age of sixty-one, arrived in Ireland 432 A.D. His 
arrival was during the reign of Laoghaire, son of Niall, High King.

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What little we know of Patrick himself, is from the only two texts he left: The 
Confession of St. Patrick and his Letter to Coroticus. 
In 432, he returned to Ireland with twenty-four companions. Rebuked at 
Wicklow, he sailed north making his final landing at Strangford Lough, County 
Down. Supposedly the local chieftain, Dichu, inhospitably set dogs on Patrick, 
mistaking him and his people for British pirates. 

“Taking refuge in a barn, the saint cried out a curse in 

Latin and the dogs stiffened into stone. Dichu then 

lifted his sword, found his right arm suddenly paralyzed 

and decided on the spot to embrace the faith. St. Patrick 

restored him to health, and the chief presented him 

with the barn where the miracle had happened.” 


Whether by miracle or not, St. Patrick had arrived in Ireland. St. 
Patrick knew that in order to convert the people, he must convert the royalty, 
lords and chiefs. St. Patrick’s first step was to make a bold stand at Tara to face 
down the fierce opposition of the son of the man who had brought him to Ireland 
as a Slave. 

Laoghaire, son of Niall of the Nine Hostages, feared the new religion 
as he had seen that in a very short time, St. Patrick was making converts at an 
alarming rate. Laoghaire’s own druid, Matha Mac Umotr, predicted the arrival 
of a man who would seduce all of the people, free the slaves, bring dignity to 
those of low degree and that his teachings would reign forever. 

“One shall arrive here, having his head shaven in a circle, 
bearing a crooked staff, and his table shall be in the eastern 
part of his house, and his people shall stand behind him, and 
he shall sing forth from his table wickedness, and all his 
household shall answer — So be it!- and this man, when he 
cometh, shall destroy our gods and overturn their altars...He 
will seduce the people and bring them after him...He will free 
the slaves...He will magnify kindreds of low degree...and he 
shall subdue unto himself the kings that resist him...and his 
doctrines shall reign for ever and ever.”° 


To his credit, Patrick never faltered in his zeal to bring Christianity to 
the pagans of Ireland. The stories surrounding Patrick’s amazing feats are 
mostly of questionable veracity. Remember, the Irish were fond of warriors and 
heroic tales. Each succeeding bearer of the tale added his own embellishments. 
It is believed that once Patrick challenged the heathen stronghold of Cashel, seat 
of King Aengus Mac Nafraeich, the over-king of Munster, and prevailed, he was 
on the road to victory over the pagans.

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There are stories and anecdotes about St. Patrick, too numerous to 
count. One of our favorites concerns the conversion of Aengus.’ St. Patrick 
knew full well that his success in Ireland depended on converting the kings. 
Cashel was a stronghold of heathens. King Aengus, the over-king of Munster, 
ruled Cashel. Munster was one of the five provinces of Ireland and on par with 
Tara as one of the most powerful provinces in Ireland. Cashel was the 
traditional rival of Tara in the perennial dispute over the division of Ireland. 
Tara ruled the north and Cashel ruled the south. Patrick knew that conversion of 
Aengus was paramount to his plan to convert Ireland. As was typical of 
Patrick’s wanderings, when he reached Cashel, an enormous crowd came out to 
meet him. Patrick preached to the king and his followers. Following his 
preaching and exhortation that the multitude be baptized, the assemblage 
proceed down to waters to be baptized. When the ceremony was finished, it was 
noticed that Aengus did not join them, but was still standing where they left him. 
It was then found out, that when they all started down to be baptized, St. Patrick 
had thrust his pastoral staff, with its sharp iron point, into what he thought was 
the earth. Instead he had thrust it through the foot of Aengus. St. Patrick cried 
to the King, “Why did you not tell me this?” Aengus answered simply, 
“Because I thought it was part of the ceremony.” 

An ancient poem was composed to commemorate 
this event. 
“The bishop’s blessing on Eber’s seed 
Through the foot of Aengus dire the wound 
The point of Patrick’s staff was thrust: 
And the floor was flooded with his blood 
The fact is now no whispered tale.” 


The celebrated poet Torna O’Mulconaire said: 
“His royal foot transfix’d, the gushing blood 
Enrich’d the pavement with a noble flood.”

Approached from any direction, the Rock of Cashel is awe-inspiring. 


King Aengus had twenty sons and twenty daughters. Of these 
children, he bestowed twelve of the sons and twelve of the daughters to God and 
to St. Patrick. Aengus also ordained that St. Patrick should receive a capitation 
tax from his people of three pence from every person that received baptism in 
Munster. This tax was paid in the amount of five hundred sheep, five hundred 
pieces of linen, five hundred pieces of cloth, five hundred balls of iron, to be 
given every third year from the kings of Munster to the successor of St. Patrick. 
This head tax continued to be paid down to the time of King Cormac. 
Afterwards this king maintained two bishops, ten priests and seventy-two young 
clerks, as part of his household, whose positions were to say mass and to pray to 
God continually. 

St.Patrick was intelligent and realized that his welcome at each king or 
lords door was enhanced by the bearing of gifts, which he collected and brought 
across each threshold. He confesses this excess of gift giving in his 
Confession, and excuses it in the name of salvation. One could say that St. 
Patrick bought his way into the good graces of his converts. Perhaps he did. 
Whatever his plan, it worked. 

St. Patrick was not alone in his zeal to convert Ireland. Earlier we 
mentioned that he arrived in Ireland with twenty-odd companions. Although we 
hear nothing of them, we can only conclude that they too went forth to convert 
the pagans. 

St. Patrick had predecessors that we know for sure. It is recorded that 
when St. Patrick arrived in Ireland, there were groups, mainly in the south, who 
already had churches following the new faith. Four names are known for 
certain. St. Ciaran of Saighir and Ossory, was born around 375 A.D. in County 
Cork. He was baptized at the age of 30 and studied in Rome. He returned to 
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Ireland and founded a church at the present site of Kilkenny. St. Ailbe of Emly 
whose life is said to have spanned 167 years, from 360 to 527 A.D. Based on 
the life span of 167 years, he is probably a composite of more than one person. 
Ailbe was born in County Tipperary. He too studied in Rome and was directed 
by the pope, along with fifty holy men from Ireland, to preach to the heathens. 
Ailbe traversed Ireland, converting as he went, finally settling in Emly, County 
Tipperary near the place of his birth. St. Ibar, who also preceded St, Patrick, 
probably born in Ulster, of high lineage. He worked in the area of Wexford and 
few verifiable facts remain about him. He objected to a foreigner, St, Patrick, 
being named patron of Ireland. He later recanted. St. Declan was greatly 
beloved in Ireland. He is given credit for many miracles and lived before St. 
Patrick. He was of royal lineage. He was born to the clan of the Deisi, and was 
descended from the kings of Tara. As a newborn, he was responsible for 
miracles. When grown, he went to Rome to continue studies and was ordained 
bishop by the pope who sent hm back to Ireland to preach to the pagans. He was 
a contemporary of Ailbe and they enjoyed a deep friendship that lasted their 
lifetime. Throughout his life, he traveled the island, converting pagans in large 
numbers. Declan lived a long life and it is probably a second Declan overlapped 
the first. 


EASE OF CONVERSION 


The ease with which St. Patrick was able to convert pagan Ireland to 
Christianity needs some explanation. The beliefs of Christianity fit nicely into 
the niches of pagan Ireland. The Celts had a very strong belief that the spirit 
lived after death. Their idea of life after death melded nicely with the Christian 
belief in Heaven. The Celts had very strong family ties, treated elders and 
women with dignity. They believed in the family unit. There were few, if any 
towns in Ireland during St. Patrick’s time, the Christian bishops set up their sees 
in the geographical and political unit of the Irish tuath. (A tuath was a geo- 
political unit based on the family and only large enough so that a most could 
ride to the assembly place of the tvath and return in one day.) The new Bishop 
in many cases had been the chief and knew his flock well. Since all of Ireland 
was rural, the new Bishop worked in the fields with his flock, as St. Patrick had 
done. His flock was his family. Thus, Ireland was ripe for the arrival of 
Christianity. 

St. Patrick was astute enough to incorporate some of the pagan holidays 
into his Christian calendar. Halloween was a pagan holiday. It survives today 
as a Christian holy day to celebrate the departed souls. It also survives as trick 
or treat night. 
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DIDN’T TURN THE OTHER CHEEK 


The early saints of Ireland were not ones to turn the other cheek. They 
issued blessings with the right hand, and were equally fast to raise the left hand 
in a curse. These legends were passed down by a warrior class people who 
believed in miracles and spells, as had been cast by their druids for thousands of 
years. To gain their respect, the early saints had to be equally strong in power as 
the ancient druids. St. Patrick and his Christian followers were quick to smite 
evil with a curse. 


THE MYTH 


Like most of the early saints of Ireland, St. Patrick is given credit for 
many miracles. We have already mentioned the miracle of St. Patrick’s arrival 
in Ireland. Many more were recorded by later historians. Again, bear in mind 
the Irish proclivity for embellishing a good story. We really do not know for 
sure what miracles Patrick (or any of the other saints) actually performed. We 
do know what he did not do! 

We do not know for sure whether or not St. Patrick used to shamrock to 
explain the holy trinity to the pagans. We do know for sure that St. Patrick did 
not drive the snakes out of Ireland. No man did. It was the ice. The tradition, 
as recorded by the Monk Jocelyn, tells that from the top of the mountain of 
Croag Patrick in Connaught, St. Patrick spent the forty days of Lent, watching, 
fasting, and praying. It was from this mountaintop that he commanded all the 
serpents and venomous things in Ireland to depart, driving them into the ocean, 
and ridding Ireland of all viperous things forever. This legend was invented 
many years after St. Patrick’s death. At the time, it was a convenient 
explanation of.the then-unaccountable fact of Ireland’s freedom from snakes. 
The truth is that the island lost its reptiles and amphibians around twenty 
thousand years earlier when it was covered by an ice cap. The receding ice left 
water levels too high for reptiles to return. Only things that could fly or swim 
returned to Ireland. Most scholars attribute the snake legend to inventiveness of 
those who wrote about Patrick many years after his death. 

Several centuries before the coming of St. Patrick to Ireland, Solinus, 
the Roman writer, recorded that there were no snakes in Ireland. Ancient Irish 
historians have recorded that the Irish came to Ireland from Scythia through 
Egypt, Crete and Spain. They were called Gaedhal, or Gael. They were given 
this name because their remote ancestor, in the days of Moses, was Gaodhal 
Glas. While in Egypt, Gaodhal Glas, as a child, was bitten by a serpent and was 
taken to Moses, who cured him. 

Keating, in his History of Ireland reports this incident as taken from the 
Royal Records of Tara. 

“The hissing serpent, eager of his prey 
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Ascends the couch where sleeping Gadel lay; 

In winding mazes then himself he roll’d 

And leap’d upon him in a dreadful fold, 

And shook his forked tongue, and then around 
His neck he twists, and gives a deadly wound; 
From his black gums he press’d the killing foam, 
And from his mouth the blasting vapours come. 
The subtle poison spreads through every vein, 

No art, no juice of herbs, can ease the pain, 

Till Moses, with his never-failing wand, 

Touched the raw wound which heal’d at his command, 
But a green spot the tender skin distain’d 

From Hence the princely youth receiv’d his name, 
And was called Gaodhal Glas. “” 


Moses then promised that no serpent or other poisonous thing should infest the 
happy western island that his posterity would one day inhabit. 

It is important to note, that St. Patrick himself, made no mention of the 
snake miracle in his works. 

Most of the information we have of Patrick is that, which was recorded 
by the monks who were his successors. St. Patrick became the patron saint of 
Ireland. The beliefs in St. Patrick are so strong and ubiquitous that only the 
brave or the foolish dare challenge them. 


THE CONSEQUENCES 


Only in very recent times, have scholars dared to challenge the legend 
of St. Patrick and put some of his actions into proper context. There is little 
doubt that St. Patrick was well meaning, humble and dedicated to his mission. 

In. 438 A.D., at the request of St. Patrick, all the writings and old books 
of Ireland were brought to one place. From this request, Ard-righ (High King), 
Laegair called a general convention where the kings, clergy and bard-sages of 
Ireland were assembled for the purpose of rectifying all the official records of 
Ireland. When this convention, called “The Senchas Mor’, met, nine members 
of this great convention were selected. Their official duty was by tradition, to 
purify and set in order the national records of Ireland. 


The nine selected were: Three Kings: Laegari, King of Ireland, Dari, 
King of Ulster, Corc, King of Munster; Three Bishops: St. Patrick, Benen and 
Cairnech; Three Ollamhs (Doctors of history): Dubthach, Fergus and Rosa. 
Their first order of business was to purge the old archives of all that was 
regarded as heathen worship. That was the surest way for the truth of 
Revelation to abolish all traces of the hitherto prevailing pagan superstitions.

Keating says that the annals and public records of the kingdom were delivered to 
St. Patrick, in the belief they would be revised by him in accord with the ancient 
practices. St. Patrick refused to correct the books and by his own judgment 
“without the assistance of the most learned professors in the kingdom”,’” St. 
Patrick burned the books! On this occasion approximately 180 to 200 
volumes of very ancient literature and histories were burned and lost to 
posterity forever. 

Although the books did contain much that was Pagan, they did hold 
wonderful historical information about our ancestors. In Pagan times, no person 
could hold the rank of Ollamh, (doctor of history or Druid high-priest) who had 
been discovered to have falsified a single fact or genealogy. In like manner, no 
person could hold the rank of Breithemh (doctor of law or judge) who had once 
given a corrupt judgment. Tradition says that in times past, whenever Sen 
delivered a partial judgment, blisters burst forth over his right cheek, and when 
his judgment was just, his cheek remained smooth. Connla, of Mild Judgments 
never delivered a partial sentence, for he was a just man according to the light of 
nature. Senchan never gave a false judgment, without having fasted three nights. 
Whenever his son, Factna the Wise, gave a false judgment during the harvest, 
the fruit of the district where he rested that night, fell to the earth; but if his 
judgments were true, then the fruit remained on the trees. If the trees were in 
bloom when he gave the false judgment, the cows of the district slung their 
calves. Morann, the son of Maen, never gave judgment without his Morann’s 
Collar around his neck. This collar would squeeze tightly around his throat 
when he was about to deliver an unjust decree. 

It is tragic that St. Patrick destroyed the old books. Tradition called for 
all the old books to be purged every three years at Tara. Any falsehoods in the 
books would have been purged at Tara. These books were very credible as they 
related to the history of Ireland. The Ard-Righ (High King) dwelt at Tara, 
maintaining a separate household in the Hall of Mi-Cuarta, which was reserved 
as his royal residence. Each provincial King had a royal residence at Tara. The 
King of Munster occupied the Long-Muimmech. The King of Leinster dwelled 
at the Long Laighnech. The King of Connaught resided at Coisir-Connactach or 
Connaught Banquet House. The King of Ulster stayed at the Ulster House. 
There were three other chief buildings at Tara: The Carcar-na- ngaill, the 
Stronghold of the Hostages where the king of Ireland kept his prisoners; the 
second building was called Relta-na-b-filedh, Star of the Bards where the 
brehons, ollamhs and bards held their meetings and imposed fines and censures 
upon those who violated the laws and customs of the nation. 

The third building was the Grianan-na-n-inghen, or Palace of the Ladies. 
The provincial queens resided there, each in her private apartment, within the 
enclosure of the building. 

When the whole convention met to make or confirm laws and rules for 
the nation. It held its sessions in the Tech-mi-cuarta, which was the hall of

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public deliberation. In this hall, the members of the convention sat in the 
following order: The king of Ireland sat upon his throne in the center of the 
assembly, with his face to the west. The King of Munster sat to the south of him 
(the ends of the building faced east and west). The King of Leinster sat opposite 
him. The King of Connaught sat behind him. Behind the King of Connaught sat 
the Ollamhs of Ireland. The King of Ulster sat at the King’s right hand, to the 
north of him. A number of the real nobility of his own proper fifth sat near each 
of these princes. 

St Patrick by-passed this triennial session, instead, he called his own 
assembly. There was no meeting to assess the facts and histories, but simply a 
presentation of the books to be destroyed by fire. St. Patrick openly admits he 
was not a learned scholar. He had no idea of what the books contained. 
Unfortunately, he did not counsel with scholars of the day concerning the 
importance of the history books that he destroyed. 

At last, he had cast out all remaining vestiges of paganism and idolatry 
out of Ireland. With the bathwater, went the baby. St. Patrick had destroyed 
much of the written history of Ireland that had occurred prior to his coming to 
the Island. Modern scholars lament the lack of records prior to the period 
beginning with St. Patrick, around 450 A.D. The history of Ireland, prior to that 
date is pretty much a murky past of facts, woven into legends. These legends 
have been have been retold and embellished until what we have left is a 
combination of history and fantasy. 

Much of what we have today as written history of Ireland prior to the 
area of 450 A.D. is based on the Annals of the Four Masters, which are in 
themselves the recordings of the tales truth, fantasy and fiction. It has been a 
daunting task of scholars and historians to separate the facts from the fiction. 
The Confessions of St. Patrick is a highly recommended read for everyone. It is 
a short work. Much can be learned of the true spirit of St. Patrick from his 
confession.

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Cearnachains in Ireland 


It has been extremely difficult tracing the Cearnachains in Ireland prior 

to the Plantation years. In fact, it is almost akin to searching for the Holy Grail! 
We do have certain facts that are indisputable and we have family histories and 
verbal histories that are yet unproven. Some of the family stories show promise 
as the history of the island shows that these tales have some basis in fact. 
Ireland before the 1600s was torn asunder with wars, political unrest, and 
alliances with foreign nations, and internecine wars. Hardly a day went by 
without a battle of some sort being fought, with all of the political intrigue that 
accompanied it. 

It became so intolerable that in 1607 an event took place that baffled 
the people at the time and continues to do so today. The “Flight of the Earls” 
has been dubbed “the most enigmatic event in history”. Hugh O’Neill, Earl of 
Tyrone, who was surrounded by enemies on all sides, fled the Island. (The 
O’Neills were one of the clans that pushed Cearnachain out of the territory.) 
This was an act totally foreign to the Irish who had always elected to stand and 
fight. He chartered a ship in Brussels, gathered up more than ninety of his 
friends, relatives and other chieftains, and boarded the ship in Lough Swilly. At 
midnight, September 14, 1607, the sails were unfurled, anchors raised and they 
sailed away under French colors. 


The Four Masters commented on the event: 
“That was a distinguished company for one ship. For true it is 
that the sea has not borne, nor the wind wafted from Ireland in 
modern times a party more eminent, illustrious and noble than 
they were, in point of genealogy, or more distinguished for 
deeds of renown, feats of arms and valourous achievements. 
. Woe to the heart that mediated, woe to the mind that planned, 
woe to the counsel that determined on that project.” 


The Earls left family members standing on the shore, (one Earl left a 
pregnant wife), but they did not leave a single record of all who boarded the 
ship. We do know that they sought asylum on the Continent and eventually 
some, but not all, settled in Rome. This event opened up Ireland to plantation by 
the English crown. The English were delighted with this exodus as Attorney 
General, Sir John Davies wrote. “We are glad to see the day when the 
countenance and majesty of the law and civil government hath banished Tyrone 
from Ireland, which the best army in Europe and at the expense of two million 
sterling pounds did not bring to pass.” Two million sterling pounds would 
equate to almost 4 million dollars, an enormous sum in the 1600s. 


How does the flight of the Earls relate to the Cearnachain Clan? We 
are not exactly sure. We do know that the area on the west shore of Lough 
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Swilly, from which the ship departed, was the ancestral home to the 
Cearnachain Clan. It would seem that since they were chieftains and rulers of 
the area that they may have had some involvement in the flight. Again, did 
they? Let us look at Cearnachain. 

Many of the “genealogists for hire” and the sellers of “genuine Irish 
heraldry” claim that Carnahan is descended from a variety of other old Irish 
families, such as Tighernan. That is simply not so. Carnahan is a stand-alone 
name, and one to be borne with pride. 

According to the Topographical Poems of Seaghan “mor 
O’Dubhagain and Giolla na Naomh O’Huidhrin, Edited by John O’ Donovan 
1862, Cearnachain was a powerful clan in Donegal. O’Dubhagain belonged to a 
family that was historians to the O’Kellys of Ui Maine descent. He died in 
Roscommon in 1372. His most important work is known as the Topographical 
Poems, a compilation of verse describing the tribes and territories of the Irish. 
He had finished most of his work prior to his death, but his contemporary 
Giolla-na-naomh O Huidhrin finished his work on the last part concerning 
Leinster. Scholars have described this poem as the absolutely best source 
concerning the chief Irish families before the coming of the English. His work 
gives scholars more information on ancient Irish names and territories than any 
other work. 

O’Dubhagain’s verses address virtually every barony and kingdom in 
Ireland. He describes the locale and the terrain. He devotes 354 lines of verse 
to Ulster, 328 to Connacht, 152 lines to Meath, and only 56 to Leinster, that part 
of his work finished by his contemporary after his death. 

The Ulster verses include that part of Ireland known as the Tir 
Chonaill. This spelling was later changed to Tirconel, and is now known as the 
present county of Donegal. Tir Chonaill was the homeland to the tribes of 
Cinel-Conaill, i.e., the race of Conall, son of Niall of the Nine Hostages. 
O’Dubhagain (anglicized to O’Dugan) describes Tir Chonail as follows. 

“Our journey is a tour of prosperity, 

Let us leave the vigorous host of the great Macha, 
Let us not refuse good luck to the people, 

Let us proceed to Cinel-Conaill. 


3” 


Let them come, a journey of prosperity; 
Rugged is the land of this tribe; 

To meet us at the Cataract of Aedh, 

The property of the splendid-faced people.” 


The Cataract of Aedh is the waterfall of Eas Aedha, i.e., the cataract of 
Red Hugh. It is now the salmon-leap at Ballyshannon, (just east of Bundoran in 
Donegal County). The original inhabitants of that area were the O’Canannains. 
This could be easily confused with the name Carnahan due to spelling, but it is 
not so as we will see later. 
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O’Dubhagain wanders about Donegal, describing the terrain and the 
people. His writings describe the old names, which have now been anglicized to 
the spellings we know today. 

The terrain was mountainous, rocky and only the tough survived. Here 
we come to O’Cearnachain: 


“Two other chieftains, it is certain to you, 
Are over the victorious Tuath-Blachach,° 
Of them is O’Cearnachan of valor, 

Some of whose properties I have proved. 


Of them is the royal host of prosperous tribes, 
The bountiful Muintir Dalachain. 

I mention, without good verses, to you, 

Their names and their country.’ 


“O’Cearnachan of valor”, has survived as Carnahan, Kernohan, 
Carnaghan, O’Kernohan, and other variants. Sometimes the poem is translated 
with a different spelling of O’Cearnachain. Dalachain has disappeared entirely. 
Based on the date of O’ Dubhagain’s death, he noted Cearnachan as being in 
power in the early to mid 1300s. We know that Cearnachan was a well-known 
chief, valiant in battle and obviously very victorious in his efforts and was still 
in power in the early to mid 1300s. O’Dubhagain’s poems describe each of the 
clans with an epitath specific to that clan. For example, the clan of Fearadhaigh 
“noble are their genealogies”;, ““O’Maildoraidh, if they were living would come, 
but they will not come” describes a clan that had disappeared; “Tir 
MacCarthainn of plundering slaughters”; and so on. 

The Reverend Jeoffry Keating, D.D. tells us how the name came into 
being. 

“It was: one of the commendable customs of the ancient Irish to 
encourage the youth of the kingdom and train them up in a military life, that 
they might defend their country in time of distress, and make conquests, and 
become formidable abroad. To incite their valour, and to inspire them with 
generous and war-like sentiments, it was established, that whoever was the 
victor in single combat, should be distinguished with the spoils of the 
vanquished as a trophy and testimony of his bravery. This honour and 
encouragement was the occasion of violent contests and disputes, and stirred up 
emulation in the minds of the youth, which seldom ended without dueling and 
bloodshed. 

The principal heroes in these times were Connall Cearnach, Concuillin 
and Laoghre Buadhach, in Eamhain. The first of these champions insisted upon 
a pre-eminence above the other two and to convince them that he was of

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superior courage, he commanded the brains of a great soldier, called 
Meisgeadhra, to be brought as an evidence of his merits: This Meisgeadhra had 
the character of one of the bravest persons in the island, and had distinguished 
himself upon all occasions, but was killed in a trial of skill by Connall Cearnach. 
Conguellin and Laoghre Buadhach being satisfied of the truth of this victory, 
submitted and gave up their pretensions to the laurel, for they thought it in vain 
to contend with so illustrious a champion who had slain the best swordsman of 
the age. 

The reason why this great hero called for the brains of his adversary, in 
proof of his courage, was in compliance with a remarkable custom in those 
times, that whenever a champion overcame his adversary in single combat, he 
took out his brains, and by mixing them with lime, made a round ball, which by 
drying in the sun became exceeding solid and hard, and was always produced in 
public meetings and conventions, as an honourable distinction and a trophy of 
experienced valour and certain victory.’””* 


Keating also quotes the verse of an ancient poet observing the great 
battle of Connall wherein he overcame a fight against three treacherous sons of 
Bealchu, a renowned swordsman of Conacht. 


“Connall Cearnach was renowned in arms, 
And, with a courage not to be subdued, 
He fell upon the ruffians in the chamber, 
Three brothers, sons of Bealchu Briefne, 
And slew them all.” 


The territory of the Cearnachain Clan was the Tuath-Blachach. 
The name was shortened to Tuath, later to Doagh, and later anglicized 
to Doe. It is a well-known district in the north of the barony of 
Kilmacrenan, between the quarters of Cloghineely and Sheephaven. 

Doe Castle sits at the southern end of Sheephaven Bay, at the 
foot of the Muckish Mountain just inland of the castle. It was protected 
on 3 sides by the sea and a moat on the fourth side. It was described by 
attacking English forces in 1587 as the strongest fortress in all of 
Ireland. It dates from 1440 or even a bit earlier when it became home 
to Mac Sweeney Doe, a Scot gallowglass mercenary employed by the 
O’Donnell clan. It was occupied by Mac Sweeney Doe descendants 
until 1890 when it was abandoned to fall into disrepair. Based on the 
dates, it is possible that some of the early Cearnachain clan knew this 
castle.

This photo does not show the entire castle, as the southern quarter is 
currently under repair and under scaffolding. Even today, in ruins, it is a 
spectacular sight. 

Within this territory is located some of the most beautiful and 
foreboding real estate in all of Ireland. It is swept by the fierce winds of the 
North Atlantic and has some of the coldest weather in all of Ireland. Few crops 
grow. The steep hillsides do offer fodder for small flocks of sheep. 

In soliciting for help for Ireland after the Great Famine, the clergy 
described the area as follows: 

**’..the bleakest and most mountainous in Donegal or in Ireland. The 

entire surface is broken up by huge, abrupt and irregular hills of 

granite, covered with a texture of heath, while the space between is but 

a shaking and spongy marsh. The inhabitants of these wilds are all 

Celts of the ‘pure old race, with the pure faith,’ who cultivate small 

patches of arable land along the shore...” 


This is an area where the old Gaelic language is still spoken; the road 
signs are in Gaelic and the population still very sparse as is the vegetation. It is 
cold and damp. However, it is those same inhospitable conditions that allowed 
these Gaels to elude the British, who never conquered these fierce, freedom 
loving Celts. The Irish practiced guerilla warfare against the British and simply 
evaporated into the mists and bogs. The British, maintaining their decorum, 
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gave chase on horseback, only to become mired in the bogs. Walking in the 
area today, one must stay on rocks or footpaths or risk the bogs.

The earliest inhabitants of this region and the islands offshore were 
known for piracy. That apparently carried down through the ages. It is known 
that the inhabitants used to set up false lights to lure in ships to crash on the 
granite rocks. The coast is populated with many sandy coves. Plunder would 
wash ashore, providing booty for the finders. This practice was popular with 
most clans that inhabited the rocky coastline of Donegal. 

The Spanish had an early presence in the area, setting up fisheries in 
Lough Swilly. It is interesting to note that many of the Carnahans who were 
early settlers in America, were of dark and brooding countenance. This is 
reflected in their pictures that have survived and in the descriptions of early 
family members. Although many ancestors have been described as tall and 
powerful men (reflecting their Celtic roots), they are also described as being 
dark. This shows the influence of mingling with the Spanish who has a presence 
in their territory from the earliest times. 

Earliest mentions of Cearnachains are found in the Annals of the Four 
Masters. Note, references to Ua Cananna(i)n could be O’Cannon, not Carnahan, 
but are included below. The Ua Cananna(i)n are shown as descendants of Niall, 
which could account for some genealogists taking a “left turn” at Niall to trace 
the Carnahan (Ua Cearnachain) clan. 


Annals of Ulster 

Kalends April A.D. 664 

“Death of Cernach son of Diarmait son of Aed Slaine son of 
Diarmait Cerrbel son of Conall of Cremthann; and an 
earthquake in Britain; and Comgan moccu Teimni and Berach, 
abbot of Bennchor, rested.” 


Annals of Ulster 
Kalends March 667 A.D. ‘“Cernach sotal son of Diarmait 
rested.” 


Annals of Ulster 
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Kalends April 668 A.D. “ The battle of Imlech Pich in which 
fell Dub da Inber, king of Ard Cianachta, and Uarchride, 
descendant of Oisene; and Congalach son of Conaing escaped 
by flight, Niall, son of Cernach, was victor.”

Kalends of January AD 865 alias 866 

“Cernachan, son of Cumuscach, King of Raith Arthir, was 
treacherously killed by Moracan, son of Aedacan.”

“Mael Ruanaid son of Flann, son of Mael Sechnaill, heir 
designate of Ireland, was killed by the Luigne, i.e. by the 
Sons of Cernachan son of Tadc and by the son of Lorcan son 
of Cathal. Many nobles fell there, i.e., Maelchron son of 
Domnall, King of Cenel Laegaire, the superior of Ros Ech, 
i.e., Dub Cuilinn and many others. All were killed by fire.” 


Kalends of January AD 911 alias 912 
“Cernachan son of Duiligen heir designate of Int Airthir was 
put to death in Loch Cirr (?)” 


(Note the two references to Cernachan, 50 years apart, as being heir to 
the Kingdom of Airthir!) 


Kalends of January AD 929 alias 930 

“Cernachan son of Tigernan, king of Breifne, died”. 

(Author’s note: This could be a source of a “wrong turn” by 

genealogists as it appears to be a “fosterage” lineage as we 
_ have proven Cernachans were from Donegal and the Fanad 

Head area.) 


We mention the fosterage situation again for emphasis. Cearnach was 
the hero of the day. No doubt, many families of high standing, other kings 
especially, would have sent their children to live with Cearnach. He was the 
ranking hero and his tribe was made up of “victorious warriors”. The child may 
have lived with one of Cearnach’s chieftains, but nonetheless would have been 
trained in skills of battle, taught to be fearless and victorious. This would have 
cemented a long-standing relationship between the parents of the child and all of 
their descendants. Having said that, we also need to consider was there more 
than one Cearnach. The records do not specifically mention a second Cearnach. 
We can only assume (note assume) that these mentions of Cearnachan in places 
other than Donegal were due to fosterage bonds. 
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Kalends of January fourth feria, second of the moon, AD 1001 
alias 1002 
“Cernahan son of Flann, king of Luigne went into Fernmag 
on a foray and slew Muirchertach ua Ciarda, heir designate of 
Cairpre.” 


Kalends of January fifth feria of the moon AD 1012 alias 1013 
“Ualgarg ua Ciardai, king of Cairpre and Niall ua Ruaire made 
a great foray into Gailenga and a few nobles of Mael 
Sechniall’s household who had been drinking at the time were 
intoxicated came upon them and arrogantly gave battle to 
them; and (of these) there fell Donnchad son of Donnchadd 
Finn heir designate of Temair and Cernachan son of Flann, 
king of Luigne, and Sena ua Leochain King of Gailenga and 
many others. Afterwards Mael Sechnaill overtook the 
invaders, the spoils were abandoned to him and Ualgarg ua 
Ciardai, king of Cairpri, fell by his hand and many others.” 


‘In the Annals of Airthis (Airtheara) Co. Armagh, baronies of 
Orior 864-866 A.D. 
“Cearnachan, son of Cumasgach, lord of Raith Airthir” 


In the Annals of Luigne 
Undated — “Ua Baroin (O’Breen) and Ua Cernachain 
(O’Kernaghan) of Luigne Mide” 


Kalends 896 A.D 

““Maelruanaidh, son of Flann, son of Maelsearchnaill, was 
killed. He was burned in a house set on fire by the Luighne, 
1.e., by the sons of Cernachan, son of Tadhg and by the son 
of Lorcan, son of Cathal, lord of Meath.” 


Kalends of January fifth feria, twenty-ninth of the moon AD 
1037 
“Cernachan Got was killed by ua Flannacain of Ui Maine.” 


Kalends 1156 A.D. 
“Cernachan Ua Brain’, tigherna Luighne, died. (tigherna 
translates “Lord’’). 

This reference to tigherna, i.e., Lord, could be the 
reference that misleads amateur genealogists and commercial 


” Ua Brain shows that this Cernachan was of the Ua Brain clan. This could have been a 
fosterage relationship, or perhaps another Cernachan. More than likely it was the former. 
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entrepreneurs to assume that Cearnachain is a derivitve of 
Tighernan, which is incorrect.. 


Annals of Inisfallen 

Kalends of January on Saturday, and the tenth of the moon 
thereon AD 1037 “Cearnachan Got was slain by the Ui 
Maine (Otherwise by Sitriuc Ua Flannacain of Ui Maine.” 


Kalends of 1159 AD 

“A hosting by Muircertach Ua Lachlainn along with nobles 
of Cenel-Eogain to Ath—Fhirdeadh in aid of the Aighialla. 
Howbeit, the Connachtmen and the Conmaicni and all the Ui 
Briuin and a large battalion of Munstermen came as far as 
Ath-na-Caisberna to give battle to them. On the other side, the 
' Cenel-Eogain and Airgialla under Ua Lacklainn advanced to 
attack the same Fort. But defeat is inflicted upon the 
Connachtmen and upon the Conmaicni and upon the Ui 
Briuin, as they were all namely, six large battalions of them 
and the two other battalions inflict stark slaughter upon them; 
to wit, slaughter of Connachtmen, around Gilla-Crist, son of 
Diarmaid, son of Tadhg (Mac Diarmata) and around 
Muircertach, son of Tadhg (Mac Diarmata) and the son of 
Domnall Ua Flaithbertaigh, that is the son of the king of the 
west of Connacht and Brian Mainech, (namely Muiredhach), 
king of the Ui Briuin-na-Sinna and Branan, son of Gilla Crist 
Mac Branain, that is, king of Corco-Achlann and the son of 
Finnan Ua Sibhelen, king of the Ui Echach of Muaidh; and 
many other nobles were slain; and slaughter of the Ui Briuin, 
. around the son of Tigernan Ua Cumrain and around the son of 
Gilla-Finnen Ua Rothaigh and the son of Suibne Ua Galain 
and the son of Cu-buidhe Ua Tomadain and the son of Aedh 
of the onsets, sub-king(?) of Conmaicni and Ua Donnchada 
and Finnbharr, son of Finnbharr Ua Gerudhain, chief of 
Muinnter-Gerudhain. 

And a large force of (and the son of Gilla-Ciarain Ua 
Cennetigh). And ‘Son of the night? Ua Cernachain was 
killed on the morrow on a foray. And the Cenel-Eogain took 
away countless cattle-spoil on that foray. And the Cenel- 
Eogain returned indeed with great triumph to their homes after 
that.” 


Kalends of 1198 A.D. 


“Gilla Mac Liac Ua Brenan put the succession away from him 
and Gilla-Crist Ua Cernaigh by choice of laity and clergy of 
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the North of Ireland was ordained in his stead in the abbacy of 
Columcille.” 


Annals of Inisfallen. 
Kalends June 1203 A.D.“The bishop Ua Carmacain rested in 
Christ in Cluain Ferta Brenainn”’. 


Annals of Inisfallen 
Kalends February 1208 “The priest Ua Cuanachain died this 
year in Cluain Uama on a pilgrimage.” 


Annals of Ulster 

Kalends March 1211 A.D. “The hostages of Connacht came 
(back) to Ireland; namely, Diarmaid, son of Conchubhar (Mac 
Diarmata), Conchubhar Ua Eaghra and Fin Ua Carmacan and 
Toibeard, son of a Foreigh-Gaidhel.” 


Annals of Ulster 
Kalends June 1224 A.D. “Finn Ua Carmacan rested.” 


Annals of Ulster 
October 1234 A.D. “Mael-Petair Ua Carmaca(i)n, Master (of 
the school) of Ros-Comain, rested in Christ.”

May 1247 A.D. “Ruaighri Ua Cananna(i)n took the kingship 
of Tir-Conaill.”

Some of the entries above have been repeated to show that these 
were not isolated comments, but were repeated in several Annals, i.e., Annals of 
Ulster, Annals of Inisfallen, etc. Cernachan were important enough to be known 
to several different regions. 

There are a few things to keep in mind when reading the The Annals. 
Often a pedigree was reported not as a bloodline, but the fosterage line. When a 
child was sent to live and learn with foster family, a practice of the Celts to 
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cement relationships and educate children in a particular skill, the genealogy of 
that child included the foster parents as well as the blood parents. It is said that 
the ties of the foster families were even stronger than those of natural families. 
This practice leads to much confusion in that genealogy lines are muddled with 
fosterage lines. Much needs to be explored. Again, we repeat for emphasis. 
There are some questions as to why Cernachan was in Mide (now 
County Meath), Leinster and holding office or rank there? 
Rev. Keating states: 
“The descendants of the brave hero Connall Cearnach 
removed to Laoighis, (in English, Lex) in the province of 
Leinster, and the posterity of Fergus Mac Roigh obtained 
settlements in Conmacne, Conacht, Careamruadh and Kerry in 
Munster: these families were originally derived from the same 
ancestors and were called in general, by the name of Clana 
Rughraidhe.” 


He attributes this split to animosities among clan members, quarrels 
and irreconcilable breaches in the families. Was there more than one Cernachan? 
Or was it a branch of the same family? O’Dubhagain’s work is considered 
“gospel” when mapping the clans of Ireland. Therefore, we must take him for 
his word that O’Cearnachan of valour was victorious over Tuath-Blacach. 
Keating spent a lifetime translating the works of the old masters, and we must 
give veracity to his work as well. In addition, we must conclude that the 
Cernachans mentioned as being in Mide and over the Luigne were persons of 
note as well. Were they there as mercenaries? Why they were in several places 
is another subject that needs further exploration. 

Keating also talks about an incursion made by Laoighseach Cean More, 
the son of Connall Cearhach, wherein he joined forces with Maistean Cuchorb 
who reigned in Leinster, to expel the incursions of the Munstermen in that 
territory. _Cuchorb made his “friend Loighseach Cean More, who was bred up 
with him, to be the one general of his forces.”'® The battle chased the 
Munstermen who were finally decimated, the leaders slain in a dreadful 
slaughter. Only when there were no more enemies to kill, did Loighseach Cean 
More cease the battle. Therefore, we do know that one of the sons of Cearnach 
was in Leinster, to fight, not necessarily as a mercenary, but as a foster brother 
to the ruler of the province. 

In reading old Irish names, Ua is the forerunner of the contraction O’ 
used by the Irish. Ua meant “of’. Thus, the statement that “Son of the night, 
Ua Cernachain” was definitely of the Clan Cernachain. Was he the “prince of 
evil, the son of the night’? Is this a translation error and should be Son of the 
Knight? Yet another riddle! Appelations to names were a way of attaching 
some significant feat or event to the name. This is the only reference seen to 
“Son of the night”.

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In addition, you may note that the Four Masters have spelled 
Cearnachain more than one way. Is that significant? Probably not. As there 
was no standardized spelling of the times, and everything was spelled 
phonetically and with a name like Cearnachain, it was easily spelled several 
different ways. 

Edward MacLysaght’s books “More Irish Families” (1960) and The 
Surnames of Ireland (1985) both state that the surname Carnahan is a variant of 
Kernaghan and is derived from the Gaelic for ‘victorious’. He points out that 
the name is now mainly found in Counties Antrim and Armagh. MacLysaght’s 
map shows the O’Kernaghans ancestral home to be on the Fanad Head at the top 
of Lough Swilly on Donegal’s north coast. That agrees with O’Dubhagain’s 
verses. Robert Bell’s Book of Ulster Surnames (1988) relates the following on 
the name: 

“Kernaghan (also Kernohan and McKernan) These names are 
not common outside Ulster. Kernaghan was in Gaelic O Cearnachain, 
from ‘cearnach’ meaning ‘victorious’. Although in medieval times 
noted as a sept of north Donegal, Kernaghan is now most common in 
Co Armagh and Co. Antrim. O’Kearnaghans of the Armagh sept 
became, in south and central Monaghan, Mac Kernans, a name now 
more usually anglicized from Mac Thigearnain (Mac Kiernan) from 
Tigherna, or lord. The MacKernans of west Monaghan, of Co Cavan 
and of Co. Fermanagh will be of this origin, descending from either the 
MacKernans, chiefs of Tuyllybunco and a branch of the O’Rourkes or 
from the MacKernans centered at Lisnarick in Fermanagh, kin of the 
Maguires. Some others may descend from the Roscommon 
MacKiernans names are not common outside Ulster. Kernaghan was in 
Gaelic O Cearnachain, from ‘cearnach’ meaning ‘victorious’. 


.Around 1800 Kernaghan was being used interchangeably in 
the Newry (County Down) district with the Connemara (County 
Galway) name Canavan and with the variant Carnahan around Clough 
in Co Down”. 


From this we see another possible explanation for less diligent 
genealogists for connecting Cearnachain to Tighernan. 

Further details on the origin of the family are provided by John O’Hart 
who, in the 1881 edition of his Jrish Pedigrees states that the O’Ciernachains or 
Kernigans were among the chiefs of Leyney (an area located in the north-east of 
modern County Sligo), in the 12" century. This is an area not far from the 
ancestral home of Cearnachain. Curiously, O’Hart does not mention the family 
in connection with County Donegal. Bear in mind that O’Hart is flirting with 
the geography as outlined by O’Dubhagain as Sligo is just to the south. O’Hart 
was a contemporary of O’Dubhagain and we know that O’Dubhagain died 
before finishing his work. O’Hart, although considered to be another gospel for

Irish names, may not have had access to O’Dubhagain’s work when he 
published his pedigrees. 

Other historians, in discussing the O’Donnels, state that Cearnachains 
were harpers to the O’Donnels. The O’Donnells rose to dominate Tirconel in 
the period 1300-1400 A.D. They subordinated all of the tribes in Tirconel. The 
O’Dohertys became sublords to the O’Donnels. They put the O’Gallaghers in 
their army as marshals. The O’Friels were given the hereditary right of 
inaugurating O’Donnels as Lords of Tirconell. This is entirely possible as the 
O’Donnels took over the territory of the Cearnachains. Harpers were highly 
respected in Irish society, holding a rank of high stature in the court. Their job 
was equivalent to that of a Bard, telling stories and of valiant feats of their 
employer. The conquering O’Donnels no doubt offered the Cearnachains an 
important place in their court, as they did to other clans of Tirconell. The 
position of Harper held a lot of power. This allowed the Cearnachains retain 
some of their power, but put it all in the hands of the O’Donnels. Why not take 
them in? Wars were expensive. It would stop the fighting and let everyone save 
face. 

It is a fact that the absolute worst place in Ireland to search for 
historical facts and genealogy is Donegal. The English never did conquer it, nor 
did anyone else. It was, and still is, a wild, desolate and isolated territory. Few 
written records were kept of Donegal. This makes a search for the Cearnachain 
Clan even more difficult, in both ancient times and modern times. There are still 
many ancient texts waiting for translation. Modern technology may help reveal 
the secrets of the ancients. For more modern histories, there are texts still in 
church basements, waiting for discovery. Hopefully, this book will help future 
generations of Cearnachain researchers in their quest for the rest of the story. 

Here we jump to more modern Carnahans in Ireland. There were very 
few, and I mean a scant few, Carnahan (spelled any way) listed on the English 
Tax Rolls, Pardon Rolls and other rolls of the 1600s. (This author found only 
one mention and the name was deviated far enough away from Carnahan so as 
to be questionable for direct descent.) The English were experts at taxing and 
virtually even taxed the air that was breathed. They left no stone unturned at 
extracting the very last penny of tribute. So where were the Carnahans? 

The 18th century Protestant Householders’ List (dating from 1740 
Shane’s Castle and Randalstown area lists: James Kernoghan, David Kernoghan 
and another James Kernoghan. PRONI (Protestant Records of Northern Ireland) 
list a few names. A “baptism of March 25" 1748 for Daniel, son of John 
Makowen, said to have lived in the County of Fermanagh and Hannah Little 
who was delivered of said child in the house of James Carnaghan in Kiltbegs 
(now spelled Killbegs) near Shane’s Castle as she was on her way to Colerain in 
the north of County Londondery in quest she says of said Makowen’’. It is clear 
she was not a relative of James Carnaghan. There is another record of Margaret 
Kernaghan who married Anthony Wilson by license on July 21, 1741. 

The Presbyterian registers for Antrim record George Kernoghan of 
Antrim whose son John was baptized on April 28, 1678. PRONI also shows a 
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Carnahan/Kernohan in the Randalstown area, namely Joseph Kernohan, who 
held a farm of five acres for which he paid the yearly rent of L10, 10 shillings 
and 4 pence (1670s). Other Kernohans are listed for the neighboring areas, 
namely: Andrew, Joseph, Robert, William and R. and H. in Drumrankin 
townland in the Parish of Ahoghill; James, Robert, William Sr., William Jr. and 
Samuel in Moneydollog townland (also in Ahoghill Parish); and James, Samuel, 
David and another James in Lisnevanagh townland (located in the Parish of the 
Grange of Shilvodan which was adjacent to Drummaul and Antrim Parishes). 

Widow Carnahan is mentioned in an account book for the Parish of 
Dunaghy (about 20 miles north of Drummaul Parish) on July 3, 1680. Robert 
Carnachan is mentioned on May 1 1674. John Carnahan’s marriage settlement 
is referred to in the records of Carrickfergus (in the south-east of County 
Antrim, about 20 miles east of Drummaul/Randalstown) in 1638. Eleanor, 
Joseph, Moses, Ruth, Samuel and Elizabeth Carnahan/Kernaghan are mentioned 
in the Quaker marriage records for the Lisburn area in the deep south of County 
Antrim. 

Pre-19" Century Wills and Testamentary Records, Index to Connor 
Wills — Ann Carnaghan (nee Walker), 1762; Thomas Carnaghan of Lisburn 
1784; William Carnaghan of Ahoghill 1689; Samuel Carnahan of Belfast 1743; 
John Carnehan of County Antrim 1740; James Kernahan of Belfast 1747; Hugh 
Kernochan of Ahoghill 1768; John Kernochan of Ahoghill 1792; William 
Kernochan of Ahoghill 1777; and William Kernohan of Moyestit 1795. 


The Index to Clogher Wills (which covers County Fermanagh) records 
the following: Daniel (or Donel) Carnaghan recorded 1712; David Carnaghan 
of Glanchorisk, County Monaghan recorded in 1783 (or 1784); John Carnaghan 
of Cornawall, County Monaghan recorded in 1780 and William Carnachan of 
Corragore, County Fermanagh recorded in 1781. 

International Genealogical Index for Ireland shows: Mary Bell 
Carnahan, spouse of John Taggart in about 1750, County Antrim; William 
Carnahan, son of James Carnaghan, County Antrim 1712. 

The Fighters of Derry lists the following historian Kerernahan, in his 
County Londonderry of Three Centuries with the following sarcastic but 
amusing comment concerning Arthur Dawson who was a Baron of the Irish 
Eschequer... 

“Besides beint witty and handsome, he is 
remembered better by his drinking song, ‘Bumper 
Squire Jones’, than as a legal luminary.” 


It gives no date for the comments of Kernahan. The book is a chronical 
of the Irish Revolutionary period 1688-1691 which coincides with the Plantation 
period. 

Another comment in The Fighters of Derry: “Alexander Cairnes, laird 
of Orchardston in Kircudbrightshire, a cadet of the ancient house of Cairnes of 
that ilk, settled in Co. Donegal in 1609 in Donegal. He left three sons, John, 
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Robert and David, who in 1640 acquired in joint purchase the large manor of 
Killyfaddy in Co. Tyrone.” Cairnes is a leap from Cearnachain or any 
derivative, but interestingly enough, Cairnes came from Kircudbrightshire, the 
very same area that was home to many Cearnachains of the time. It could have 
been Anglesized to remove it from the Irish spelling and pronounciation to avoid 
discrimination. 

Individual sketches of persons shown as fighters in the above 
publication shows # 511, David Karnoghan, Co. Monaghan. 

Records of the Plantation of Ireland show that most of the areas where 
our ancestors claim their heritage were owned by lowland Scot landlords. It is 
estimated that there were upwards of 100,000 Scottish Lowlanders who 
migrated to Northern Ireland during the Plantation scheme. Some of the major 
planters were: County Antrim was split between the MacDonnels and the 
Adairs; Abercorns and Stewarts owned Tyrone while Chichester, Hamilton and 
Montgomery owned Down; Sligo was in the hands of various Scottish landlords. 
Various London Companies owned Londerry, part of Tyrone and Southern 
Down. Donegal was not owned by outside interests, as it was generally too 
barren to farm and would not support Plantation rents. Most of the stories of our 
ancestors mention Counties Antrim, Armagh, Londonderry and Tyrone. 


It would appear that the Cearnachains in Scotland, who were of 
means, were too smart to become involved in the Plantation scheme as planters. 
Those who were wealthy shipowners were not landlords. We could find no 
evidence that Cearnachains, spelled any way, were landlords in Ireland. 
However, some did return to Ireland as tenants. Unfortunately, due to the 
English and Scottish records that listed tenants as “X”’, very few good records of 
the tenant habitation of Ireland exist. 

PRONI is an excellent resource for Northern Ireland Records and the 
folks there are very helpful. If you are unable to journey to Belfast Ireland, they 
will do research for you, for a fee. There are researchers who are listed with 
PRONI that are available for hire and PRONI will put you in contact with them. 
Should you, like us, make the journey to check records personally, be sure to 
contact PRONI in advance of your visit. Their rules for viewing the documents, 
many of them centuries old, are very strict. Their hours vary and you could 
make a long trip for naught unless you check first. If you wish to photo any of 
the documents, arrangements need to be made in advance and a non-flash 
camera is essential. PRONI will provide good ambient light during daylight 
hours, but absolutely no flashes are allowed. 

The absence of any mention of Carnahan or any deviant spellings in 
County Donegal in the 18" Century is very significant and needs explanation. 

As mentioned, they did not appear on any of the English Tax Rolls, or any of the 
Pardon Rolls. First and foremost, we know that the records for Donegal are the 
scarcest in all of Ireland. Second, the British never conquered the wild people 
and lands of Donegal County. Finally, this author believes that the 
Cearnachains were gone! Where and why? We will see in the next chapter.

However, remember the Scot Planters often listed tenants with 
an “X” and not a name. 
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County Donegal showing ancestral home of Ua 
Cearnachain, Fanad head. Inch Island is across Lough 
Swilly from Rathmullan. 


There is an island in Lough Swilly, connected from the east by 
a bridge. Inch Island is made up of the most fertile land in the area, 
some say in all of Ireland. Sir Caheer O’Dogherty was furious over the 
loss of the island, claiming it to be the most fertile part of Inishowen."' 
On the island is the Townland of Carnaghan. The Parish of Inch, 
Inishowen West Barony, lists Townland Carnaghan as including 279 
acres, located virtually in the center of the island of Inch. 

No one can say how the townland came to be named, 
including those who lived or live there. However, in the plantation 
years it was common to name townlands for the planter who planted 
the land. There is not much on the island except two churches, a few 
farms and a prehistoric burial mound. There is an abandoned church, 
fallen into ruins, with a cemetery. We walked the graveyard, read the 
stones hoping to find answers, but alas no reference to any Carnaghans, 
spelled any way.

Some researchers have speculated as to the name of the 
townland, stating that the name comes from cairn, the Gaelic word for 
rock pile or hill of rocks. Inch Island is relatively flat in terms of the 
local terrain, and only has a low hill toward the center of the island. 

According to an archealogical survey done in 1900, there is a 
monument located on a ridge below Inch Top, on the south side of Inch 
Island. The site overlooks the estuary of Lough Swilly. The site has 
been identified as a prehistoric portal tomb. It has lost its roof and 
sidestones. On the east side are located two massive portals, one 2.6 m 
high and the other 2.85m high. Approximately 2m to the west of these 
portals is the stump of the backstone, which is 1m high. Closeby is a 
“cist”’* covered by two stones. An ancient food vessel was discovered 
at the site. The entire structure resembles a rough square. The tomb is 
believed to date from the Bronze Age when “Cist” burials were 
common. The Bronze Age in Ireland dates from roughly 2000 B.C. 
and lasted perhaps 1500 years. 

The speculation as to the Cearnachain name coming from this 
cairn is incorrect. We have located the source of the rumor and that 
would be the Donegal museum. While admitting they have absolutely 
no real clue as to the origin of the name of the town, they say it is 
possible that it was named for the burial cairn located on the island. 
Obviously they have not been motivated to do any real research into the 
name and jumped to a conclusion based on the word cairn. 

Note that other towns, townlands, places of interest were 
actually derived from the word cairn, such as Cairnryan Scotland. The 


Y Cist was a Neolithic Stone Coffin used for burials 
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townland on Inch Island is spelled Carnaghan, exactly the way it was 
spelled by many Carnaghans in Scotland. 

O’Dubhagain’s verses prove the name was not from a pile of 
rocks, but the Gaelic word for victorious. The Annals of the Four 
Masters also prove the name ancient. All ancient texts prove that 
Cearnachains were in power long before townlands were established. 
The only conclusion is the possibility that Carnaghan Townland was so 
named for a Planter or undertaker. 

The first step in the plantation scheme was to send in a force 
of 10,000 foot and 1,000 horse soldiers who would wage relentless war 
against all of the Irish lords When the English forces were wearing 
thin, the English hired loyal Scots to fight the Irish lords on the promise 
of money and land. The English coffers were empty as a result of the 
wars in Ireland, and Scot merchants and men of means were pressed to 
contribute to the war kitty. In return, the Scots were given long term 
leases on the land in Ireland. We will see later, that there was a family 
of Carnaghans living in Stranrear and Wigtown who were merchants. 

The majority of leaseholders in the Donegal area, including 
Inch Island were Scot landlords. Many of their tenants were Scots who 
had fought for the Crown against the Irish. Lord Chichester owned the 
original patent on Inch Island and is recorded as subletting much of his 
patent to Scots. Unfortunately, not all of the records of the tenants of 
the area have survived and as of this date we cannot locate the 
leasehold of Inch Island. 

One of the problems encountered by ship builders was lack of 
good oak wood. Inch Island was the most fertile piece of land in 
Donegal, if not all of Ireland and an excellent source of wood. Another 
problem encountered by both the English and Scot planters was 
shipping of building supplies. Carnochans owned a fleet of ships. 

- Donegal-History and Society’? mentions these townlands. 
The purpose of the plantation was designed to create landed estates 
called manors, which were governed by the owner, which saved the 
crown considerable expense. The manors were to also create corporate 
towns where traders, craftsmen and merchants could grow and become 
profitable. Like the rest of the plantation

scheme, this too did not work. Finally, Lord Deputy, Sir Arthur 
Chichester, suggested that a neighboring gentleman would supervise 
each of these corporate towns. He was to curry the towns until 
profitable, at which time they would become incorporated. In return, 
the neighboring gentlemen were issued patents granting them the lands 
that would pay for the upkeep of the towns. The gentleman supervisor 
was also given patents granting the right to hold fairs, markets, and 
manor courts. The gentleman was entitled to receive profits from these 
endeavors. The estates were allocated as “blocks of townlands”. The 
townlands were compact and easy to maintain. Townlands generally 
had a block of three or four houses. This scheme, did not work much 
better than the entire plantation scheme and there was considerable 
turnover in the landlords. Some of these manors were established as 
partnerships and the tenants were listed as nameless “x” along with the 
partners. 

There is a school near Galway named Kernohan. Inquiries to 
that school as to the origin of the name have gone unanswered. 

What of those who remained in Ireland? There are only about 
100 families of Carnahans, Carnaghans, Kernagans, and Kernaghans, 
Kernahans, Kernoghans, Kernohans in Ireland. They are concentrated 
in the area between Belfast and Randalstown in County Antrim. The 
name is well known in the Belfast area, as a family of people who keep 
to themselves and speak with such a Gaelic brogue that no one can 
understand them. We have written to many of these distant relatives, 
but received no response to our queries. 

Here we need to address another family story that has been 
passed around for ages. While it has some basis on fact, it cannot be 
proven. After much searching, we have found the source for the story. 
It was reported by Colonel Hugh L Carnahan, Colonel, Army of the 
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United States, Retired. Colonel Carnahan spent much time in 
Washington DC and while there researched the Carnahan name. At the 
time of his death, he left his manuscripts to the DAR (Daughters of the 
Revolution). Attempts to access his work at the DAR have been futile, 
even though this author is a member of the DAR. Colonel Carnahan 
was a very careful researcher and his facts have proven to be quite 
accurate. However, in the 60 odd years since his work, considerable 
information has come to light that makes later genealogists have to 
prove his work again with the new information. (I am certain in years 
to come, this book may be in need of revision as more information is 
discovered.) 

As reported by Colonel Carnahan: 

“The history of the origin of the Carnahan family in America 
as given in CN2"* is verified by Vol. 1, pp 339-341 Genealogical and 
Personal History of the Allegheny Valley of Pennsylvania. It agrees in 
all particulars with that given in 1959.” 

Col. Carnahan continues... 

“The first authentic information relating to this family dates back to the 
year 1540, when three Irish tribes or clans by the name of Carnochan, 
Carnaghan, and Carnathan, entered into an agreement to unite for self 
protection. Previous to this time, tradition says, they subsisted by the right of 
the strong arm, as was the custom of the day, preying on the weaker tribes and 
levying tribute in lands, cattle and servants. 

Inhabiting the rough and stormy coast of the north of Ireland, one of 
their chief means of support was from the wreckage of vessels driven ashore, 
and they were even accused of luring them ashore by means of false lights. 

When the great religious reformation spread over Ireland, they 
embraced the Calvinistic faith and doctrines and in 1540 united under the 
leadership of one James Alexander Carnahan. That they were strong and firm in 
their beliefs is evidenced by the fact that they met in numerous pitched battles 
the soldiers of Mary X Tudor (1553-1558). 

In the latter year they were almost exterminated, their chief slain and 
goods and lands confiscated to the crown. Many suffered imprisonment or 
death. Some escaped and of these, there are traces of two branches who took 
refuge in Scotland; one settled at or near Dumfries and the other at Aberdeen. 

The Dumfries branch became weavers by occupation; the Aberdeen 
branch became hewers of stone or stone masons, and at one time owned and 
worked large quarries. 

That they became people of some importance is know, for one John 
Andres Carnahan was a delegate to the convention in France from which 
resulted in the celebrated Edict of Nantes (1585). 
“But little is known of the family again until 1709 when James 
Alexander Carnahan was born in Aberdeen Scotland. He is supposed be the 
direct ancestor of the branch of the family hereinafter described. 


'* CN is a footnote to the manuscript, Carnahan notes July 1959. The number 2 has no 
explanation in the manuscript. 
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He is reputed to have been a man of powerful build, standing six 
feet four in his bare feet and weighting about two hundred and fifty pounds, of a 
dark and swarthy complexion, self-esteemed and very determined in his 
religious views. He had fourteen sons and five daughters. Of the sons, James, 
Hugh and John emigrated to America with their families between 1760 and 1770 
and settled in the Cumberland Valley at Carlisle, Penna. 

Undoubtedly descended from one of the brothers above named was 

Adam Carnahan born at or near Carlisle, Penna., Nov. 22, 1777, died Aug. 25, 
1853. He removed to New Lebanon, Mercer County, Penna., where he settled 
on a five hundred acre tract of land for which he obtained a patent, a document 
which is still extant. 

He married Ruth McElwayne, born Jan. 25, 1781, died June 23, 
1853, two months before the death of her husband. He served in the War of 
1812. They had four sons and five daughters.” 


The above copied exactly from Col. Carnahan’s manuscript, including 
grammar and spelling. The text is dated July 1961. 

Let us examine Col. Carnahan’s work. While there is little doubt that 
he did take great care in gathering his facts, there is new information that makes 
his work somewhat obsolete. 

Col. Carnahan took his history as reported above from a book 
published in recent times. Unfortunately, we do not have documentation at this 
time proving the details published in the book, Vol. 1 pp 339-341 Genealogical 
Personal History of the Allegheny Valley of Pennsylvania. We do not know the 
authors of that text, nor do we have any references to check. We suspect that 
this story may have been handed down orally and eventually put to writing. 
Where, we do not know. Another research project! 

In our research, we can find no proof of this story other than what we 
have in our text here. There may be some facts here, but it is this author’s 
opinion that the Carnahans were well established in Scotland before the 1553 
date. Records bear this out as we shall see. Those who were not in Scotland 
were subservient to the O’Donnels and O’Neils. There could have been a few 
Cearnachain clansmen still in Donegal, but why? History has shown that the 
O’Donnels were incomplete control of Donegal by early 1300. There are no 
records that we could find that mention Carnahan in any spelling in any of the 
battles with the English. We have studied old texts and new books that describe 
in detail, often with names of fighters listed the battles against England. 
Carnahan, in any form, simply does not exist in the records that we have yet 
found. Cearnachain was a small tribe or clan. Surely, if Cearnachains united 
with anyone to take on the English, it would have been with the O’Donnels or 
the O’Neills. That would be a more credible account especially in light of the 
hundreds of Cearnachains firmly established I Scotland by the 1550s and the 
fact that the O’Donnels and O’ Neils had complete control of Donegal. 

Keep in mind; the above times were those of terrible wars and troubles 
in Ireland, and just prior to the ignominious flight of the earls. The Crown had 
embarked on a final push to rid Ireland of the Irish, including a scorched earth 
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policy. There was nothing left but dirt. It could be a true account of what did 
happen to the Cearnachains, but we are unable to establish proof. The flight of 
the Cearnachains is as ignomatic as the flight of the earls. 

In addition, while it looks nice in the genealogies to state that 
Carnahans became people of importance in Scotland, the records do not bear 
this out. They have few mentions in historical documents as even being in the 
merchant class. We cannot locate any record of a John Andrew Carnahan as 
being on hand at the signing of the Edict of Nantes. However, there is that 
annoying little Carnaghan Townland on Inch Island. That Carnaghan may have 
been a sub-planter of one of the Scottish Earls, but we cannot find that proof. 

Col. Carnahan even second guesses his own work when he comments 
“Undoubtedly descended from one of the brothers above named was Adam 
Carnahan...” Col. Carnahan is telling us that he had no proof. 

We can only conclude that although this story has been around for 
many years, it has few facts to substantiate it. It has assumed a life of its own 
and for good reason. Carnahan is very difficult to trace. They were and 
apparently still are a family that keeps their business to themselves. Again, we 
invite anyone studying the family history to show us the records to substantiate 
the story and we will happily include it in our genealogies. 

Much of the research that is included in these pages only leads us to 
more questions and more research. As we have stated, we will be happy to 
share our information with those who take up the quest. 


PRONI RECORDS TO RESEARCH 
These records were discovered at PRONI during the visit in 2002. 
Researching these records may reveal more about the 
Cearnachains in Ireland prior to 1800. Note that some of these 
records may be duplicated in the information contributed by 
William (Wilsey) Kernohan. It appears that some could have been 
tenants to the Rowan Planters. Many were tenants to the O’ Neils

Cearnachains in Scotland 


It was only a short journey from Ireland to 

Scotland, across the North Channel of the Irish Sea, less than 3 

hours even in bad weather. Scotland can be seen from almost 
anywhere on the north or east coasts. 


From the earliest times, the Northern (or Ulster) Irish were known to 
have had ties with Scotland. Stand anywhere on the shore of Northern Ireland 
and you can see the coastline of Scotland. For the adventuresome Irish, it was 
only a short journey across the North Channel of the Irish Sea from anywhere in 
Ireland to Scotland. From Ballycastle to Southend, was only 17 statute miles. 
He distance between Larne and the mainland of Scotland was less than 25 
statute miles. The same journey from Bangor to Drummore was less than 25 
statute miles. From the Fanad Head to Islay was less than 60 miles. Old timers 
in Donegal still tell stories of the old days when local folks would sail off to 
Scotland for Sunday worship and sail home the same day. With favorable 
weather, the trip was completed in a few hours. That is less than the commute 
across some of our big cities today, in both distance and time. 

If a superior force had taken your kingdom and you were placed in a 
menial position in your own territory, why wouldn’t you flee to a more 
hospitable environment? And flee they did... to Scotland. We do not know 
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exactly when Cearnachains established a presence in Scotland. We do know 
that the name surfaces in some of the earliest written documents in that country. 
Another fact that may have influenced their departure from Ireland and why the 
name surfaces in Scotland beginning as early as the 14" century, is that the 
English had taken over much of Ireland in the 1300s. They imposed English 
Law on the Island, but the law did not apply to the Irish. The Irish were only 
allowed to practice Gaelic law within their own townships and the English did 
not recognize Gaelic law as having any standing in the governing of Ireland. 
This left the Irish virtually lawless. Why stay in a country where you were 
practically invisible? 
We do not have any records to prove this mass exodus from Ireland. 
Probably a few Cearnachain Clan members clung to their native soil as Harpers 
to the O’Donnels or other positions in the court. Probably some clung to their 
lands as long as possible. In our early research, we assumed that the 
Cearnachain Clan had possibly been involved with the Flight of the Earls. After 
further study, it would appear that virtually all Cearnachains had fled Ireland 
prior to that 1607 date. The Cearnachains may have seen the futility of further 
fighting earlier than the O’Neills and O’Donnels who had conquered them. 
The Cearnachain name and any of its variants virtually disappear from 
Ireland. At the same time, it surfaces in Scotland, beginning in the 14 Century. 


A Wee Bit of Scottish History 


The Celts who went to Scotland and settled there were named Scotti, 
for their Celtic Queen, Scota. They came from the kingdom of Dalriada in 
County Antrim, Ireland around the time of the birth of Christ. Originally they 
settled in and around Argyll, Scotland, establishing their own kingdom around 
500 A. D. The dominant tribes in Scotland at that time were the Picts, another 
Celtic race so named for their custom of tattooing their bodies with pictures. In 
the early days, it appeared that the Picts would overrun the Irish by the sheer 
force of numbers. St. Columba, an early Irish monk converted the Picts to 
Christianity in the late 6" century. The Irish Celts then could expand their 
presence in Scotland. 

The Annals of the Four Masters mention travel to and from Scotland by 
Irish Celts: 

“Dairmait, abbot if Ia, went to Scotland with the shrine of Colum 
Cille.” Chronicon Scotorum Kalends 818 AD.” 


The Norse came to Scotland in the 8" century with their pillaging and 
plundering. Their invasions pushed the Irish celts north into Pictish territory. In 
843 A.D., Kenneth Mac Alpin, King of the Scots, added the Pictish Crown to his 
territory. Mac Alpin was regarded as the first king of Alba (the name of 
Scotland at the time), and his capital was at Dunkeld. His territory ended at the 
Firth-Clyde valleys in the south and at the Moray Firth in the North. The 
remainder of Scotland remained with the Norwegians. Scotland was not able to 
expand to its present borders until around 300 years later.

During the reign of Malcolm III (1058-1093 A.D.), Scotland began its 
long-standing association with the English. Malcolm was educated in England 
and his second wife was an Anglo-Hungarian princess. Malcolm moved his 
capital to Edinburgh. Under David I (1124—1153 A.D.) who like Malcolm, had 
been educated at the hands of the English, the English influence blossomed. He 
granted many Anglo-Normans enormous Scottish estates. 

Malcolm III was the last king of Scotland to bear a Gaelic nickname 
Ceann mor, (or Canmore), meaning “Great Head”. His reign marked the 
beginning of the great divide between the Gaelic-speaking Highlands and the 
English-speaking Lowlands. The Highlands were heavily forested, mountainous 
and settled by old-style Irish Celts. It seemed worlds apart from the civilized 
Lowlands, and remained so for many years. Attempts to ‘civilize’ the highlands 
were met with frustration, mainly due to the clan system. 

In Lowland Scotland, the feudal society prevailed, where a man held 
his land as tenant to his landlord, who was usually a king or had links of some 
sort to the Royalty of the day. The land was held in exchange for provisions 
and/or military service and required allegiance to the landlord, who owed his 
allegiance to the King. The chief on behalf of his clan members ruled the clans 
of the Highlands. The clan members generally were related to the chief by 
blood, although some of these blood bonds were a bit frayed and some just 
invented. The chiefdom usually depended on tribal consent, though in practice 
it soon became hereditary. Conflict over land was common and aggravated by 
lack of any legal titles. People had the right to occupy the land on which they 
lived, but this was not defined in legal principle. More often than not, a clan lost 
its land and identity to a superior force. | By becoming vassals of the Scottish 
kings, clan chiefs came into legal title to their lands, confirmed by royal charter. 
Eventually this strengthened the authority of the chiefs. 

Some of the greatest and most powerful of the clan chiefs in Scotland 
were descended from Irish Kings. The great Clan Donald (Mac Donald) 
originated in Ireland in Donegal, where they became the Donnels and 
O’Donnels and were one of the great clans that swallowed up the Cearnachains. 


Why did Cearnachains Flee Ireland? 


The facts of why the Cearnachains left Ireland are as 
ignomatic as the infamous “Flight of the Earls”. And that event has been named 
“The most ignomatic event in history”. What is known is that conditions in 
Ireland were terrible. It is a fact that the Ulster Earls had wrapped themselves in 
cloaks of intrigue, espionage, and even treason. Alliances had been made and 
broken. Their various actions were considered by the British to be treasonous. 
Their plight was so bad, that the only hope was to flee Ireland. Their departure 
was made under dark of night, on a ship that sailed from Lough Swilly. 

There are virtually no records of who boarded the ship. They left 
virtually everything in their haste to depart Ireland. 
We can only speculate that the Cearnachain clan, in an attempt to retain power 
and lands, or simply survive, found themselves in similar situations. .When the 
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Cearnachain clan was losing power in Donegal, there is little doubt that they had 
made alliances with various other clans in a final effort to survive. It was a 
common practice to make such alliances, even with those who were former 
enemies. 

Some researchers claim that the various Cearnachain tribes united in a 
last-ditch effort against the Tudors around 1550 A.D. It is claimed that the 
Cearnachain clans lost the battle(s); no doubt, they did, and fled rather than 
become slaves. We have found no record of such a battle involving 
Cearnachains. There are no Cearnachains listed on the British Pardon Rolls for 
Donegal. This alone throws some doubt on the battle with the Tudors. 
However, it does not rule it out as more than likely the Cearnachains left in 
Ireland allied themselves with the Sweeneys, O’Neils, or O’Donnels and fought 
the Tudors, but as records bear out, no Cearnachains were mentioned as being at 
war with the Tudors. Most records indicate that the Cearnachains were gone. 

The slavery put on the Irish by the British, was not just subjection to 
the Tudors. The British were populating their sugar plantations in the Caribbean 
with Irish slaves. Escape from slavery was not even a possibility when you 
were thousands of miles from home, on a remote Caribbean Island. In 1641, 
according to the British tax rolls and census roles, Ireland’s population was 
1,466,000. By 1652, Ireland’s population had fallen to a mere 616,000. 
Factoring in the sword, famine, disease, that still meant that the population of 
Ireland was more than cut in half. Slavery took a good portion of the toll. We 
hear and read a great deal about the slaves who came from Africa, but little or 
nothing is written or said about the Irish slaves. 

In the Caribbean, there is a small speck of an island, St. Kitts. It is 
4,000 miles from London. The total landmass of the island is 68 square miles. 
There is a monument erected on the island dedicated to the 25,000 Irish men and 
women who were shipped there as slaves by the British. Imagine how many 
went to the larger islands of Jamaica, the Bahamas, and other British held 
islands. How were they treated? As inhumanely as you can imagine! The 
English did not consider the Irish as being human. There is one story about a 
group of 150 Irish slaves who were caught practicing Catholicism. They were 
rounded up and shipped to a tiny islet, Crab Island, so small as to not even make 
the general maps. There they were left to die of starvation. 

Those who survived the slavery of the Caribbean Islands were 
eventually shipped to the cotton plantations of the new English settlements in 
South Carolina. 

Few, if any managed to escape, but here is a great story, while not of 
the slaves, but of the stoutness of the Celt blood. Anne Bonney was the 
illegitimate daughter of an Irish attorney from County Cork. He immigrated to 
the Carolinas, where daughter Anne married a sailor by the name of John 
Bonney. John and Anne sailed to New Providence (Nassau) in the Bahamas. 
There, Anne met and fell in love with a swashbuckling freebooter named Calico 
Jack Rackham. Jack bought Anne from the feckless husband. However, when 
the governor of the island heard about the transaction, he ordered that Anne be 
publicly flogged and that her lover Jack wield the whip. The couple would have 
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none of it and put together a crew of pirates and stole a sloop. They sailed to 
Jamaica where they established a base. For quite a few years, they were the 
bane of the ships in the Caribbean. Anne, disguised in men’s clothing, sailed 
along with Jack and was an excellent swordsman. On one of their forays, Anne, 
fell head over heels for a young sailor, an excellent swordsman, who to her 
astonishment turned out to be another woman. The woman was Mary Reid, 
English lass who sought adventure as a foot soldier in Flanders and on board a 
British Man-o-War ship. Enroute to the Dutch West Indies, the Man-o-War was 
captured by Calico Jack who was so impressed with her swordsmanship that he 
offered her a berth on his ship, thinking she was a he. In 1720, Calico Jack was 
surprised and captured without even putting up a fight. It is said that on the 
morning of his execution, Anne Bonney visited with him where it is claimed she 
stated: “I am sorry to see you here, but if you had fought like a man, you would 
not now be hanged like a dog!” Anne and Mary, likewise found guilty of piracy 
and sentenced to death, escaped the noose by “pleading their belly”. They were 
both pregnant by Calico Jack. Anne eventually returned to the Carolinas and 
Mary died of yellow fever. 

To this day, the Caribbean is populated with families with Irish 
surnames. This author is acquainted with the Sweeney family, who has lived in 
the Bahamas since the 1600s and in fact were among the first settlers of the 
Bahamas, having been enslaved by the British and sent to the plantations. 
Although this family was settled in the Bahamas long before any Africans, their 
lands have once again been confiscated as they are no longer considered 
Natives, the islands being taken over by the later arriving Africans. 

This brings us back to speculation. When did the Cearnachains leave 
Ireland? No one knows. Why did they leave? No one knows for sure. We can 
only speculate. However, we do know that around 1200 they disappeared from 
Irish records and in 1400, they appeared in Scotland, in large numbers. 


Cearnachain Life in Scotland 


Based on the paucity of records in Ireland for the Cearnachain clan 
once they lost their power, we can only assume (please note the use of the word 
‘assume’) that when all was lost in Ireland, many of the Cearnachains fled to 
Scotland. They had family established in Scotland, they had freely traveled back 
and forth across the Irish Channel for centuries, and it was a logical place to go 
for refuge. 

To develop a sense of where the Cearnachain ancestors came from, we 
will concentrate on conditions in Scotland in the late 1600s and the 1700s, when 
records of their immigrations begin. 

The Cearnachains were lowland Scot-Irish and have no history in the 
romantic Highlands. (The Highlands of romantic tales is a myth. True to their 
Celtic heritage, the highland Celts practiced chivalry among themselves. They 
were uneducated, uncivilized and lived from the land.) From what records we 
can glean, the lowland Carnahans were hardworking and industrious as were 
their lowland contemporaries. Their names appear in public records that relate 
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to births, deaths and marriages. We see few references to their being persons of 
meand or holding public office. They settled in the fertile lands in the middle 
belt of Scotland. They were far enough away from the marauding Highlanders 
and far enough north of the greedy English that they were able to lead normal 
lives for the times. Does this mean they were not people of importance? Not 
necessarily. Remember, the British were taking the census and if you had 
anything at all, they wanted to tax it. Cearnachains of old were probably like 
many of those today, men of action, not words! 

Some of the Cearnachains kept their ties with the sea and became 
known in the shipping industry. Others became tradesmen in the towns, but 
most records show that many remained tillers of the soil. The areas where they 
settled were the country of the ‘black cattle”, the Angus breed of today, and the 
corn belt of Scotland. According to Smoot’s History of Scotland, Scotland was 
able to raise and export considerable meat and produce. 

It is interesting to note that the Cearnachain Clan and their neighbors 
and friends in Donegal were known for piracy and spoiling of ships. The North 
Channel of the Irish Sea would become a most dangerous body of water because 
of piracy. Many Cearnachains settled in the area of Stranrear, on the Irish Sea. 
Once a pirate, always a pirate? For that reason, large numbers of Irish and Scot 
immigrants sailed from English ports, where conditions were safer. 

True to their Celtic roots, the Scot women, especially those of lower 
station, were expected to work. And work they did. Despite the hardship of 
bearing and rearing, up to 20 children, women worked in the fields along side 
their husbands. There are records of women and their children working in mines 
and quarries doing the work of beasts of burden in carrying heavy loads of 
extracted stone and minerals on their backs. 

The merchant class fared much better, and often, women helped their 
husbands with record keeping and other light work. We have found a few 
records that indicate any of the Cearnachains occupied high stations in Scotland, 
such as merchants. Many Cearnachains were farmers and men of the land, 
exactly what William Penn was seeking! 

The shipping merchants were making a fortune smuggling goods from 
America back to Scotland where they were re-shipped to European ports. It was 
a routine voyage for Scot ships from Southwestern Scotland to the East Coast of 
America. 

Similar to the fate of the English neighbors to the South, the Scots, 
especially those living in towns and villages, suffered the death and destruction 
of disease. Small pox, the plague, influenza and others took their toll. Sanitary 
conditions in town were appalling with sewage and garbage routinely dumped in 
the streets. Due to the unsanitary conditions in the towns and villages, the 
peasant classes were not as bad off as one might think. However, the people 
living in rural Scotland were subject to constant fighting and raiding by the 
Rievers, Highlanders and other outlaws, especially those living on the borders. 
The Cearnachains clanned up in an area fairly removed from the border 
depredations. 
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School in Scotland was compulsory for everyone but the very poorest 
of people. Our ancestors left Scotland, for the most part, with the ability to read 
and write and appear in the New Worlds as learned people. Many were people 
of means for the times based on the records of first generation wills in North 
America. 


RECORDS IN SCOTLAND 


There are very few records of Cearnachains in Ireland in the period 
between 1500 and 1800. The reasons are discussed earlier. Most of the records 
that we do have showing the clan in Ireland at all are those handed down by the 
immigrants who claimed their ancestry from Ireland, even though many actually 
came from Scotland. The situation in Scotland was much different. We have 
many references to descendants of Cearnachain. Over the years, the name has 
been spelled almost every way imaginable. 

The Gaelic language was not easy to understand for the English. 
Today, many Gaelic speakers cannot, or in some cases will not, speak with each 
other. As the name was recorded, it may have been misunderstood by the 
English-speaking scribe, and spelled as it was heard. In some cases, families 
changed the spelling by a letter or two to distance themselves from other family 
members for any number of reasons such as the famous family feud, to avoid 
being mistaken for another family member, etc. When you see the name, 
pronounce it phonetically and it always sounds the same: KEARN-AGH- 
GHAN, with the GH sounds very gutteral.

Another problem with the records is the period of 1400 to 1700, was 
that spelling was not standardized. The scribe or recorder wrote down what he 
heard, and in the way that he spelled. For example, a Scot scribe might have 
written Eoin Cearnachain as John Carnoghan, or Carnahan, or Kernoghan. If 
the name was later recorded in Latin, it was translated again at a still later date 
into yet another spelling contemporary to the times. The same person might 
have had his/her name spelled and misspelled several different ways, altering the 
records forever and making it virtually impossible for geneoligists to trace 
accurately. The name John seems simple, but it was spelled Eion, Sean, Sehan, 
and John depending upon the scribes’ familiarity with the speaker’s language 
and heritage and the education or lack thereof of the scribe. Very few of the 
English, whether in Scotland or Ireland, spoke Gaelic and were unfamiliar with 
Gaelic names. The English did not want to understand anything Gaelic and 
punished any Englishman who took up Gaelic customs. 

Still another problem lies in the dates. All dates in early 1752 are 
suspect. For whatever reasons, the English chose not to switch from the Julian 
calendar to the Gregorian calendar at the same time as the other world powers. 
To complicate matters further, the British did not make the switch in all of the 
British Isles at the same time. For the first three months of 1752, the British 
Isled did not have a calendar. Depending on the calender used by the recorder, 
dates in the first half of 1752 may not be accurate or may even reflect two 
different dates for the same event. 

Complicating records in Scotland was the Scot practice of Regular 
Marriages and Irregular Marriages. Regular Marriages was celebrated by a 
Minister of religion after due publication of notice of banns, or after publication 
by the Registrar. It was not required that a Regular Marriage be celebrated in a 
church. Irregular Marriages were a simple contract, which was completed by 
northing more formal than the consent of the two parties. No formalities or 
registration was required and any boy over the age of 14 and any girl over the 
age of 12 could contract a marriage without consent of parents or guardians. 
This was a carryover from earlier traditions in general usage throughout Europe. 
The Irregular Marriages were completely legal, completely binding and could 
only be dissolved by death or legal divorce. There were three ways they could 
be contracted: By sincere mutual consent before two witnesses and nothing in 
writing was required; By promise of marriage followed by intercourse on the 
faith of that promise, however the promise must be definitely proved; By 
constantly living together as husband and wife, establishing a consistent repute 
of marriage, 1.e., common-law marriage. 

The records we have included in this book have been thoroughly 
researched and proven by hard copies of records. There may be many other 
researchers who have information that was procured from Church records and 
other reliable sources. We make no claim to have researched every possible 
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record. By making our information available, we hope to encourage others to 
check the church records and other records in the Parish, Burgh or District we 
have identified. While we have used clues contributed by other researchers, we 
did not include that information unless completely verified. 

The Cearnachain Clan settled along the fertile belt between the 
Highlands of Scotland and England, roughly a line from Glasgow to Aberdeen. 
This belt extends south through the Southern Uplands to the border with 
England, from Dumfries on the west to St. Abb’s Head on the east. There were 
quarries in Ireland in Donegal and the Scotland quarries were around Dumfries. 
They settled in numbers along the port areas of Stranrear and Wigtown and 
Kircudbright. 

The Cearnachain Clans were always close to the sea and they stayed 
close to theor homeland in Ireland. Their rocky homeland at Fanad Head 
peninsula in Donnegal had the sea to the north and west, and Lough Swilly to 
the east. It was no different in Scotland. They seemed to keep their roots near 
the sea. 

Toward the end of the 17" Century, 1695 to be exact, Scotland suffered 
the first of several famines. The period 1697 througn 1703 was known as the 
Lean Years. No one knows hoe many people died of starvation, but it is 
estimated to have been in the tens of thousands. Scotland had fewer than two 
million souls in the country at the beginning of the Lean Years. The Lean Years 
were said to have set a precedent of misery and bad fortune, the likes of which 
were never again seen in Scotland, even in the killing times of the Highland 
Clearances. 

Scotland was a nation goverened by a harshly repressive, cruel and 
unforgiving Kirk of Calvinistic faith. The Scots had just weathered the “Killing 
Time” of the English. The traditional economy of Scotland was dying under the 
terrible misfortune of the famines and crop failures. 

| Bear in mind that the Scots were Celts, having settled 
North Britain from Ireland. Although the Lowlanders were relative peaceful, 
through their veins coursed the fiercly independent blood of the Celts. In 1618, 
the Presbyterian Church ordained a National Covenant, a petition of faith. In the 
Southwest of Scotland, it is said that many signed the covenant in their own 
blood! (The Cearnachains had settled in that same Southwest corner of 
Scotland.) 

Scotland in the early 18" century was Europe’s first modern 
literate society and had compulsory school for everyone but the poorest. 
However, even the poorest were taught to read. Almost everyone had a 
collection of books and the poor who could not afford to purchase books were 
able to borrow books from local libraries. Records of the Clan members who 
arrived in America show them to be people of letters. They could read and 
write. 

The British, in their attempts to make Ireland English, made lucrative 
offers to the loyal Scotts. If they would go to Ireland and fight for the Crown, 
the reward would be land. This was not necessarily done in the spirit of 
generosity, but England was dead broke as a result of the Irish wars. Land was

for the English taking. Some of the Cearnachain clan is said to have taken the 
offer. Why not? The only way to get land, except be rich and a noble, was to 
take an offer. The British taxes were breaking the Scot barons, and if the offer 
for mercenaries included tax-free land, who could refuse. Even if there was no 
tax incentive, it still was an opportunity to gain land. After all, they had lost the 
very land only a few generations ago. Some of Clan Cearnachain took the offer 
and family stories come down to us of how they fought to take back land that 
had been theirs. They were only doing what Irish Clans had always done, 
fought for their land. It did not matter whose side they were fighting for, the 
carrot, as it had been forever, was the land. 


SHIPPING IN SCOTLAND 


Records show the Cearnachain clan to have been involved in the 
shipping industry in Scotland. It is also certain that there are many more records 
that have not yet become known, moldering away in the basement of museums 
and libraries. Perhaps a future generation Cearnachain will take on the project 
of tracking down additional data. 


It is well documented that Scots who had ships were in the smuggling 
business. Their vessels routinely made the voyage from Scotland to the East 
Coast of America, records show as early as 1720s to purchase tobacco that was 
reshipped to Europe, without benefit of the Crown taxing the cargo. By 1771 
Scot ships were carrying over 41 million pounds of tobacco. Fully one half of 
all tobacco trade was in the hands of the Scots. It was known that the Scots 
“clanned up” in order to help one another become successful. This was true of 
the Cearnachan Clan, who “clanned up” in Southwest Scotland. 


The following records were available to us at the time of publication. 
More turn up almost daily and we are always combing archives for more 
information. 


In the District of New York, Port of New York, the following 
document was 
filed: 

“I, George Carnaghan, Master of the Steam-Ship Str. Cambria 
do solemnly, sincerely, and truly Swear that the following List or 
Manifest subscribed by me, and now delivered by me to the Collector 
of the Customs of the Collection District of New York, is a full and 
perfect list of all the passengers taken on board of the said S. S. at 
Glasgow from which port S Ship has now arrived; and that on said list 
is truly designated the age, the sex, and the occupation of each of said 
passengers, the part of the vessel occupied by each during the passage, 
the country to which each belongs, and also the country of which it is 
intended by each to become an inhabitant; and that said List of 
Manifest truly sets forth the number of said passengers who have died 
on said voyage and the name and ages of those who died. 
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Sworn to this 30" Sept 1870 Str Cambria George Carnighan” 


This customs declaration actually has the name spelled two different 
ways; it is not an error here. It well may have been an error by the clerk who 
wrote the original document, or when transcribed to go to public records. 

Many of the shipping records of the 1700 and early 1800s 
were destroyed by, fire, decay or purging. The shipping library at Dumfries 
lists several ships owned or mastered by Carnochans These ships originally 
carried passengers, but later were retrofitted and licensed to carry cargo. When 
the large emigrations ended and passenger traffic petered out, the ship’s owners 
then sought cargo of a different kind.

Ships were usually owned on a share basis. This enabled ship owners 
to share losses based on a percentage rather than have owner lose 100 percent of 
his investment in a single ship. Rarely will you see one owner with 100% 
ownership. It was also common practice for a shipmaster to have a percent of 
ownership in a vessel. Such masters were more likely to be better masters if 
they stood to gain or lose a percent of the profit. 


Cearnachain Records in Scotland 


These are only a few documented instances of Cearnachains being in 
the shipping business. It would only stand to reason that they did not become 
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shipping magnates overnight and had a long-standing interest in shipping. 
These few records would lead us to believe that they were not poor people in 
general and were well educated. Of course, in all families, some are rich, some 
are poor and some fall in between. This does show that Cearnachains did leave 
Ireland at some time and become residents, tradesmen and merchants in 
Scotland. 


Dumfries Weekly Journal, which also covered Stranraer reported a 
Gordon CARNOCHAN, Merchant 1802, Samuel CARNOCHAN Merchant 
1793, James CARNOCHAN Schoolmaster 1818 and Robert CARNOCHAN 
Merchant 1830. 

Official shipping records were not required until the 1800s. Similarly, 
census records were not kept until the 17" century. Before that time, the 
churches kept records. Most of the records we have today are from the Church 
of Scotland and the Presbyterian Churches. A few smaller church groups left 
records, but not many. We know that some of the Cearnachains who came to 
America did belong to small church groups that had seceded from the Church of 
Scotland and the Presbyterian Church. There were also Carnahans who left as 
Quakers and are recorded as Quakers in America. 

Many of the only records we have are baptismal records as recorded by 
the Churches. 


NAMING PATTERNS FOR THE SCOTS AND THE 
SCOT-IRISH. 


Males 

First son — named for paternal grand-father 

Second son — named for maternal grand-father 

Third son — named for father 

Fourth son — father’s eldest brother 

Fifth son — father’s 2nd eldest brother or mother’s eldest brother 
Sixth Son and later sons named for uncles or other family members. 


Females 

First daughter — named for paternal grand-mother 

Second daughter — named for maternal grand-mother 

Third daughter — named for mother 

Fourth daughter — named for mother’s eldest sister 

Fifth daughter — named for mother’s 2” eldest sister or father’s eldest

* Names did not always follow the normal pattern. Irish naming patterns 
were similar to the above. 
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Sixth daughter and later daughters named for aunts or other family 
members. 


It was not unusual for families of the 17" century to number well over 12 
children. When they ran out of family names, they named their children for 
favored in-laws, other family members, close friends, etc., much like today. 
Often a child was named for the local minister or doctor. 


When a parent died and the surviving spouse remarried which they 
usually did, the naming pattern started all over again, using the parents of the 
new spouse. Many times you had brothers and sisters with the same forenames. 
These siblings often would be known by their middle names to avoid confusion. 

If a child died, the next child received the name of the deceased child. 
You can understand why tracking the genealogy of the family of very difficult, 
if not impossible in some cases. This resulted in children, born to the same 
parents, with the same name, listed with different birth dates. 

The following chart contains the name Carnahan and many of the 
variations. You may find even more ways to spell the name during your 
research. Remember to pronounce it phonetically. These records were 
obtained from church records, old parish registers, and grave stone 
engravings. Much gratitude is owed to Moira Sweeney, of Scotland. We met 
on the Internet during my research. Moira was gracious enough to track down 
records as well as tromp over the misty moors looking at grave markers. 

The chart contains some of the Cearnachain records from 
Scotland from the period 1600 to the 18" century. Some records were 
purchased from various Scottish institutions by the author. The following list 
is by no means a complete record of all Cearnachains in Scotland. All 
records shown here were verified. Where information was incomplete, it has 
been left that way. There have been no presumptions on the part of the 
author. Much genealogy information has been corrupted by presumptions so 
there are none here. There are still many, many records unexplored and await 
future genealogists. 

Some of the towns and districts now have different names. Do not be 
discouraged when the name of a town cannot be found or does not match your 
search. Check out the name of the town and district, present name and old 
name. Parishes sometimes overlapped, as did burghs. Stranraer was a parish 
and a burgh making research very difficult as some recorders listed the parish 
while others listed the burgh.

Although these census records reflect a time when most of the 
Cearnachain Clan has left Scotland, it does give us some information on the 
Clan. It shows that they were definitely a presence in Scotland as late as this 
census. In this census, we do not see any nobility or merchant class 
occupations. Based on what we know of Cearnachains, we do know that they 
apparently kept their business to themselves. We know that the English were 
looking for every possible reason to levy taxes. We can safely assume that 
Cearnachains would not willingly have put themselves in a position for further 
taxation. Other than verifying they were a presence in Scotland, the census 
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information is only as good as the information put forth by the respondent or 
recorded by the scribe. 


Records in America show that some came with means as reflected in 
their wills. Could they have risen to positions of respectability and influence in 
Scotland? It is possible, but the records speak for themselves.

Why, When, and How They Left 
The leaving of Ireland and Scotland is a complicated subject. 


First, we will explore the “When”. Records show that the Carnahans 
started leaving Ireland and Scotland in the early 1700s. It is also probable that 
some left even earlier. As we have seen, the Cearnachain Clan probably left 
Ireland before the 1400s. There may have been a few die-hards that clung to 
tIreland, but by 1600, most, if not all were gone to Scotland. 

The “Why” is more complicated. We have discussed why they left 
Ireland the First time. Loss of power, lost pf prestige, loss of land, and loss of 
freedom drove them from the land they had loved from the earliest times. In 
Scotland, they apparently kept a low profile and survived. When William Penn 
opened up the Colonies to settlers, with the promise of free land, the Carnahans 
were exactly what he was looking for. 

Freedom in Scotland had deteriorated. Religious freedom was gone. 
The Churches of Scotland and England were in ruins due to excesses by the 
Royals and their minions who were running and ruining the churches. Due to 
the heavy losses sustained in Ireland in the ill-conceived plantation schemes, 
England was taxing the Scots even more. The “Alien Act” of 1704 made Scots 
non-citizens of Britain, and was a way to keep the Scots in virtual slavery. 
Taxed, but not represented and no hope of becoming British citizens. 

While many Scots left home for distant shores, many went to Ireland. 
The Scots dominated the plantatations of the six counties of Protestant Ulster. But 
it was America that beckoned. Broadsides, or circulars, boasted that the Province 
of New-east-Jersey had woods filled with deer and elk, the sea with fish, the banks 
with oysters and clams. Winter ran only two months out of the year. These 
broadsides assured the readers that the natives were very few and were very 
friendly and would help them settle into America. 

For those who returned to Ireland as tenants of the planters, things were 
even worse. Ireland was wracked by several famines in the 1700s, although 
nothing like what was to come. Aother rebellion of the Scots and Irish in 
Ireland loomed on the horizon. The promise of land and farms in Ireland was 
merely a broken promise. In reality, it became a promise of grinding poverty 
and discrimination. Taxation in Ireland was brutal for the Scots as well as the 
Irish, as the Crown fought to recoup losses. Religious persecution in Ireland 
was ubiquitous. 

William Penn must have looked like Moses, leading the Scot-Irish to 
the “promised land” when he made his offers of freedom and land in America. 

America beckoned with the promise of a better life. The better life 
consisted of backbreaking work, clearing forests, fighting hostile natives and 
colonizing a wild frontier. The Carnahans were hard working, God fearing 
independent Scot-Irish men and women who would be the ever-expanding 
barrier between the civilizations blossoming on the coast and the hostile frontier. 
Volume Il of the Carnahans generlogies will explore this early frontier life in 
depth. 
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There are many reasons for the lack of records of the departures of 
Carnahans and others who left in the early emigrations. Records of ships and 
shipping were not required until 1820. Most of the Carnahans had sailed before 
this time. Cousins were in the shipping business and owned ocean-going vessels 
that were available for charter. Making any noise about their exodus left them 
open to departure taxes levied by the English. As we have discussed, sailing 
from Scotland was dangerous due to the pirates raiding ships in the North 
Channel and especially the Sea of Ireland and many of the emigrants left from 
British ports. 

Paying passage to ship masters was a very dicey proposition. Many 
were unscrupulous operators who packed their ships to the gunnels, charged 
exorbitant fees for passage, and if they delivered the passage at all, failed to 
deliver the accommodations, food and travel as promised. Profiteers and pirates 
turned to human cargo for easy money. It would seem logical that Carnahans 
would charter a vessel from a relative before giving money to an unknown 
shipmaster. HOWEVER, this is speculation as we have no hard evidence. This 
author has scoured old ship records, such as they are. No records of Carnahans 
passages are to be found until the 1800s. 

There may be shipping records molding away in basements of old 
buildings in Scotland and we can only hope that in the future they become 
known and can be examined by genealogists. They may offer some clue as to 
exact sailing dates, departures, destinations and manifests of passengers. As of 
today, we do not even have records of ship’s destinations. 

It is known that many of the Scottish ships converted from cargo to 
passenger vessels during the migrations. In addition, there are records of these 
same ships being retrofitted for cargo once passenger traffic waned. 

The “Where” of their departures is as vague as the dates. There are 
family references to cities in Ireland, Scotland and England. Some even went to 
the Continent and left from ports there. The “Where” of their landings is 
equally vague. Some went to New England, some to ports in Pennsylvania and 
others to Delaware and yet others to the Carolinas. 

We will explore more about the arrivals in Volume 2 when we talk 
about arrivals and life in the New World and the lives of our ancestors once they 
arrived in the New World.

THE GENEALOGIES 
INTRODUCTION 


There are many difficulties encountered in writing a genealogy. It is 
the aim of this writer to record the data as accurately as possible. First, there 
were few written records of our families during the middle ages. The English 
overlords under the penal laws forbade the Irish from attending school. This had 
the effect of making the Irish illiterate. They could neither read nor write. For 
those few that did secretly learn to read and write there was no standardized 
form of spelling until the nineteenth century. This resulted in many of our 
Cearnachain ancestors spelling the name Carnaghan, Carnahan, Carnohan, 
Carnathan, Kernohan, Kernahan, Kernaghan and a variety of other ways. One 
branch, originally spelled the name Carnaghan in the early days of their 
settlement in Massachusetts, slowly changed their name to Cannon. The old 
documents were handwritten and often a, e, o and u were misinterpreted by later 
scholars, unable to accurately read the handwriting. 

Few books have been written with any information about the Carnahan 
family. This is the first book published entirely devoted to the earliest 
Carnahans, their ancestors and related descendants. 

We all owe a debt of gratitude to Blanche Hartman who included 
information on some of the early Carnahans in her book “The Smith’s of 
Virginia” written in 1925. Her book had a limited printing of only 25 copies but 
most early Carnahan researchers were familiar with her book. It inspired 
Carnahan researchers to continue to research and prove the information she 
provided in her book Cora Lynn Davis in the 1920’s and 1930’s did extensive 
research on the Carnahans in Ireland and the USA. Her material is available to 
anyone desiring to study her genealogy. Mrs. Davis passed away in 1949. 

Along the way, many people have done a lot of research on their 
immediate line and a few have included the entire Carnahan family in their 
endeavors. Most notably, in recent times, Linda Nelsen used her research 
material to publish the Carnahan Newsletter for over 10 years until her 
premature death on January 6, 1994 when she passed away in her sleep of a 
heart attack. 

Ruby Banton also did extensive research on the greater family for about 
60 years. Mrs.Banton was a retired college math professor and devoted nearly 
all of her retirement to, researching our early Carnahan ancestors until her death 
on July 9, 1997 of a brain tumorMrs. Banton had a clear and sharp mind until 
about two months before her death. It was an honor and privilege to work with 
both Linda Nelsen and Ruby Banton and other early researchers who have 
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departed this life, and contemporary researchers Norman Carnahan, Philip 
Carnahan, Donna Stieber, Bess Carnahan and the many other past and 
contemporary researchers of our family. 


There has been work of past researchers that has been lost to posterity 
forever. It was compiled and left only to the researcher’s immediate descendants 
only. These family members, for their own reasons, never passed this research 
on to their descendants. Perhaps the work was lost, or simply put aside and 
never published. There was a history of the Carnahans, including Scottish and 
Irish material, written by General James Madison, who was born in 1810. It was 
being preserved for his grandchildren in 1930. We know this from a letter 
written by Mrs. J. M. Carnahan, widow of his grandson, from Nantucket Island 
in 1930. We have been unable to locate any of those descendants to reference 
any of his historical writings. 

Several years ago, it was learned that Bess Carnahan and Bobby 
Carnahan were independently researching very ancient Irish histories and 
specifically the genealogy of the ancestors of the Carnahans from time 
immemorial. They were both pursuing the same object, a proven, factual history 
of the Carnahan family. After comparing notes and data, it was decided to 
combine our data and publish this work, along with ea a of known 
Carnahan families. 

This history and genealogy of our earliest ancestors has been 
thoroughly researched, even though there is difficulty in establishing a complete 
history. One of the first stumbling blocks to the serious genealogist was St. 
Patrick. St. Patrick persuaded the Irish churches and individuals to collect all the 
Pagan manuscripts they could find and bring them to one place where they 
burned them. Although he was well intentioned, genealogists and historians are 
cognizant of the fact that this action caused irreparable damage to all Irish 
history. 

The restrictions imposed by the English for several hundred years 
impeded our access to a complete record for those years. This resulted in a void 
of records before 1600. Even though so many books and documents were lost 
forever in the early times, there was enough that survived that the Irish race can 
document their history and civilization more fully and further back into antiquity 
than any other group of peoples. 

The genealogies on the following pages are not so much a narrative on 
each of the individuals, but could be better described as the collection of data 
resulting from our research on all those listed. It is not our desire to speculate on 
what these ancestors of ours probably did during their lifetime or the reasons 
why, but rather to relate what the records of their accomplishments say. If 
there are any speculations that this book has presented, it is because there is 
overwhelming evidence found to confirm what might be speculated therein. 

It is time now for our research to be published in hard copy for present 
and future generations to their use and to improve upon. By sharing the fruits of 
our research, we hope to leave a record of our research for future generations of 
Carnahans so they may come to know their predecessors and their roots. 
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Within pages of these genealogies, the reader will note that some 
Carnahan names are printed in lower case letters. These Carnahans are 
descended from someone other than a Carnahan but have attained the Carnahan 
name through adoption, marriage or other situations. 

The footnotes found in Part II of this book refer to documents in the 
possession of Bobby V. Carnahan. If the reader desires a photocopy, or transcription 
thereof (if the original is unreadable) they can secure them for a nominal fee by 
contacting the authors.

On September 9, 1847, James entered into a lease-purchase 
agreement, a very long and complicated document, whereby James leased 
lot No. 210 in Temperanceville Village, Allegheny County, Pa. from John B. 
Warden, for 60 dollars a year forever but he could, within 6 years pay 
$1000 and the lot would be his free and clear. Shortly thereafter John 
Warden died and James continued to live up to the contract and on March 
5, 1867, the heirs of John Warden deeded this lot to James without 
mentioning any monetary consideration, except what he had paid in the 
agreement. 

The odd thing about the above lease-purchase agreement is that it 
was pre-dated September 9, 1847 but was actually dated March 5, 1867 and 
because James Carnahan, Sr. was living on the property at that time he 
made an oral agreement with John B. Warden, the owner of the land, as 
specified in the deed.

George and his brother James were trustees of the First Presbyterian 
Church of Temperanceville, Allegheny County, Pa. when the Church 
purchased”’”’ lots 83, 84, 85, 86, and 87 in Temperanceville in 1867. 

On November 14, 1868, George was dead and his wife Jane, Borough 
of Temperanceville, Chartiers twp., Allegheny County, Pa. came into court 
and asked that she be released from performing the duties of administrator 
of the estate and that Moses Chess be appointed administrator of the estate, 
which was granted. A $1000 bond was posted by Moses Chess, David 
Carnahan and Thomas Hershberger on the same date. The entire estate 
amounted to $1390.05 when the inventory was filed on December 11, 1868. 
This inventory showed that George and David Carnahan were joint owners 
in a 50-50 partnership of a blacksmithing business. The household effects 
plus a buggy, saddle, etc. were set aside for the widow, but when the court 
costs, etc. were paid only $696.54 remained to cover debts or $1456.46. In 
trying to locate all the debts, the US 34d Circuit Court, District of NJ and 
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the District Court of US for District of NJ were searching for 20 years from 
September 1, 1859 to September 24, 1879 and no debts were found. This 
probably indicates that the family at some time might have lived in NJ. 

However on November 7, 1879 a claim was made against the estate of 
George Carnahan by Salina Rhinehart and Orpah Rhinehart (now Mrs. J. 
B. Walker) who were living at Adrian, Lenawee County, Mii., via their 
attorney Milton C. Walker, also of Adrian, Mi. This claim was for $1,000 
“or such portion as the estate will pay” against the estate of George 
Carnahan, deceased. This claim was directed to Moses Chess, administrator 
of the estate. Both Salina Kearns (Mrs. Thomas A. Rhinehart) and Orpah 
Kearns (Mrs. Frederick Rhinehart and now Mrs. J. B. Walker) were sisters 
to Jane Kearns (widow of George Carnahan, and all daughters of James 
Kearns 1779-1856. Robert Woods was the accountant working with Moses 
Chess, the administrator, to make an accounting of the monies due the 
estate, the monies collected from people who owed the estate, monies which 
the estate owed and to give an accounting for Moses Chess to present to the 
court of the monies available for distribution to George Carnahan’s heirs. 
In Robert Wood’s final accounting for Moses Chess dated October 22, 1879 
Moses Chess presented to the court that Salina and Orpah say that they 
hold a note for the $1,000 claim which they are making. However, he has 
found no record of the said note, nor have Salina nor Orpah shown him 
such a note. Even so, Moses Chess recommended to the court that the note 
plus interest, less $200 plus interest on the $200, for a total figure of 
$1,347.20 be allowed by the court. His recommendation was predicated on 
the fact that he says George Carnahan “sometime during his lifetime” had 
told him that “he had borrowed that money”.

WEST DEER TOWNSHIP, ALLEGHENY COUNTY, PA. A 
CENTURY AND A HALF OF PROGRESS, 1836-1986, PUBLISHED BY 
ANNIVERSARY COMMITTEE OF WEST DEER TWP: 

(Culmerville is the oldest village in West Deer twp., and is located in 
the northern part of the township). The first patents (deeds) to purchasers 
were issued to those who had received warrants from the government in 
1786. The remainder of the land was known as Depreciation Lands. These 
tracts were not patented by receiving them but reverted to government and 
later sold to Stephen Lowrey in 1807 by Marshall sale. Stephen Lowrey 
owned at least 9000 acres at one time. He willed his Pennsylvania property, 
of which Culmerville was part, to his daughter, Sarah Collins. Lowrey 
sold” '** 200 acres of land to John Carnahan for $100 in Culmerville on 
February 15, 1808. 

The Carnahans owned land but had to rebuy it and were given a 
lower price because they were one of the first to come to terms with 
Lowery's agent. The Carnahan log cabin was built soon after the family 


came here from Ireland, and is believed to be one of the oldest in the village. 


Their home was much like others of that era, built of logs, notched and 
saddled at the ends to leave cracks between the logs as small as possible. 
The cracks were "chinked" with wood or just plain mud. The rafters were 
small saplings smoothed off on one side. Lath was the same material held 
onto the rafters by wooden pins. The covering of ''clapboards", split from 
oak trees, held in the "Shaving horse" and smoothed with a drawing knife

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was placed on the roof and held on by weight poles overlapped in such a 
manner to keep out the weather. Nails were difficult to obtain as they were 
made by the blacksmith and iron was scarce. Pig bladder was used in lieu of 
glass for windows, sometimes greased paper, sometimes nothing. The rooms 
of the home were small and few, one room served as the parlor, bedroom, 
washroom and kitchen. A new kitchen was added to this home sometime 
later as it was moved up the hill, beside the new house, to be used as a 
summer kitchen. 

There was a large fireplace that was used for cooking and heating. 
They used large back-logs and smaller pieces of wood were held by 
andirons, which were made by the blacksmith. There was a crane to 
support the kettle for cooking. The kettles were round, made of iron with 
three small legs so they could set over a nest of glowing coals. A pile of wood 
was stacked near by. A roll of cord was usually visible on the mantle. The 
windows served for light and ventilation as well as portholes. The doors 
were made of heavy boards held together with battons pegged to the 
boards. The hinges were made of wood. For a latch, a stick was pegged at 
one end, on the inner side of the door; the other end extended beyond the 
door for the latchstring, and was free to be lifted into a catch fastened to the 
doorjamb. A short distance above the latch a small hole was bored through 
the door for the latchstring. This was a piece of rawhide passing through 
the hole, fastened to the wooden latch. The latchstring was left out during 
the day but pulled in at night and a bar placed across the door to secure the 
house for the night. The furniture was somewhat crude as most was 
homemade. Some folk had a few pieces shipped from England. The kitchen 
table was large, with benches, and was the meeting place for food, 
entertainment, study and solace. It was her disputes were settled, lessons 
were done, financial problems solved, and prayers said. 

Soap was made of lye produced from drippings of the ash hopper 
boiled with the proper amount of fat and water.The walls were covered 
with useful herbs. There was also a bottle of root bitters, some whiskey and 
jug of dandelion wine for medicinal purposes and special occasions. There 
were bags of dried berries, fruits, corn and strings of dried apples and 
pumpkins. In winter everyone tried to sit to get the best advantage of the 
heat from the fireplace. There was a rocking chair and baby's cradle. Since 
the chores were many and tedious, the mother soon learned to rock in her 
rocking chair and rock the cradle with her foot as she did a chore. There 
were trundle beds with straw, feather, or cornhusk mattresses. The parents' 
bed had either rope or cords instead of slats. The feathers had to be washed 
periodically; the straw or cornhusks had to be replaced frequently and the 
ropes or cords had to be tightened. There was a book jack or two in every 
home.

PIONEERS OF THE BLUESTEM PRAIRIE, POTTAWATOMIE 
COUNTY, KANSAS-BY KANSAS GENEALOGICAL SOCIETY, 1976: 

FAMILY HISTORY, SAMUEL CARNAHAN. Samuel Carnahan, 
son of John and Martha Kissick Carnahan, was born 14 November 1807 in 
Allegheny County, Pa. and died 10 January 1874 there. In the same county 
on 5 February 1830 he married Susan Brewer, daughter of Stephen and 
Elizabeth Ferguson Brewer, who was born 12 December 1807 in Pa. and 
died 5 April 1874 on Carnahan Creek, where she and Samuel are buried. 

In the spring of 1855, Samuel, his wife and 2 children, Joseph and 
Martha, started west down the Ohio, up the Mississippi and Missouri 
Rivers on a steamboat to Leavenworth, arriving with people who were 
heading for Ft. Riley. They had brought a team of horses and wagon along 
on the boat, and had only $2.50. They came on West to near Ft. Riley to get 
away from border ruffian trouble. On the way, they met hundreds of 
Southerners who had been out in Kansas voting for slavery. 

During the winter of 1855-6, Mrs. Carnahan and children stayed in 
the log cabin without door, windows or fireplace, the door and window 
openings being covered with quilts and the fire being in the middle of the 
dirt floor. The father returned to Pennsylvania to get son Pollard, who had 
stayed with his brother John who had a store and Rachel and Sarah who 
had stayed with sister Lizzie Griner. They came west in the spring of '56.

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They expected to meet Joseph at Leavenworth but he had failed to receive 
word. They sent the girls on a government stage to Juniata and Pollard and 
his father walked most of the way. 

Border troubles continued and in July 1862, Pollard and Joseph 
went to Marysville to enlist in Co. K, 9th Kansas Volunteer Cavalry Union 
Army. They drilled some and armed with little French revolvers, were sent 
out to quiet some Indian trouble. They spent much of their time escorting 
supply caravans and as escorts to the paymaster and keeping the rebels 
from coming into Kansas. The front kept getting farther South into 
Arkansas. 

The Carnahans gave the land for the Church and the Carnahan 
Creek Cemetery with the understanding that no lots were to be sold. They 
also took the responsibility for the upkeep of the cemetery until recent 
years. 

Samuel Carnahan wanted to call it Deer Creek for the place where 
they lived in Pennsylvania but other settlers persisted in calling it Carnahan 
Creek and the name became permanent. 

Samuel Carnahan soon interested many United Presbyterian 
relatives and friends in coming to Kansas and they built a substantial 
community. The first schoolhouse was built in 1869 and the first Church in 
1879.

OBITUARY, POTTAWATOMIE COUNTY, KS. JANUARY 1874: 

CARNAHAN - January 10th, at the residence of his brother, Mr. 
John Carnahan, of Allegheny County, Pa. 

The deceased was born within a few rods of where he died, on the 
14th of November 1807, was married to Miss Susan Brewer, February 5, 
1830, with whom he lived happily during the remainder of his life. In 1855 
he emigrated from Pennsylvania to Kansas, and settled on Carnahan 
Creek, Pottawatomie County, about ten miles northwest of where the city of 
Manhattan now stands, and made his home there for the remainder of his 
days. Being among the first settlers of the county, and being a friendly and 
sociable man, he became extensively known, so that many people coming to 
the county would inquire of him, and he took a great interest in getting 
people, especially his old acquaintances and members of the U.P. Church, 
settled in his part of the country. As a man he had his peculiarities, and was 
not without failings, but was generally esteemed and respected by his wide 
circle of acquaintances as was evidenced by the large procession which 
followed his remains to the grave. His likes and dislikes were very strong, 
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could scarcely see a fault in those for whom he had a liking & would do 
almost anything in his power for their accommodation, and could not see 
much good in those whose character and conduct he did not approve. 
Another peculiarity was that he had a remarkably contented disposition, 
nearly always looked on the bright side of things. 

On the 18th of October last, he in company with Mother 
Carnahan, his wife, and grandson, started for Pennsylvania, intending to 
spend the winter visiting old friends there. On the morning of their 
departure it was our prayer, that if it was the Lord's will, they might be 
permitted to go and return again in safety. But they had been with their 
friends there only a few weeks when the deceased was brought low with 
disease, and his return to Kansas became doubtful, and although he would, 
no doubt, on many accounts, much desire to return, yet he said, "The 
Lord's will be done", and, speaking in reference to his departure from the 
world, said "It is better to depart and be with Christ." It was not long till 
the departure came. His spirit departed and his remains were sent back to 
be interred on the homestead where he had lived in his latter days. He 
leaves behind him an aged widow, who scarcely survived him, and barely 
reached her home again with her life, and is still very feeble, also three sons 
and four daughters all of whom are grown up and have families of their 
own, and many friends to mourn the loss. Written by Rev. W. P. Currie.

CARNAHAN - Sabbath morning, April 5, 1874, at the residence of 
her son, Mr. Pollard Carnahan, ten miles northwest of Manhattan, Kansas, 
Mrs. Susan Carnahan, aged 66 years, 3 months, and 18 days. 

Mrs. Carnahan was a worthy member of the U.P. Church of 
Carnahan Creek, and was highly esteemed as a friend, a neighbor, and 
above all, as a good Christian woman, most likely she did not leave an 
enemy in the world. Her husband Mr. Samuel Carnahan with whom she 
had lived for over 43 years, died only about 3 months before her, and she 
never recovered from the shock of his death, and appeared as though she 
did not desire to live longer, even expressed a desire that her time would be 
short. Now we trust, their soul are together "in glory", whilst their bodies 
are lying side by side in their graves, where they will rest till "the 
resurrection at the last day." 


A PORTION OF A LETTER FROM THE MANHATTAN REPUBLIC, 
HISTORICAL DEPARTMENT, FROM A CLIPPING FOUND BY 
BYRON BROOKS AMONG HIS MOTHER, LIZZIE BIRCHART 
BROOKS' PAPERS: 

Editor Republic: ---I will give a little sketch of old timers I had not 
mentioned. Mr. Robert Thompson's letter brought to my mind some more 
incidents of the times during the war. It was in '61 or ‘62; I have forgotten 
the exact date. I went from Old Juanita to Mr. Carnahans, on Carnahan 
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Creek, to do some sewing for them. The women folks had so much outdoor 
work to do, they hadn't time to sew. 

They had a good crop of corn that year and as the boys, Joseph and 
Pollard had gone to war, Mr. and Mrs. Carnahan and Rachel, now Mrs. 
Thompson, and Sarah and Mary Hall gathered the corn. It was a cold fall, 
raining most of the time. They got up early in the morning. The girls did the 
milking while Uncle Samuel fed the horses and Aunt Susan got the 
breakfast. Now I do not think you will find a woman now days that is as 
thoughtful about her husband as Auntie was of hers. She would fill his pipe, 
light it and smoke a little to see that it smoked easy. When Uncle Samuel 
came in she would hand him his pipe and prepare breakfast while he 
smoked contentedly by the big fireplace. After breakfast they all went out 
to husk and haul in corn while I did up the housework. Oh, such fine big 
ears of corn they did haul in. I felt sorry for the girls, young, good looking 
girls, working so hard all day and at night while they were resting before 
going to bed all kept their already tired hands busy knitting, sewing or 
spinning. They lived in a log house with kitchen, dining room, bedroom and 
parlor altogether, and in that homely log house I have eaten some of the 
best old-fashioned meals I ever ate. I ate a wedding dinner there that could 
not be beaten in those days. 

The Carnahans were Pennsylvanians and I have found them good 
cooks. Well, they worked and took care of their stock and grew rich. As for 
J. R. Carnahan, he was always interested in nice stock before and after the 
war. 

I remember one time, it was the 23rd of April, just before the boys 
went to war, I started up to Mr. Hays to meeting. I met Joe. He was going to 
our house so he turned back and went to meeting with me, but during 
service he thought of a cattle dealer going to be at his father's so he went 
home. When preaching was over I went out to start home. There stood my 
horse, but my company and horse were gone. How the young folks laughed 
at my getting the mitten. Soon the young men all went off to war and the 
old men and old women and girls were left to go to meeting alone. 

The Carnahans, like many a family of the old pioneers, are 
scattered. Some are dead and gone to a better world. The oldest one of the 
family, Mrs. Griner, lives in this country. Mrs. Dial, Pollard and Mrs. 
Thompson still live in sunny Kansas,

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whom was born in Juniata County, Pa., and died in 1830, aged sixty-five 
years; latter born in County Derry, Ireland, and died in 1833, aged fifty-six 
years. The father settled here about 1796, and was closely identified with 
the U.P. Church, and with affairs of the township. Mr. Carnahan's half 
brother, George, was in the war of 1812. John received his education in 
West Deer Township in the old log schoolhouse with paper windows. He 
was left alone at his father's death and took charge of the farm until it was 
divided between the three sons. He was married in 1836 to Eliza 
Catherwood, a half sister to Robert Catherwood, and daughter of John and 
Susan (Hessen) Catherwood. Nine children were born to Mr. and Mrs. 
Carnahan: Susan, Samuel, Robert, Martha, Elizabeth, Jane, Mary, Nelson, 
and Clark. Samuel and Robert were in the war of the rebellion, and both 
died in the hospital; the former was being educated for the ministry. Mrs. 
Carnahan died in 1855 and Mr. Carnahan was married in 1856 to Nancy 
Black, a native of West Deer Township, her parents coming from Ireland. 
Six children blessed this union, viz: Margaret, George (a minister in 
Kansas), Shafer, Sarah, Lawrence (deceased) and Blair. 

Mr. Carnahan is an old citizen of West Deer Township, has been a 
ruling elder in the U. P. Church since 1836, and has been school director 
and supervisor. He is the only one of the children now living. He has 130 
acres of land, which his two sons Clark and Blair, cultivate. 


OBITUARY, ALLEGHENY COUNTY, PA. MAY 1898: 

John Carnahan, born July 29, 1813, died May 27, 1898. Father 
Carnahan spent his life in this vicinity. Here he was born, here baptized, 
here he finished his work, and here he died. He did much towards molding 
a sentiment in harmony whit that which is good. While yet a mere boy he 
united with the Deer Creek congregation under the pastoral care of Father 
McConnell, and in the month of May 1836, yet in his 21st year, he was 
ordained and installed a ruling elder, which office he honored continuously 
till his death, May 27, 1898, rounding out 62 years of faithful service in the 
eldership, and in the same congregation. 

As a citizen he had at heart the common good, his sympathy being 
with the weak and oppressed. He gave two sons to his country at the time of 
her extremity, both of whom died for the service. Another son, the Rev. G. 
E. Carnahan, of Concordia Presbytery arose to do honor to the pulpit. We 
his fellow laborers in the session bear testimony to his faithfulness and his 
worth.

When Pollard Carnahan retired from farming, he moved to 
Manhattan in 1904. While the family home was being built at 1523 
Fairchild, the Carnahans lived in the stone house at Anderson and Harris, 
known as the Thackery House. Pollard owned the land from 14th to 16th 
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Street and from Fairchild on south. He planted a large orchard and kept a 
cow and two horses. In real estate transfers one reads "in the Carnahan 
Addition". 

Pollard's picture and records are in Topeka in the "Hall of Fame" 
at the State Historical building. He was a founder of the Carnahan Creek 
United Presbyterian Church and the one in Manhattan at 10th and 
Fremont Sts. Pollard continued farming on the original place and when he 
moved to Manhattan his son, another Samuel Carnahan, remained on the 
same place. Then the latter's son, Herbert farmed and lived in the old rock 
house until forced to leave by the Tuttle Creek reservoir.

There was a musical instrument here and there as they had to 
provide their own music for entertainment and dancing. The family of 
Robert and Mary Jane Carnahan Norris was all able to play at least one 
musical instrument and often played for dances. 

The log home did not have a cellar. A springhouse, which was 
blasted out of rock, took its place. The churning was done there. The water 
was carried from this spring. In a protected spot near the spring, a bar 
supported by two posts was used to suspend the large kettles. It was here 
the water was heated; the butchering was done as well as making apple 
butter and pumpkin butter. There was a groove for a shelf cut into the rock 
on which the milk cans fit. Arrowheads and Indian lore were found and 
kept as souvenirs. The bake oven was made from a barrel. The barrel had a 
tin can and lid placed in one end and all but the section for a door was 
covered with soft clay and patted securely. A fire was built in the barrel, 
burning the barrel and baking the clay. Years later a brick oven was built 
near the new home. 

In 1896 the Bessemer and Lake Erie Railroad Company got a 
right-of-way, which went between the log house and the new barn. Due to 
the condition of the log house it was necessary to replace it at this time. In 
1897 Robert and Mary Jane Carnahan Norris had a new 6 room home with 
a pantry built. The bid for the carpenter work was $75.00 and because 
double weatherboarding was used an additional charge of $8.00 was added. 
The total price paid to Jim Goldinger for labor and material for this home 
was $880.00. There was a stone foundation, a fireplace in every room except 
the kitchen where a coal stove was used for cooking and heating. When the 
railroad was being constructed, some of the railroad employees boarded 
here for $4.00 weekly. The parlor was used only when the preacher or 
special company came. This was where the body was laid out for viewing 
when a death occurred. It was placed on a couch, bed, or in a casket, 
whichever the family desired. The body was taken to the church for services 
and burial. A crepe was nailed to the wooden frame of the front door. If it 
happened to be an infant who passed away, a white ribbon crepe was used. 
If a middle-aged person died, a lavender ribbon was used; black was used 
for the elderly. About three yards of the best satin ribbon was used to make 
a crepe. Long streamers used up about two yards of the ribbon and the rest 
was worked into a fancy bow to which dried wheat or live flowers were 
added. The crepe stayed on the doorframe until the last. The crepes were 
sometimes used more than once with a different floral arrangement. 

A new barn had been built near the log house. In 1921 more 
ground was condemned because of the railroad tunnel problem and the new 
barn had to be moved. It was moved to a higher location above the new 
home. John and Jim Norris did the hauling for which they received $4.50 a 
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day for their team and $1.15 a day for their labor. Along with the farming, 
there was a dairy route in Curtisville and Russellton. Milk was shipped via 
the railroad from the Culmerville station. There was an icehouse several 
feet from the barn. The ice preserving process required much labor. The ice 
was cut as large as possible and put in the icehouse. Saw dust was put 
between the ice pieces to keep them from freezing together. A pulley and 
tongs were used to move the larger pieces. There was a wagon shed, a wheel 
horse behind the barn, springhouse, and the ever important out-house 
privy. 

Many families, including the Norrises, boarded workers to 
supplement their income. Some boarders slept in the home; others slept in 
the barn or even on the lawn and ate at the picnic table. Beef, pork, 
potatoes, hominy, dried fruits and vegetables, coarsely ground or crushed 
grain, were some of the more staple items of their diet. The meat was 
smoked in the smoke house or "put down" in brine in crocks and barrels. 
Such foods as kraut, pickles and pears were put into crocks or barrels.

OBITUARY: 

Former YWCA director Bradshaw dies. Florence Bradshaw, 
former executive director of the St. Paul YWCA who was instrumental in 
its integration, died Monday. She was 88. 

A native of Clay Center, Ks., she graduated from the University of 
Northern Iowa in 1922, and came to St. Paul in 1927 to work for the YWCA 
as a girl reserve director. She held that post until 1943, and then was 
secretary of the Leisure Time Council for the St. Paul Community Chest 
from 1945 to 1948 before becoming executive director of the YWCA. As 
director, Bradshaw developed lifelong friendships with several women. A 
few of these friends she met more than 40 years ago held a 48 hour vigil at 
Bradshaw's bedside before she died, said her nephew, E. David Cater. 
Bradshaw led the desegregation of the YWCA with the hiring of black 
employees in addition to opening swimming and camping activities to black 
girls. 

After retiring from the YWCA in 1957, she worked as director of 
Neighborhood House on the West Side and as activities director for the 
Senior Health Center of the Wilder Foundation until 1971. 

She was honored in 1983 by the Ramsey County Chapter of the 
Minnesota Women's Political Caucus as a founding feminist for her work in 
integrating the YWCA. 

Bradshaw married Dr. Ralph Bradshaw in 1932. He died in 1959. 

She is survived by nephews Douglas Cater of Oak Park, IL, E 
David Cater of lowa City, Ia., and two nieces, Margaret Swarts of Houston 
and Alice Nelson, of Huntington Beach, Ca.

Woman's Political Caucus for "her leadership in spearheading the 
desegregation of the St. Paul YWCA". She also received the Caucus's 
distinguished service award for her pioneer work in racial integration.

She 
spent her last years at Wilder Residence East. She will be missed by all 
those whose lives she has touched.

HISTORY OF LEE COUNTY, IL. 1892 
Andrew J. Carnahan, who is proprietor of a valuable farm in Brooklyn 
township, joining the village of Compton on the south, on which he makes 
his home, is one of the pioneers of Lee County, who has been identified with 
various of its industries since the early years of its settlement, and has been 
no unimportant factor in developing its resources. During his residence 
here of forty-one years, he has accumulated a handsome property, whereby 
he is enabled to spend his declining years free from active business. 
Mr. Carnahan was born in Columbia County, Pa., May 15, 1816, his 
birthplace being on a farm ten miles southwest of Danville. His father, 
whose name was David Carnahan, was also a Pennsylvanian by birth, while 
his grandfather, William Carnahan, was born in County Antrim, Ireland, 
coming of one of the old Scotch families that colonized that region. He came 
from his native isle to America when a young man, and settling in 
Pennsylvania, was there married to Mary Stuart, who had come over in the 
same vessel with him. He spent his last years in Columbia County. He and 
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his wife were members of the Presbyterian Church. They reared five 
children: William, David, Polly, Margaret, and Ellen. 

David Carnahan was reared and married in Pennsylvania, taking 
as his wife Margaret Mann, a native of Lancaster County, that State. In his 
youth he learned the trade of a tailor and followed it for some years in his 
early manhood, but later turned his attention to farming, for which he had 
a natural taste, and his last years were devoted to that occupation in 
Columbia County, where both he and his wife departed this life at ripe 
ages. They were sincere Christian people, who were reared in the 
Presbyterian faith, and were consistent members of that church to the last. 

They were the parents of these nine children: Polly, who married 
Samuel Hilkerd, and died in Pennsylvania; Elizabeth, who married Joseph 
Madden, came to this county with him in 1846, and subsequently died here; 
William, who spent his entire life in Pennsylvania; Samuel, who came to 
this county in 1848, and resided here the rest of his life; Allen, who came to 
Lee County in 1846, and died in Brooklyn township; Charles, who came to 
Lee County in 1850, and spent his remaining days in Brooklyn township; 
Jane, who married Jeremiah Berringer, came with him to Lee County in 
1853, and died in Brooklyn township; our subject; and Margaret, who died 
in Pennsylvania. 

He of whom this biography is written was brought up in his native 
county, and was educated in its schools. At first there were no free schools, 
as they were conducted on the subscription plan in the early years of his 
boyhood, and his parents had to pay for his tuition according to the number 
of scholars sent. As soon as large enough to be of use, he was set to work on 
the farm, and by the time he attained his majority he had acquired a good 
insight into the most practical methods of farming, and when he was 
twenty-one he left the parental home to begin life on his own account on 
rented land in his native county. Two years later, he bought a farm of sixty- 
five acres there, upon which he continued to live until 1850. In 1849 he 
visited Lee County in search of a suitable location, as he had determined to 
try farming on the fertile virgin soil of Illinois, and he selected four hundred 
and eighty acres of land south of the present site of Compton and joining 
the plat. He instructed a man to buy it for him if he could do so, and 
returned to Pennsylvania to spend the winter. In the spring he set out for 
his new home, with his wife and six children, starting on the long and 
momentous journey April 14, with two pair of horses and two wagons, and 
arriving at his destination May 25, when he located on the land that he had 
previously selected and on which he has ever since dwelt in comfort and 
contentment. He has been an interested witness of almost the entire growth 
of this whole section of country, as when he came here the few settlers that 
had preceded him had made but little headway in reducing the land to 
subjection. The prairies were as yet uninhabited, as they were regarded as 
valueless as places of settlement, and deer and other wild animals were to 
be seen roaming over them and through the timber. There were no railways 
for some years, and Ottawa was the principal market. 
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Mr. Carnahan continued actively engaged in farming and stock raising, 
bringing his land into a fine condition, until 1874, when he branched out in 
other directions, erected an elevator on his land, a saw and grist mill, and 
engaged in dealing in grain, in the manufacture of lumber, and in the 
mercantile business generally. His business facilities were increased by the 
railway company establishing a station on his land, known as Carnahan's 
Station. Mr. Carnahan continued in active business until 1885, and then 
retired to all intents and purposes, though he still exercises a supervision 
over his interests. His career is one of which he and his may be proud, as it 
furnishes an example of what may be accomplished by honest purpose and 
persistent work, directed by sagacious forethought and a clear under- 
standing of practical business methods, which have placed him in the front 
rank of the substantial men of his township. He is a Democrat in politics, 
who has been unswerving in his allegiance to his party, in adversity as well 
as in triumph. He has honorably served as Justice of the Peace for Brooklyn 
township for twenty-one years, and has been an important agent in 
preserving law and order in the community. He and his amiable wife are 
faithful members of the Presbyterian Church, and contribute liberally to its 
support. 

Fifty-six years ago, May 14, 1835, Mr. Carnahan was united in 
marriage to Miss Elizabeth Holdren, and their wedded life of unusual 
duration has been one of true happiness. Mrs. Carnahan was born in 
Columbia County, Pa., April 27, 1816, and is a daughter of Aid and Abbie 
(De Mott) Holdren. Her union with our subject has been blessed with 
children, of whom the following are recorded; Sarah married William 
Morgan, and they have five children; LaFayette married Sarah Cobb, and 
they have four children; Ellen married Frank Cole and they have four 
children; Miranda married Hugh Hendershot, and they have one child; 
Mary, who married John Huff, lost her life in a railway accident, and left 
several children motherless; Abbie, now Mrs. Smith McBride, has four 
children.

REMINISCENCES OF LEE COUNTY, 1893: 

In the month of April 1848, S.W. Carnahan and wife, with eight 
children, started by team from Columbia County, Pennsylvania, to make 
the then long and to be dreaded journey by team to our new home at 
Melugin's Grove, Lee County, Illinois. This place we reached after an 
uneventful journey lasting six weeks. Upon reaching our destination we 
found a temporary abiding place in the shape of an old log house standing 
on the east side of the Grove, belonging to John Gilmore, which had but 
recently been vacated. In this we lived until fall, where father purchased 
forty acres of land and on this decided to build a home of our own. 

With no lumberyard within forty miles, and the nearest sawmill at 
a distance of ten miles, it was of course necessary to construct the house of 
logs. This we did, building a fireplace of sticks and mortar in one end. In 
the spring he placed a land warrant on an adjoining 160 acres of land, to 
which in due course of time he received a patent from the government. The 
following fall we sent, by a neighbor who was hauling a load of grain to 
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Chicago, for a cook-stove, for which we paid less than $20, including all the 
necessary furniture--a price that compares favorably with a like article at 
the present time. This, with our new house, combined to make the following 
severe winter more easily endured that the first we spent in that country. 

Father being a carpenter was called upon several times during this 
winter to make coffins for neighbors who had died. I remember on in 
particular that he made for a woman who died at Twin Grove, eight miles 
from where we lived. I accompanied father when we went to deliver it, 
driving two horses hitched to a sled; by the time we reached the house a 
violent snot storm had set in, and against the advice of our host, we started 
on our eight mile drive across the prairie, facing the blinding storm and 
without a single track to guide us. When about half way home one of the 
horses floundered into an open well, but was prevented by the harness from 
going to the bottom. By the united efforts of father and myself we finally 
succeeded in getting it out, and starting again on our journey, reached 
home after dark, greatly to the relief of the anxious ones awaiting us there. 

During the summer season the grass covered the prairies from 
three to four feet in height, and during my first term of school taught ad 
Knox's Grove, it was no uncommon thing to have from ten to twelve 
rattlesnakes cross my path while going from my boarding place to the 
school house. As this was during the days when teachers "boarded around" 
the distance of course cannot be definitely stated. 

Our family not being among the very first to move into the 
country, did not experience so many of the hardships incident to the life of 
the first pioneer. A store only one-half mile distant furnished us with all 
necessary groceries, while pork could be had, brought to the door of one 
and one-half cents per pound. Good milch cows could be purchased 
reasonably, the first one father bought costing but thirteen dollars. When I 
taught school and "boarded around", the wages could hardly be called 
"first class" at the present day, as two dollars was the remuneration 
granted for each week's service, and that to be collected from the patrons of 
the school, each family paying according to the number of pupils sent.

COUNTY, IA. 1887: 

H. H. Carnahan, dealer in general merchandise at Larrabee Iowa, 
is one of the enterprising and energetic men of the village. He was born in 
Columbia County, Pennsylvania, in 1834, and is a son of Charles Stuart 
and Elizabeth (Wolf) Carnahan. The parents, full of courage and bravery 
to encounter the dangers and hardships of pioneer life, removed to Lee 
County, Illinois, in 1850, and settled at Malugin's Grove. There H. H. grew 
to manhood, receiving his education in the common schools. In 1865 he 
engaged in the mercantile business at Malugin's Grove, which business he 
followed for fifteen years. In 1882 he decided to make a change in his place 
of residence, and located in Cedar township, Cherokee County; he has a 
farm in an advanced state of cultivation, well improved with good 
buildings. All the surroundings bespeak thrift and wise management on the 
part of the owner. Mr. Carnahan was married in 1859, in Lee County, 
Illinois to Miss Matilda Beringer. By this union twelve children have been 
born, six sons and six daughters: Elsi I., Mary E., Margaret I., Edwin, 
Eliza, Charlotte, Wilbert, Minnie, Harry, Clyde, Walter and Herbert.

O. C. Abbott was born in Konts, Porter County, In. September 5, 
1851. A son of Edwin C. Abbott and Mary Ann Wright Abbott. He was 
reared on his father's farm in Fayette County, Ia. He attended schools in 
Fayette County and Delaware County. When he was twenty years of age he 
became interested in the mercantile business in Hopkinton, Delaware 
County, Ia. Eleven years later in 1882 he removed to Albion, Boone County, 
Ne. and established a grocery store. He resided in Albion eight years. In 
1875 Mr. Abbott had married a schoolteacher, Emma E. Carnahan of 
Malugin Grove, Lee County, Ia. She was born in Lee County, Ia., August 
12, 1852. Date of marriage was December 31, 1874. 

During his residence in Albion he was City Treasurer for three 
years. In 1886 the family moved to Glenrock, Wy. by traveling in a covered 
wagon. Mr. Abbott opened a trading post in Glenrock and was postmaster 
of Glenrock. He received his appointment on February 9, 1887 by the 
Postmaster General, William F. Nilas. 

In 1889 the family once again was on the move, leaving Glenrock 
by covered Wagon to Denver, Co., then by train to Wilmington, Ca., 
arriving there on April 1, 1890. After six months in Wilmington the family 
moved to their home at Timms Point. 

In 1890 Mr. Abbott established the firm of Abbott & Stacy, a real 
estate business along with insurance and home construction. He was a City 
Clerk of San Pedro (1906) and was elected a free holder to draft the city 
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charter for San Pedro. Also, a member of the Committee for annexation of 
San Pedro to the City of Los Angeles. Among his other associations was a F. 
A.& M mason having been raised in a lodge in Malugin Grove, Il., a 
member of the Republican Party, Forester of America, Chamber of 
Commerce of San Pedro, member of the Methodist Church and Notary 
Public. 

Emma Carnahan Abbott died in San Pedro, February 9, 1906 and 
is buried at Harbor View Cemetery on 22nd & Grand Ave., San Pedro. 

Mr. Abbott remarried, Mrs. Marie E. Monroe, of Kankakee, II. He 
retired to a ranch in Placerita Canyon, Newhall. They raised chickens, 
fruits and vegetables. Mr. Abbott died in Los Angeles, August 8, 1921, and 
is buried at San Pedro Harbor View Cemetery. The second Mrs. Abbott, 
Marie, returned to Kankakee. Date of her death is unknown. The 
ownership of the ranch reverted to her children upon her death.

BIOGRAPHICAL RECORD, CHAMPAIGN COUNTY, ILLINOIS: 

Franklin Gregory Carnahan, one of the rising young members of 
the Champaign County bar is this gentleman, belonging to the well-known 
law firm of Weaver & Carnahan, of Champaign. 

A son of Rev. David F. and Sarah A. (Dobbin) Carnahan, he is of 
Scotch-Irish and French extraction. His great-great grandfather, David 
Carnahan, born about 1740 came to America from Ireland about 1760, and 
settled in Pennsylvania, in which state his descendants are numerous and 
prominent. The maternal Great-Grandfather of our subject was Leonard 
Dobbin, who took up his residence in this country about the beginning of 
the nineteenth century. He was a lineal descendant of a French-Hugenot 
family by the name of DeAubigne which name was corrupted to Dobbin in 
the course of time who, forced to flee from the religious persecutions on the 
Continent, located in the northern part of [reland, and there became the 
proprietors of valuable landed estates. Leonard Dobbin first went to Rhode 
Island, but later settled in Auburn, New York, where he engaged in 
contracting for public works. His son, William L., grandfather of our 
subject, was reared in Auburn, and became a successful merchant at 
Madison, Indiana, and subsequently, at Columbus, Indiana. 

The birth of Rev. David F. Carnahan occurred in what now is 
Montour County, Pennsylvania, September 16, 1825. Ambitious and of 
much more than ordinary ability and spirit, he determined to have a 
thorough college education, and by diligence and arduous effort he 
succeeded in his undertaking, paying his own way by intervals of teaching. 
He was graduated with the degree of Bachelor of Arts in the class of '52, in 
Buckwell University. He had studied theology in the meantime, and had 
been ordained to preach a few years previously. For a short time he was 
pastor of the Bridgeport (Pennsylvania) Baptist Church, after which he 
served the Calvary Baptist Church in Philadelphia several years, and the 
Zanesville (Ohio) church. While a resident of the last named city, he 
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assisted in organizing the Seventy-eighth Ohio Volunteer Infantry, and was 
elected major of the regiment. At the battle of Pittsburgh Landing, he was 
active col. of his regiment, and for some time was a member of the staff of 
General Ross under General Lew Wallace. Returning from the war he took 
up his ministerial work again by becoming pastor of the Baptist Church at 
Dayton, Ohio. He married there a teacher, Miss Dobbin, a graduate of the 
institution now known as the Granville Female College, and two of their 
children survive, David H. now being an instructor of French at the 
Chicago University. In the ensuing years Rev. Mr. Carnahan labored at his 
calling in Burlington, Iowa, Appleton, Wisconsin; Aurora, Springfield, 
Streator, Dixon and Urbana, Illinois, and other points, and was one of the 
best-known ministers of his denomination in the Middle West. For two 
years he was state superintendent of missions in Ohio, and later, he held the 
same office in Illinois. In 1886 he entered heart and soul into the work of 
the Children's Home Society, and to his labors to a great extent is due the 
present thriving condition (last page missing).

Feared Arrest--An Illinois elopement terminates in a double 
tragedy. Duke McLaughlin, aged 22, shot and killed his young bride, Cora 
Carnahan, aged 13, and then shot himself through the head at the 
farmhouse of Elmer Davis, near Earlville, II. 

The couple eloped from Paw Paw, Lee County, Illinois, Sunday 
evening. They arrived at Davis' house on Tuesday night, and the latter, who 
was acquainted with McLaughlin gave them shelter upon McLaughlin's 
assurance that the girl and himself were married. Next evening the young 
couple complained of being tired and retired early.

OBIT, CONCORDIA, CLOUD COUNTY, KANSAS, MARCH 6, 
1902: 

DEATH TUESDAY OF A PIONEER CITIZEN, JUDGE 
ARCHIBALD A. CARNAHAN. Hon. A. A. Carnahan died at his home in 
this city at 9:40 o’clock Tuesday evening, after an illness of about four days. 
The news of his death came as a sudden and sorrowful shock to the 
hundreds of his friends who had but so recently met him in his walks about 
town, and the very general expression of regret proved the high esteem in 
which he was held by all. Death was due primarily to an attack of 
pneumonia with which he was taken down on the evening of February 28 
and was directly due to heart failure, that organ, for some time weak, 
failing under repeated violent spasms of coughing. On Tuesday afternoon 
and evening he was bright, hopeful and apparently on the high road to

recovery, but as his son Harry sat reading to him almost the hour named 
above, he suddenly collapsed and was dead in a moment. 

The funeral occurred this afternoon from the Methodist Church, 
under the auspices of the Masons. Rev. H. G. Ambyrat officiating, and was 
very largely attended. 

Archibald A. Carnahan was one of the oldest, best known and most 
highly respected citizens of Cloud County, having been identified 
prominently with its history for thirty-five years, coming here at a day 
when it was yet a comparative wilderness, the home of the buffalo and the 
haunt of marauding bands of red men, and living to see it one of the most 
peaceful, prosperous and populous of Kansas Communities. He was of 
Scotch-Irish descent, born at Loudonville, Ohio, December 2, 1837. His 
father was a successful tanner, an original anti-slavery man and one of the 
founders of the liberty party in Ohio, doing much for fugitive slaves in the 
days of the “underground railway”. 

Judge Carnahan was educated at Northwood and at the Miami 
University. He studied law two years at Bucyrus and then left his native 
state to become a Kansan, locating in Olathe in 1860, in June of that year 
being admitted to the bar by Judge John Pettit at Wyandotte. He practiced 
law and taught school in Missouri until the war began, when he enlisted in 
Company C, 2nd Kansas Infantry, and served until the regiment was 
mustered out, when he re-enlisted in the Ist Kansas Cavalry from which he 
was given an honorable discharge in February 1863 on account of a wound 
received in an engagement at Blue Springs, Mo., with Quantrells’s band, on 
January 8, 1862, he having been in the hospital nearly a year. He also 
participated in the battle of Wilson’s Creek one of the earliest and most 
sanguinary battles of the war. 

He spent about a year in New Mexico in 1864, returning to aid, in 
1865-6, in the construction of the Kansas Pacific Railroad from Lawrence 
to Abilene. In 1867 he located in this county at Lake Sibley, and in 1868 was 
elected to the state senate from this district, then the Seventh, composed of 
the counties of Cloud, Marshall, Republic, Riley, Washington and the 
unorganized counties to the west. He served two years, during which time 
he took part in much valuable legislation and did much to aid the famine 
stricken settlers who suffered alike from grasshopper and Indian raids. It 
was while serving as senator that he met the lady who afterward became his 
wife, Miss Ollie Sheldon, to whom he was married at her home in Topeka 
on April 23, 1872, and who has been the richest blessing of his life. Mrs. 
Carnahan, with two sons, William E. and Harry T., survive and mourn 
him. 

In the strenuous times of the county’s early settlement Judge 
Carnahan was a valuable citizen, advising, helping and fighting as a 
volunteer soldier in the days of Indian raids and massacres. Through his 
long residence and prominent part he took in local affairs he became 
probably as well known in county and state as any of our citizens. 
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During the administration of Gov. Glick, Mr. Carnahan was 
appointed judge of the district court and from this came his title. He was 
receiver of the land office under Cleveland’s first administration and once 
or twice was the Democratic nominee for congress, but failed of election. Of 
recent years he left the Democracy, was for a time identified with the 
People’s party, but later took up socialism and was that party’s candidate 
for associate Justice in 1900. 

Of genial nature and sunny disposition Judge Carnahan made his 
every acquaintance his friend. Prominent in Masonry, a Knight Templar 
and Shriner and one of the stays of the Eastern Star, his lodge affiliations 
were of the strongest. He was also a Workman and a Woodman. 

In our acquaintance with him we never recall on instance in which he 
spoke unkindly of another and it was this kindliness of heart and sunniness 
of disposition which drew men to him and will make his presence in the 
community missed more, perhaps, than the loss of any other man in it.

Then the 
fire which nearly all but destroyed their stock was a culmination of the 
disadvantages under which the firm had been laboring. Mr. T. Carnahan 
and his brother W. R. laid out the Carnahan addition to the city of Findlay, 
and were the promoters and owners of the East Findlay Street Railway 
System.

agents. Since the death of Mr. T. Carnahan his son Frank, has had a 
considerable share of the management of the store in connection with Mr.

The Claflin Company has 
taken a six months lease on the building.

The total of his debts is given as $94,662.78. As an offset he has real estate 
worth $3,965. The petition gives the petitioners business as that of a real 
estate agent. But it wasn’t any real estate business that brought him to the 
federal court for relief. T. and W. R. Carnahan were 7 or 8 years ago, the 
largest dealers in dry goods in Findlay, with the largest building and 
employed mail clerks. In the night the store was discovered to be on fire 
and both it and the stock were so badly damaged that the loss was total. 
Insurance to the extent of $75,000 was on the stock distributed among a half 
dozen companies. The insurance companies refused to pay the claims of the 
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Carnahans. It was claimed that the fire was of incendiary origin. The 
Carnahans brought suit to recover. The Carnahans won their case in both 
the common pleas and circuit courts. The litigation extending over several 
years, and their expense for their defense being outlined in the fees of 
$33,000. However in the supreme court the decisions were reverse4d and 
the cases were lost.

Carnahan, was a native of Ireland and an early settler of Pa. About 1855, 
the father, who was a farmer and mason by occupation, moved to Jackson 
County, Iowa, where he died in 1864.

The friends and relatives of W. H. Carnahan were shocked this 
morning, when they heard of his death, which occurred at 1:05 o'clock this 
morning of heart failure. He had been ill for the past two months but 
seemed to be rapidly improving, and although very feeble was thought to be 
on the road to recovery. At eleven o'clock last night he retired, and 
remarked that he was feeling better than he had for some time, and at one 
o’clock, he was found, dying, by one of the family.

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DELLA CARNAHAN. There lives, at time of this writing, on Oak 
Hill Road in Chester township, Meigs County, a remarkable little old 
woman, my grandmother, Della Wolfe Carnahan. At the age of almost 104 
she still lives alone, cooks, cleans and takes a great delight in having 
visitors, as she has a keen mind and memory. 

Della was born May 10, 1875, near Bashan, the youngest of four 
children born to Peter Wolfe and Nancy Roush Wolfe. The other three were 
Mary Newberry, Howard and Curtis. 

Her grandfather, Jacob Roush, came to Ohio from the Shenandoah 
Valley and settled here in Meigs County between Bashan and Racine. He 
and his wife, Margaret, bought many acres of land to be divided among 
their children so they could build homes of their own. 

Grandmother Della married Arthur E. Carnahan on March 14, 
1895, at Syracuse, Ohio. The minister, J. H. Sellers, performed the 
ceremony. Grandfather was a farmer and that fall there was an abundance 
of apples so they worked in the evenings peeling and slicing apples and put 
them out to dry in the mornings. They then sold them to W. A. Ellis, a 
merchant in Racine at $.03 a pound, then used this money to buy 
furnishings for their home. At that time the boats going up and down the 
Ohio River docked at Racine to pick up produce and drop off needed 
supplies. The dried apples were used for Coloring. 

Della and Arthur had two children; Ray, now living at Bucyrus, 
Ohio, and my father, Arthur Delbert, who passed away three years ago. 
They also adopted and raised a daughter, Kathryn Ellis, now living in 
Cottageville, West Virginia. 

My father, A. D., as he was called, was a carpenter in heavy 
construction most of his life working very hard to support a large family 
during the hated depression years. I have three older brothers, Maurice, 
Robert and Larry and one older sister, Jeanne, and one sister who died in 
infancy.

The 1st Presbyterian Church Cemetery where it is thought that John 
is buried is so overgrown with brush that it is difficult to find stones.

John is said to be a Lt. in the Revolutionary War from Erie County, 
Pa. in Capt. Samuel Moorhead's Independent Company, roll dated, 1778-9 
Fort Pitt, Pa., serving under General Washington, with one pension paper. 
He was present at the battle of Brandywine and the surrender of Cornwallis 
at Yorktown. (This service record is what Rev. John Carnahan, brother to 
Andrew Carnahan, is referred to on his grave marker, which is wrong and 
the Washington County, Arkansas Historical Society should correct this 
mistake.) 
He lived in present Dauphin County, Pa. (formerly Londonderry 
Twp, Lancaster County, Pa. until 1783. Around 1783 he went to Erie

County, Pa. and is on the 1800 & 1810 tax list and 1800 & 1810 Census 
there for Venango Twp, Erie County, Pa. It is noted that the Erie County, 
Pa. Courthouse burned on March 25, 1823. 

The 1800 tax list for Venango Twp, Erie County, Pa. has a William, 
John, and Thomas Carnahan. John is on the taxable list of Venango Twp, 
Erie County, Pa. and voted in the 1810 general election held on the 2nd 
Tuesday of October 1810. 
Letter from Carnahan Family archives, author not listed, but claims to 
be a son of William John Carnahan which would be John Carnahan or 
Marion O. Carnahan. We will refer to this letter in this genealogy. 

“In August 1914 my father, W. J. Carnahan (1860-1934) wrote up a 
family history as remembered by his father Hezekiah Lewis Carnahan 
(1830-1914). It is here given as originally written. 

John Carnahan was a Scotsman by birth and was a soldier in the 
Revolutionary War. He was present at the Battle ofBrandywine, where the 
soldiers crossed that turbulent little river on the bodies of the slain; the 
water was stained with blood for five miles. He served under General 
Washington during the entir ewar and was present at the surrender of 
Cornwallis at Yorktown. 

His wife, whose given name was Fanny, is thought to have been Irish, but 
of her nothing definite is known. He moved to Erie County, Pennsylvania, 
in 1783 and died some time between 1800 and 1809. 

He was an expert woodsman, being able to travel for days at a time with 
unerring certainty through the trackless forests of his day. 

His children were, William, Robert, Tomas, Francis, Elizabeth and 
Catherine. We know nothing of the children except Thomas, who is the 
founder of our branch of the family.”...

Militia commanded by Lt. Col. John Phillips who is the same man who 
served as described in the following dissertation in the war with Great 
Britain. That the said Elizabeth Carnahan was married to the said Thomas 
Carnahan deceased at Erie County in the state of Pennsylvania on the 
Eleventh day of August A. D., 1849 by one Holister Marvin a Justice of the 
Peace, that the name of the said Elizabeth Carnahan before her marriage 
was Elizabeth Smith, that her husband the said Thomas Carnahan died at 
Erie County Pennsylvania on the 22day of March A.D., 1849 and that she is 
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still a widow. They derive their knowledge and belief of the above facts 
from personal observation jointly and from general report and belief 
having been acquainted with the parties many years. Affidavit signed by: 
William J. Carnahan and James M. Carnahan. This document copies from 
DAR Records, DAR Library Washington D. C., Carnahan Manuscript, 
Hugh Carnahan 1959. 

Note: James M Carnahan and William J. Carnahan were the sons of 
Thomas and Elizabeth. 

Letter from W. J. Carnahan, dated August 1914. This letter is part 
of the manuscript of Col. Hugh T. Carnahan, an early researcher of the 
family: 

“Thomas Carnahan, son of John and Fanny Carnahan, was born in 
Dauphin County, Pennsylvania in 1783; moved with his parents the same 
year to Erie County. In 1809, he married Elizabeth Smith and a few years 
afterwards moved to Mercer, now Lawrence County, Pennsylvania. 

He was a soldier under General Harrsion during the War of 1812; 
was taken sick at Fort Defiance Ohio, but after the war returned to the 
army and was honorably discharged. 

He was a man rather under the medium height with powerful 
shoulders and arms, small hands and feet; he was very quick and active. At 
the age of 65, his last harvest, he cut with sickle and bound 30 dozen 
sheaves of wheat per day, working steadily the entire harvest. 

In 1835 he moved to Richland County, Ohio. In the fall of 1848 he 
started to Erie County Pennsylvania on a visit. He rode with his son, 
Hezekiah, then a boy of 17, on a load of wheat to Milan and made the rest 
of the journey on foot. He was taken sick while there and died March 7, 
1849; he is buried in Erie County Pennsylvania. 

Elizabeth Smith, wife of Thomas Carnahan, was born in Ireland and 
came to this country when about eleven years old. In 1856 she came with 
Hezekiah, Wilson and Fanny to De Kalb county, Indiana. K She died at the 
residence of her son Hezekiah, March 8, 1864 and is buried in the 
Evergreen Cemetery at Auburn, Indiana. 

In religion, Thomas Carnahan and his wife belonged to that very 
strict sect known as the Seceders. Their children are: Abner, William J., 
Baildy D. Fanny, Samuel S., Elizabeth, James J., Hezekial L. and Wilson S.

I give and 
bequeath to my niece Rebecca Betsy Carnahan is to live and have her 
support with my beloved wife and Catherine Carnahan during their 
natural lives and my niece Betsy Carnahan is to have her maintenance 
necessary out of my real and personal property during her natural life. 3. I 
give and bequeath unto my halfe brother Moses Brown three acres of land 
that I purchased of him where the old sawmill stood and is to have all profit 
and income and advantage that may result there from and is to have 
immediate possession immediately after my decease. Also my oxcart and 
lumber off my pine lot to two thousand of rails. 4. I give and bequeath to 
James Jones the son of Willard Jones all my estate, the farm. The farm I 
now reside on, the pine, of twelve acres which is situated in Venango 
Township and to have and to hold and to have all profit, income and 
advantage that may result there from, from and after the decease of my 
beloved wife and Catherine Carnahan and my niece Betsy Carnahan is to 
have her maintenance from my property after my wife and Catherine 
Carnahan decease. 5. I do nominate and appoint my beloved wife Betsy to 
be executive and William _ executor and Administrator to this my last 
will and testament. 

In testimony whereof I have unto set my hand and seal and publicly 
and declare this to be my last will and testament in presence of the 
witnesses named below this nineteenth day of November A.D. one thousand 
and eight hundred and fifty two.

A LETTER WRITTEN BY WILLIAM JOHN CARNAHAN TO HIS 
BROTHER HEZEKIAH LEWIS CARNAHAN: 

April 16, 1860, Olivesburg, Richland County, Ohio. 
Dear friends, 

I take my pen in hand to write a few lines to you after a long delay but I 
hope it will come welcome yet. 

We are all well at present, as well as common. My own helth is not 
improving any yet. Still I am able to go around and attend to my official 
bisiness. I have got another office this spring and I am going to Mansfield in 
the morning for my papers and then I will commence sessing on Thursday. 
That office will pay two dollars per day and it will take me about 26 days to 
do the bisiness up. 

I still live on John Houstons farm. Wee intend putting out about ten acres 
of corn this spring and that will keep the boys fingers out of there eyes for a 
while. I can’t stand one hour work. I am very weak. The warm wether sets 
verry hard on me my strength all gon pretty mutch.

of Providence. I must stop writing till get my dinner for I have ben away all 
day and it is now three o'clock and the old wife had a visiter today so I will 
have to wate longer than I would. 

I will try and finish this letter on wensday I have not time to knight. 
Wednesday 18th I have not time to write mutch today for I must fix my 
pepers redy for to go to work in the morning. But I will give you a little 
about the helth of our country, it is generaly helthy this season verry little 
sickness at all. Mrs. Tytler is lying yet no better than she was one year ago 
and she inquire of me every time that I am there when I herd from Mother 
and the rest of you. Now I would like to know if any of you are comeing in 
this summer or fall to see us. If you are write to me for I have a mind to 
take tramp after harvest if I live so long for the benifit of my helth and I 
dont want to be away if any of you come to see us. I must close my letter as I 
have not time to write any more but the next one I will give you a smasher if 
you will excuse this one. This leves us as well as common and I hope it will 
find Mother and you and your lady all enjoying the same blessing.

Dear Cousin Alma, 

Your letter of 13th rec & read with interest. I expect you thought I 
wasn’t going to answer but I have been waiting to get hold of some paper 
big enough to write what I had to write. Guess you will get a big letter this 
time. Hope you will appreciate my effort to copy this. If it is poorly done 
Mr. Frew used a typewriter for what he gave me & it is much neater. 

Wm. B. Frew was our County surveyor for a long number of years 
before he died. He died in Nov. 1917. I think he was my second cousin. You 
will notice one of grand fathers sisters married a Frew. He was 87 when he 
died. You can get your grandfather Carnahan family record & your fathers 
& your own & have the generations back. I suppose they have left them so 
you can find them. I have a book on my mothers side of the house reaching 
back 9 generations from my children, 10 generations counting my grand 
children. It deals with the Hevins, her maiden name. 

You will notice that Mr. Frew didn’t have all the dates of births & 
deaths others he had written. It is a wonder he had the name. You will 
notice they most all had large families. So don’t get weary in well doing. We 
have a very mild weather the snow is most all gone & sunk into the ground 
as there was no frost in the ground when the snow came. Clyde(?) and wife 
went to see Bro. Porter today he has been housed up for 6 or 7 weeks with 
Rheumatism & shingles. We can get on the trollie & ride from our house & 
get off 2 blocks from Porters as Monmouth. I am glad to hear of the 
conversations last winter & that you all are walking the good way together. 
Wife says she would like the babies picture when taken. We are in our usual 
health.

PIONEER STORIES. Reminiscence Told by Pupils in Carson 
School, Mrs. Mary Sailor, Teacher, and Juanita McFadden, Chairman of 
Project, May 1939: 

May 18th of each year is a day of celebration of note. The character 
and purpose of the celebration are unique and unusual. Relatives, friends, 
and well-wishers set aside this day to make a pilgrimage of homage and 
respect to “grandma” Carnahan at Carson. 

In a comfortable rocking chair but in a most regal manner 
Grandma welcomes her guests at the clubhouse. After a sumptuous potluck 
dinner, Grandma asks the guests to sing some one of her favorite hymns. 
This is followed by a short select program given by neighbors. 

Grandma was born 97 years May 18, 1842, in Adair County, 
Kentucky. 

It is my privilege as a pupil of the Carson school to write down the 
following incidents of her life. The charming manner in which she told me 
these incidents and the laughter we shared as she told them will be a 
cherished memory of my Carson school hood days.--Cleo Pritchard.-- 


OUTWITTING THE CONFEDERATES AND OTHER 
INCIDENTS 

Grandma was born in Adair County, Ky. on a plantation owned by 
her father and on which the main crops were cotton, grain and tobacco. 
They had many negro slaves to help on this 200 acre plantation. Since she 
was a small girl she has been opposed to slavery. When she was nine years 
old her parents moved to Macon County, Mo. 

The Civil War broke out when she was at the age of 20. Three 
brothers were in the Union Army, being with Sherman on his march to the 
sea. The younger and oldest brothers were in the Second Missouri Cavalry 
Company F, and one was the lieutenant. 

During the war Grandma had many daring experiences, one of 
which I will relate here. 

They learned of a certain rebel detachment, which were pilfering 
the neighborhood for cattle, horses, and food. Grandma’s father had many 
fine horses which he didn’t wish to be stolen. As there was an absence of 
men to take them to safety, Grandma and her girl cousin undertook the 
task to take them to the county seat, where there were soldiers stationed, as 
the horses would be in safe keeping if then there. As the county seat was 12 
miles away they started with the horses in the early morning, arriving in the 
mid-afternoon. 

They turned the horses over to the soldiers. They went out into the 
country and stayed all night with one of Grandma’s cousins. In order to get 
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home quicker they took a short cut through the woods and crossed Salt 
River swollen by heavy rains. The horses had to swim across. The water 
was up to the girls’ riding skirts. 

After the Civil War Grandma was married to William M. 
Carnahan, who had been a private in the Union Army. Their children were 
reared in Missouri. When Grandma came to Oregon she was 45 years old. 

She came by Immigrant train, really the Union Pacific R.R. The 
tickets were $200 for 8 people. They left Missouri March 21, 1888, and 
arrived in Eagle Valley March 26, 1888. They laid over one day in Green 
River, Wyo. There were Grandma and her eight children, her cousin and 
family, and four young men. They had the control of entire car. They 
bought their lunch, and made coffee on a stove in the car and recall it as a 
very enjoyable time. 

There were many reasons for coming to Oregon, but the chief 
reason was on account of Grandma’s health. 

Pine Valley was very sparsely settled when she came. There were 
the Demick and the Pancake log cabins standing when Grandma came. 
They homesteaded the farm west of Langrell, which now goes by the name 
of the Valley View Farm. Ben Ashley now lives there. 

After selling the farm the Carnahans returned to Missouri for a 
visit. On returning here they bought property in Carson and ran a hotel for 
nine years between 1901 to 1910. 

After 1910 they moved to Baker where they had property and lived 
there for two years. Mr. Carnahan’s health was poor, so they again moved 
to Carson where Grandma now lives. 


OBIT, CARSON, BAKER COUNTY, OR., JUNE 1939: 
97 YEAR OLD PINE RESIDENT SUCCUMBS. “GRANDMA” 
CARNAHAN WAS BORN IN 1842: 

Carson-(special)- A well known resident of Pine Valley passed to 
her great reward June 11, 1939, at her home here. Many, many people will 
miss “Grandma” Carnahan, oldest resident of the valley and lacking only 
three years of reaching the century mark. Indeed she had noted many 
changes during her lifetime. 

Mary L. Craig was born in Adair County, Mo., May 18, 1842. She 
died at the age of 97 years and 24 days. She was married to William 
Carnahan on October 21, 1866. To this union were born six children. Three 
of them have preceded her in death, and her husband also passed away 
August 2, 1913. She was a member of Presbyterian Church and Rebekah 
lodge. 

The Carnahans moved to Oregon in March of 1888. They resided 
in Eagle Valley for two years before they moved to Pine Valley where 
Grandma has made her home since that time.

Later they bought the hotel in Carson, serving the men on 
the freight line, which ran through the mountains to Union.

Lola Smith of Redwood City, Cal., Joe Carnahan of Baker, and Chas. of 
Carson. There are seven grandchildren, fourteen great grandchildren and a 
vast host of friends. 

The funeral was held Tuesday, June 13, at the Christian church in 
Halfway. Rev. E. E. Callahan officiated. “ Grandma” was laid to rest in the 
Pine Haven Cemetery. A quartet, Miss Edrie Schmidt, Miss Gloria 
Gaylord, Gerald Gaylord and Dr. F. R. Wilson sang: “Shall We Gather at 
the River”, “Beautiful Isle of Somewhere”, and “When They Call the Roll 
Up Yonder.”

HISTORY OF BAKER COUNTY, OREGON: 
THE JOSEPH MARION CARNAHAN FAMILY. 

I want our Carnahan descendants to know some of the things that 
we did in our lifetimes. I, Joseph Marion Carnahan, born 2-17-1916 in 
Richland, Oregon in a two-story white house near the Kay Young Ditch, 
which crosses Highway 86, was the son of Carl Clayton Carnahan, born 3- 
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1-1895 in Halfway, Oregon, died 2-18-1966 in Richland, Oregon and Flossie 
M. Clements, born 4-2-1895 Richland, Oregon, died 3-16-1984 in Richland, 
Oregon. Both my brother, Carl Adrian, born 3-4-1920 in Richland, Oregon, 
and I served in the U.S. Navy during WWII. I was an instrument specialist 
and flight crewman as a chief aviation machinist with the rating of a Chief 
Petty Officer. Adrian served as a Navy Hospital Corpsman. Both of us 
served in the South Pacific Theater. We were both separated from the Navy 
in 1945, and together drove from Chicago, Ill. back to Eagle Valley. While I 
was stationed in Jacksonville, Fla., I was sent with a crew to take some 
high-ranking Navy Officials to Washington, D.C. for temporary duty. 
While there, I was introduced to my future wife, Margaret Ann Hirka, born 
12-8-1919, Scottsdale, Penn. and her friend, Margaret Elizabeth Pilkerton, 
who were serving as telephone operators there. On 3-5-1946, we had a 
double wedding with my brother Adrian and Mary Elizabeth Pilkerton, in 
Baker, Oregon. Margaret Ann (Peggy) and I bought a farm that had 
originally been homesteaded by Joseph Gale, Oregon’s first Provisional 
Governor, who had married an Indian woman and lived in Eagle Valley. 
We had four children: Donna Jane, born 4-2-1947, died 9-3-1949 Richland, 

Oregon, dying of leukemia; Carl Duane, born 6-5-1949; Joseph 
Michael, born 9-20-1950 and Chester Lee, born 9-10-1952. All born in 
Baker, Oregon. 

I retired from being an Oregon State Highway employee in 1976. 
Through the years, I had worked on the Snake River Dam projects and 
logging and in farming on my farm. Peggy and I now reside on the original 
homestead place that my great-grandfather, Newt Young and wife Nancy, 
homesteaded in Eagle Valley in the mid-1870’s. His younger brother Kay 
Young, that the ditch is named for, had arrived in Eagle Valley earlier, as 
the water rights on his place date back to 1874. Bob Forsea lives on that 
place now. 

Newt Young and Nancy had several children when they crossed the 
plains in a covered wagon; my grandmother Amanda, Bill, Bert, Israel, 
(who was killed by a horse when 15 years old), Peter Fain, Zona (Brown), 
Susie (Gibson), and Georgie (Mitchell). I still use old Newt Young’s 
horseshoeing hammer. 

Amanda Young, born 12-22-1874, died 2-18-1966 in Eagle Valley, 
Or. married my grandfather, Joseph William Carnahan, born October 
1870 in Pine Valley, Or. and died May 1954 in Eagle Valley, Or. had three 
sons. William Thomas, born 6-1-1893, died 2-18-1966, who married Emma 
Davis; Edward Herman, born 7-31-1897, married Irma Armstrong, and my 
father Carl Clayton, born 3-1-1895, married Flossie M. Clements, born 4-2- 
1895 Richland, Or. and died 3-16-1984 Richland, Or. 

Flossie and Carl Clayton Carnahan were married 3-31-1916 at the 
Washington Hotel in Weiser, Ida. Flossie was a member of the Rebecca 
Lodge for 50 years, and a lifelong member of the Richland Christian 
Church. Her parents were Dr. Edward Marion Clements, died 2-2-1900, 
and Viola Jane Wilson, born 12-9-1872 Indiana, died 12-?-1956. Viola’s 
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parents, Valentine O. Wilson and wife Jane, left Indiana by covered wagon 
and traveled for two years before reaching Eagle Valley in the 1870’s to 
homestead on the west side of Eagle Creek. Viola’s brother, Dr. Frederick 
R. Wilson, died August 1919, practiced medicine in Eagle Valley and Pine 
Valley in the early 1900’s. Flossie Carnahan’s father, Dr. Edward M. 
Clements, had come to Eagle Valley from the Willamette Valley in the 
1880’s to help during an epidemic of diphtheria. 

Joseph William Carnahan’s father, my great-grandfather, was 
William Carnahan. He and his two brothers all fought in the Civil War on 
the Northern side. After the war, all three headed west. William married 
Mary Craig and settled in Pine Valley. I have a rocking chair that Mary’s 
family brought west in their covered wagon. 

Our son Duane and children are presently living in Richland.
